Under  the  act  of  July  13,  1925  (44  Stat.,  915),  providing  for  payments 
to  certain  Oregon  counties,  involving  Oregon  and  California  Railroad  revested 
lands,  two  claims  for  the  year  1930  were  received,  amounting  to  $190,971.82. 
No  claims  were  certified  during  the  month.

SURVEY  NOTES': 


Oil  lands,  Wyoming. — Recently  completed  and  accepted  surveys  in  western 
Wyoming  include  Ts.  35  and  36  N. ,  R.  117  W. ,  6th  P.  M. ,  surveyed  under  Group 
105.   The  necessity  for  these  surveys  was  occasioned  by  the  issuance  of  a  number 
of  oil-prospecting  permits,  and  as  the  nearby  surveys  in  several  directions 
were  irrelated  to  each  other  in  a  considerable  degree,  it  was  evident  that  the 
survey  of  these  lands  was  necessary  in  order  to  obviate  conflicts  and  confusion 
in  locations  which  might  become  serious  in  the  event  of  the  discovery  of  oil. 
It  is  a  high,  rough,  mountainous  area,  drained  by  two  streams,  Gray's  River  and 
Little  Gray's  River,  which  are  tributary  to  Snaice  River.   The  district  is 
described  by  the  engineer  as  containing  many  beautiful  spots. 

Re surveys.  New  Mexico. — The  resurvey  of  T.  3  S.,  R.  21  E. ,  N.  M.  P.  M. , 
under  Group  237,  New  Mexico,  is  among  the  recent  acceptances  by  this  office. 
This  resurvey  was  initiated  upon  the  petition  of  settlers  within  the  township 
who  were  unable  to  define  their  lands  with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  owing  to  an 
entire  absence  of  evidence  of  the.  original  survey  in  the  interior  of  the  town- 
ship.  Two  township  corners,  diagonally  opposite  from  each  other,  were  in  place; 
otherwise  there  was  no  existing  evidence  of  the  original  survey  in  any  direction 
for  a  distance  of  several  miles  from  the  township.   The  settlers  were  able  to 
locate  their  lands  approximately,  but  any  accurate  definition  of  boundaries  was 
out  of  the  question.   The  resurvey,  executed  by  the  dependent  method,  restores 
the  exterior  and  subdivisional  lines  of  the  former  survey  by  proportionate 
measurements  based  on  the  nearest  existing  original  corners,  and  the  surveyor 
reports  that  the  acquired  rights  of  the  settlers  are  fully  protected  thereby. 

-era- 
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The  land  in  this  township  consists  of  rolling,  grassy  plains  with  no  timber 
and  no  natural  watering  places,  water  for  domestic  and  stock  purposes  being 
obtained  from  cisterns  and  surface  reservoirs,  and  one  well.  The  township  is 
generally  suitable  for  grazing,  but  some  forage  crops  are  raised. 

Acceptance  of  surveys ,  Group  113 ,  Nevada. — Among  recent  acceptances  was 
the  original  survey  of  T.  30  N. ,  R.  28  E.f  M.  D.  M.,  Group  112,  Nevada.  Numer- 
ous mineral  entries  have  been  patented  in  Sees.  13,  14,  23,  and  24  of  the  town- 
ship. The  executing  engineer  reports  that  development  of  these  properties  com- 
menced in  1907  and  was  carried  on  continuously  until  1917,  when  a  heavy  flow  of 
water  on  the  1,700  foot  level  of  the  mines  caused  cessation  of  the  work.  To 
provide  drainage- a  tunnel  some  8,000  feet  in  length  is  being  driven  from  a 
point  in  the  NW^  Sec.  30,  T.  30  N- ,  R.  29  E.   to  a  point  in  the,  .  NW^-  Sec.  24,  T. 
30  IT.,  R.  28  E.  At  the  date  of  the  field  execution  of  the  survey  of  the  latter 
township,  some  4,820  feet  of  the  tunnel  had  been -completed. 

South  Dakota  Surveys . — Sxtens ion  surveys  in  three  townships,  Ts.  3  and 
4  3.,  R.  3  E.,  and  T.  4  S-,  R.  4  E.,  B.  H.  M.',  in  the  Black  Hills  district  of 
South  Dakota,  have  been  recently  conpleted  and  are  among  the  acceptances  of  the 
past  month.  The  lands  in  these  townships  are  all  of  the  same  general  character, 
rough  and  mountainous,  with  the  exception  of  narrow  valleys  of  alluvial  land 
along  the  few  streams.  A  fair  growth  of  yellow  pine  timber  covers  the  greater 
part  of  the  area,  and  much  of  this  timber  is  commercially  valuable.   A  growth 
of  grass  provides  good  range  for  grazing  purposes.   These  townships  are.  within 
Harney  National  Forest  and  numerous  homestead  entry  surveys  have  previously 
been  made  covering  the  more  desirable  portions  of  the  valley  lands. 

Surveys  and  Re  surveys  within  National  Forests. — The  Forester  has  recently 
requested  the  survey  and  resurvey  of  the  following  townships  within  National 
Forests  as  a  part  of  the,  current  Forest  program:

The  surveys  are  necessary  to  the  Forest  Service  for  administrative,  pro- 
tective, .and  development  purposes.  •  Where  resurveys  are  requested,  the  original 
official  surveys-  are  reported  to  be  either  obliterated  or  fraudulent  in 
character,  so  that  it  has  become,  necessary  to  undertake  the  resurveys  in  order 
to  determine  the  Forest  boundaries,  and  the  boundaries  of  the  public  and  private 
lands  therein.

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The  Assistant  Secretary  has  granted  aathority  for  the  inclusion  of  the 
townships  above  referred  to  in  the  current  cooperative  program  of  surveys  and 
re surveys,  and  the  field  work  will  be  undertaken  as  promptly  as  possible  con- 
sistent with  the  demands  upon  .the  surveying  appropriation.

It  is  provided  in  section  2Q   of  the  mineral  leasing  law,  approved 
February  25,  1920  (41  Stat.  437),  in  part  as  follows; 

That  rights' of  way  through  the  public  lands,  including  the 
forest  reserves,  of  the  United  States  are  hereby  granted  for 
pipe  line  -purposes  for.  the  transportation  of  oil  or  natural 
gas  *  *  *  under  such  regulations  as  to  survey,  location,  ap- '• 
■  plication,  and  use  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
•the  Interior  and  upon  the  express  condition  that  such  pipe 
lines  shall  be  constructed,  operated,  and  maintained  as  com- 
mon carriers.'"**     .  . 

The  following  regulation  is  hereby  established  and  promulgated  under 
said  law  as  to  any  right  of  way  applications  hereafter  considered. 

In  approving  such  rights  of  way  granted,  it  shall  be  specifically  stated 
that  such  pipe  lines  shall  be  constructed,  operated,  and  maintained  as  common 
carriers,  and  in  addition  that  the  use  of  any.  such  pipe  line  for-  the  transporta- 
tion of  oil  or  gas  shall  be  limited  to  oil  or  gas  pro  dace d  in  conformity  with 
State  aid,  or,  Federal  laws,  including  laws  prohibiting  waste.

Sirs: 

By  Executive  order  of  July  7,  1930,  No.  5389,  every  smallest  legal 
subdivision  of  the  public  land  surveys  which  is  vacant  unappropriated  un- 
reserved public  land  and  contains  a  hot  spring  or  a  spring,  the  waters  of  which 
possess  curative  properties,  and  all  land  within  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of 
every  such  spring  located  on  unsurveyed  public  land,  exclusive  of  Alaska,  were 
withdrawn  from  settlement,  location,  sale,  or  entry,  and  reserved  for  lease 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1925  (43  Stat.  1133),  subject  to 
valid  existing  rights. 

The  regulations  issued  in  pursuance  of  said  Executive  order  contained 
in  Circular  No.  1231,  approved  August  15,  1930,  were  amended  by  departmental 
order  of  February  3,  1931,  by  substituting  the  following  paragraph  for  para- 
graph 3  of  the  original  regulations: 

"An  applicant  to  enter  or  select  lands  situated 
outside  of  a  national  forest  in  any  State  must  show 
that  no  hot  spring  or  other  spring  having  waters 
possessing  curative  properties  exists,  if  it  be  a 
fact,  upon  any  legal  subdivision  of  land  sought  to  be 
appropriated,  if  surveyed,  and  if  unsurveyed,  that  no 
portion  of  the  land  applied  for  is  within  an  area  of 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  from  such  spring." 

You  will  make  proper  notations  of  this  amendment  in  order  that  it  may 
be  considered  in  connection' with  Circular  No.  1231  and  with  applications  filed.

House  Joint  Resolution  181,  Public  Resolution  No.  85  approved  June  12, 
1930,  amended  Public  Resolution  No.  29  of  February  14,  1920  (41  Stat.  434),  as 
amended  January  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  358),  and  as  extended  December  28,  1922  (42 
Stat.  1067),  by  providing  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  February  14, 
1930,  on  the  opening  of  public  or  Indian  lands  to  entry  or  the  restoration  to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  withdrawn  from  entry,  officers,  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines  who  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in

Said  resolution  also  extends  the 
same  preference  rights  to  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  served  with 
the  allied  armies  during  the  World  War  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  upon 
their  resumption  of  citizenship  in  the  United  States  provided  the  service  with 
the  allied  armies  shall  be  similar  to  the  service  with  the  army  of  the  United 
States  for  which  recognition  is  granted  by  said  resolution  No.  29  as  amended. 

When  any  surveyed  lands  within  the  provisions  of  the  public  resolutions 
are  opened  or  restored  to  disposition  under  the  authority  of  the  Department, 
such  lands,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  order  of  restoration,  shall  become 
subject  to  appropriation  under  the  laws  applicable  thereto  in  the  following 
manner,  and  not  otherwise:

For  a  period  of  20  days  and  for  a  like  period  prior  to  the 
date  or  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  entry  by  the  general  public,  soldiers 
in  the  first  instances,  and  cualified  applicants  in  the  second,  may  execute  and 
file  their  applications,  and  all  such  applications  presented  within  such  20 
day  periods,  together  with  those  offered  at  9  o'clock  a.m.,  standard  time,  on 
the  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  appropriation  under  such  applications, 
shall  be  treated  as  filed  simultaneously. 
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Unsurveyed  lands  are  not  subject  to  homestead  or  desert-land  entry.  A 
homestead  entry  may  embrace  160  acres,  or  an  approximation  thereof,  and  where 
the  lands  are  of  the  character  contemplated  by  the  320  or  540  acres  homestead 
acts,  applications  for  the  unappropriated  lands  may  be  filed  by  qualified 
persons,  under  either  of  said  acts,  accompanied  by  proper  petitions,  if  un- 
designated, for  the  designation  of  lands  thereunder,  and  such  applications  will 
be  suspended  pending  determination  as  to  the  character  of  such  lands.

15  N.,  B.  18  W.,  N.  M.  P.  M..  ,  New  Mexico,  have 
by  order  of  February  11,  been  withdrawn  pending  resurvey  of  said  township. 


The  trust  period  on  allotments  made  to  Indians  on  the  Pine  Ridge" 
Reservation,  South  Dakota,  which  would  have  expired  in  1931,  has  by  order  of 
February  13,  been  extended  ten  years. 


The  public  lands  in  T.  6  S,,  Rs.  23,  25  and  26  E./'N.  M.  P.  M,,  New 
Mexico,  have  by  order  of  February  16,  been  withdrawn  pending  resurvey  of  said 
townships. 


By  order  of  February  16,  certain  public  lands  in  Sees.  22  and  27,  T. 
18  S.,  R.  66  W.?  6th  P.  M.,  Colorado,  have  been  withdrawn  in  aid  of  con- 
templated legislation  for  the  benefit  of  the  Colorado  School  of  Mines. 


By  order  of  February  18,  the  use  of  a  tract  of  30  acres  in  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii,  embraced  in  a  U.  S.  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  has 
been  relinquished  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  for  use  by  the 
people  of  Hawaii  for  homes ites.

During  the  month  of  February,  the  division  handling  oil  and  gas 

prospecting  permits  under  Sections  13-20  of  the  leasing: act  received  646 
cases  for  reconsideration.   Ten  applications  for  prospecting  permits  were  re- 
turned; 2  permits  were  reinstated  and  16  new  permits  were  granted;  2  applica- 
tions were  rejected  subject  to  appeal  and  1  application  was  finally  rejected 
in  whole .and  6  in  part;  9  appeals  were  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  and  2 
decisions  of  the  Secretary  were  promulgated  affirming  this  office;  12  cases 
were  considered  for  abandonment  of  wells;  14  assignments  were  disposed  of; 
101  extensions  of  time  were  acted  upon  and  55  applications  for  extensions  of 
time  were  forwarded  to  the  departmental  committee;  24  permits  were  held  for 
cancellation  and  100  permits  were  canceled;  429  letters  were  written  of  which 
160  were -replies  to  inquiries. 

Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving 
leases  72  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;  11  leases  were  transmitted 
to  the  Secretary  for  authorization  involving  5  cases;  5  leases  were  trans- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  for  executionand  5  leases  involving  3  cases  were 
delivered;  9  lease  applications  were  rejecte'd  subject  to  appeal;  6  cases 
were  considered  in  connection  with  applications  for  drilling  and  producing 
relief;  15  assignments  were  disposed  of;  7  sales  contracts  were  acted  upon; 
2  leases  were  recommended  for  cancellation,  1  lease  was  canceled  in  part  and 
1  lease  was  canceled  in  entirety.  Miscellaneous  actions  involving  8  cases 
were  taken  and  135  letters  were  written  of  which  54  were  replies  to  inquiries.

Pour  claims   for  1930  have  been  received 
amounting  to   $196,735.47.      One  claim  for  the  year  1929  was  certified  in   the 
sum.  of  $3,914.00,    completing  the  claims  for   that  year,    amounting  to   $581,214.14.

.  SURVEY  NCTES. 

Re surveys   in  vicinity  of  Hoover  Dam. — In  conformity  with  the  request 
of  the  Commissioner   of  Reclamation,    the  resurvey  of  Ts.   22  and  23  S.,   Rs. 
63  and  64  E. ,    M.   D-.   M.,   Nevada,    lying  immediately  west   of  Hoover  Dam,    has  been 
authorized  by   the  Assistant   Secretary  of  the   Interior  and  field  work  is  now 
in  progress.      It   appears  from  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  that 
Boulder  City,    where   the  construction  forces  working  at  Hoover   Dam -will  live, 
lies  in  Sec  4,    T,   23  S.,    R.    64  E.  ■ 

It  was   subsequently  found  advisable   to   add  T.   21   S. ,    R.    55  E.    to   the 
group  of  townships  to  be  resurveyed  in  this  locality  because   of  the  adminis- 
trative necessities  of. the  Reclamation  Bureau.      Yne  Department   has  authorized 
the  resurvey  of  the  latter  township   and  it   is  planned  to  proceed  with  the  field 
work  at   the.  earliest  practicable  date. 

ITational  Monument.    Idaho. — Recently  accepted  surveys   in   Idaho    include 
four   townships,    T.   1  17.,   R.    24  E.,\  Ts.   1  and  2  21.,   R.    25  E.,    and  T.   1   S.,   R. 
25  E.,    B.   Li.,  .  surveyed  under   application  of  the  National  Park  Service   for 
definition  of  the  boundaries  of   the  National  fcloirument  "Craters  of  the  Moon." 
This  area  is  covered  oj  a  lava  flow  of  comparatively  recent   origin  apparently 
ejected  from  numerous  local  craters,    flowing  over  a  great   expanse  of   terri- 
tory and  cooling  in  all   sorts   of  fantastic    shapes.     There  is  mile   after  mile 
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of  "blue  black  solid  lava  and  also   great   areas   of  "broken  lava  and  volcanic   ashes 
which  support   a  scattered  growth  of  pine  tim"ber.      Small  volcanic  peaks  rise  here 
and  there  and  the   area  is   dotted  with  small  craters,    single  and  in  clusters. 
Fissures,    pot  holes,    and  many  caves  occur  throughout   the   solid  portion  and  a 
"natural  "bridge"    is  noted  as  one  of  the  many  curiosities  which  the   area  contains. 

Indian  Surveys,    New  Mexico. — Based  upon   the  request   of  Mr.    H.    J. 
Hagerman,    Special  Commissioner.,.,  an  investigation  has  been  made   of  the   survey 
conditions   in  Ts.    16  and  17  N. ,    R.    13   W. ,   N.   M.   P.   M.,    New  Mexico,    for   the 
purpose  of  determining  whether   a  resurvey  would  "be  necessary  in  order  to 
identify  the  lands  owned  "by  the  Navajo  Indians.      The  report    of  the  investiga- 
tion  shows   the   need  for   a  resurvey.      Many  of   the    original  corners  have  been 
obliterated,    and  the   land  owned  or  claimed  "by  the  Indians  can  not  be   identified 
except  by  a  complete  resurvey  of  the   two   townships.      The   few   subdivisional 
corners  which  have  been  found  are   in   substantial  agreement   with  original  corners 
on   the  boundaries   of  the   townships.,    and  it   appears  that   all   rights  will  be 
fully  protected  "by  a  strictly  dependent  resurvey  of  each  township.      The  Pirst 
Assistant   Secretary  on  March  13,    1931,    granted  authority  for    the   resurvey. 

Survey  of  Indian  Possessions,    Wrangell   Townsite,    Alaska. — This  office 
recently  accepted  a.  supplemental    survey  of  Wrangell   townsite,    U.    S.    Survey  No. 
1815,    Alaska,    which  was  made   for    the  purpose   of   subdividing  certain  areas  in 
this  townsite   which  had  been  previously  segregated  and  indicated  as  "Indian 
Possessions."      This  action  was  necessary  in  order   to  provide   the  means  whereby 
the   townsite   trustee  could  convey  title  by  deed  to   the   Indian   and  Eskimo   oc- 
cupants of  said  townsite  as  provided  by  Circular  No.   1082,    and  as  authorized 
by  the  act   of  May  25,    1926   (44   Stat.,    629).     Practically  the    sane  plan  of   sub- 
division was   followed  as   in   the    original    survey  with  extension   of  the   streets 
and  alleys  of  the   former   survey  insofar  as   they  were  necessary  to  provide 
ingress  and  egress  to   the  new  lots,    with  the  provision,    however,    that   certain 
of   the   extended  streets  have   20   foot   widths  instead  of  the    standard  10  foot 
width. 

Naval  Ammunition  Depot,    Hawthorne ,   Nevada. — The  Bureau  of  Yards  and 
Docks,  .Navy  Department,    has  recently  requested  that   the  boundaries  of  a  large 
tract  of  land  .surrounding  the  town  of  Hawthorne,    Nevada,    which  has  been  re- 
served by  Executive   order   as  a  naval  ammunition   depot,    be   surveyed  and  marked 
upon  the  ground.      It   appears  that   there  are  numerous"  mining  claims  close  to 
the  boundary  of   this  reservation,    and  it  has  become  necessary   to   determine 
the  boundary  definitely  in  order   that    the   status  of  these  claims  may  be   de- 
fined.     It   is  probable   that   the    survey  of   the   ammunition  depot  will  be  under- 
taken during  the  coming  field   season,   providing  satisfactory   arrangements  can 
be  made   for   the   transfer   of  funds   to  pay  the   cost   of   such  surveys. 

Boundary  Line  between  New  Mexico   and  Texas  alcn^:  the  valley  of  the  Eio 
Grande  River. — By  decree   of  the  U.    S.    Supreme  Court   in  the  case   of  State  of 
New  Mexico   vs.    State   of  Texas,    rendered  March  23,    1931,    the   report   of   the 
commissioner   to  run,    locate,    and  mark  the  boundary  between   the   State   of  New 
Mexico   and  the    State   of  Texas   in   the   valley  of   the  Rio   Grande  River,    extending 
_ southwardly  from  the  parallel   of  32°  north  latitude  to   the  parallel   of  31°  47' 
on   the   international  boundary  line  between   the   United  States   of  America     and 
the  United  States   of  Mexico — was  confirmed  and  the   line   delineated  and   set 
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forth  in  the   said  report  and  on  the  accompanying  maps  was  established  and 
declared  to  bo   the  true  boundary  line  between   the  two   States  in  the  locality 
described. 

This,  lino   was  established  by  Samuel   S.   Gannett,    Commissioner"-' appointed 

by  the  co-art    in   Sec.   4  of  its   decree   of  April   9,    1928   (276  U.    S.,    553),    and  in 
accordance  with  the   definition   included  in  Sec.    3  thereof,    as   follows: 

"The   true  boundary  between  the  State  of  New  Mexico  and  the  State 
of  Texas   in  the  valley  of   the  Rio  Grande  River,    extending  southwardly 
from  the  parallel   of  32  degrees  north  latitude   to   the  parallel  of 
31  degrees  47  minutes  on   the. international  boundary  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  the  United  States  of  Mexico,    is   the 
middle   of  the  channel   of  the  Rio   Grande  River   as   it   existed  on   the 
9th  day   cf  September,    1850,    as   outlined  by  the   special  master  in 
Section  V   (l)    of  his  report;    the   intersection  of  the   east  bank  of 
the   river  with  the   line   of  the   32nd  parallel   to  be   taken  at   a  point 
500  feet   west    from  the  Clark  Monument   No.   1  as  re-established  by  the 
Scott-Ceckrell  Commission,    and  the  middle   line   of  the   channel   to  be 
taken  150   feet   from  the   east   and  west  banks   of  the   river,    respectively, 
as  found  ^ay  thO  special  master." 

The  work  was  commended  in  August,    1929.,    and  completed  in  February, 
1930,    Gnd  in  accordance   with  the  Commissioner's  report,    resulted  in  the.net 
loss  of  approximately  2,496   acres  ~cy  Texas  to  New  Mexico,   previously  claimed 
^y  the  former.      The  total   distance   of   the  line  as  established  was   25.17 
miles,    on  which  106  monuments  were   set   and  referenced. 

In  consideration  of  the   joint   resolution   of  March  1,    1929    (45   Stat.   1144), 
authorizing  and  requesting  the  President   of  the  United  States,    inter   alia,    to 
take   steps  in  an   effort  to  protect  citizens  of   the  United  States  in  their 
equitable  titles   to   lands  embraced  in  ,tiie  territory  to  be   transferred  from  the 
State  of  New  Mexico   to   the   State   of  Texas  and  from  the   State   of  Texas  to  the 
State   of  New  Mexico  as  per  decree  of   the   Supreme  Court   of  April  9,    1923,    in 
this  case   (276  U.    S.    553),    and  to.  give  the  consent   of  Congress  to    said  States 
to   enter   into  compacts  with  each  other   raid  with  the  United  States  relative   to 
such  subject  matter,    it  will  not  be   in  order   for  this  office   to  undertake   any 
surveys  in  this  area  until  affirmative  action   shall  have  been   taken  under   the 
terms  of  said  joint  resolution. 

Manual   of   Instructions  for   Survey  of  the  Public  Lands,    1930. — The   full 
edition  of  the   19  30  Manual   of   Surveying  Instructions  has  been  received  from 
the   Government  Printing  Office.      The   text   of  the  Manual   was  completed  several 
months  ago  but    the   work  incident    to   the  preparation  of  the  necessary  plates, 
printing  and  binding  has  taken  longer   than  was  anticipated,    resulting  in  con- 
siderable  delay  in  the  distribution  of  the  final  edition. 

The  new  Manual  is  complete   and  all   subjects  are   fully  covered.      It   is 
the  fulfillment   of  yea,rs  of  effort  and  marks  a  long  step  in  advancing  the 
surveying  work  to   a  higher  plane. 
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A  supply  of  the  Manual    sufficient  to  meet  immediate  requirements  and 
provide  a  small   reserve-  has  "been   forwarded  to    each  Public   Survey  Office.     A 
larger  reserve  has  "been  forwarded  to   the   Supervisor  of  Surveys   to  meet-  antici- 
pated requests   from  the  Public    Survey  Offices.     The  balance   of  the  edition 
has  been  retained  in   Washington  to  meet  future  requirements  and  to   fill  re- 
quests of  other  governmental  agencies  having  need  for   the  Manual. 

The  Manual^,    bound  in  cloth,    at  $1.50  per  copy /■•can  be   secured  from  the 
Superintendent   of  Documents,    Government  Printing  Office,    Washington,    D.   C.      The 
distribution  to    the  general  public   will  be  handled  oy  the   Superintendent   of 
Documents.

Gentlemen:         „ 

Since    the   issuance  of  Circular  No.   953  of  July  19,    1924s    devel- 
opments have   arisen  which  make  it  necessary  to   amend  the  regulations 
contained  therein,    in  order   to   adequately  protect   the  Government's 
interests.      You  will,    therefore,   hereafter  observe   the   following  instruc- 
tions and  apply  the  measures  of  damage  prescribed  below  in  coal   trespass 
cases: 

The  mining  of  coal,    either  under  a  pending  application  for  license, 
lease  or  permit,   or  without  such  pending  application,    is  in  trespass. 
However,   where   a  permittee  applies  for   a  lease,  the  mining  of  coal  "by  him 
prior   to   the   issuance  of  the   lease   does  not   constitute  a  trespa.ss  nor   does 
the  mining  of  coal  by  the    surface  owner   for  his  own  domestic  use  consti- 
tute a  trespass. 

Settlement  for  all   coal  mined  in  trespass  will  be   required  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  following  measures  of  damage: 

-*-•      INNOCENT  TRESPASS.      The  value  of  coal  in  place,   before    sever- 
ance.     United  States  vs.    Home st alee  Mining  Company   (117  Red.   481).      In  no 
event   should  less  than  twenty-five  cents  per   ton  be   demanded  in  settlement 
of  a  trespass. 

2.      WILLFUL  TRESPASS.      Full  value   of  property  at   time  of  conversion, 
without   deduction  for   the  labor  bestowedor  expense   incurred  in  removing 
and  preparing  it   for  market.      United  States  vs.    Ute  Coal  and  Coke   Company 
(158  Fed.   20). 

Where   coal  is  being  mined  in  trespass  without  a  "pending  application, 
steps   should  be   taken  to  put   immediate    stop   to    such  mining  and  to   collect 
damages  for  the  coalo 

Where   coal  is  being  mined  in  trespass  but  under  a  pending  applica- 
tion for  license,    lease  or  permit,    the   trespasser   should  be   advised  that 
he  is  mining  in  trespass  and  at  his  own  risk. 
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If,  however,  it  is  found  that 'the  -mining' 'Operations  ar<?  "being  con- 
ducted in  violation  of  the  coal  mining  regulations  of  the  Department,  or 
the  applicant  fails  to  submit  payment'  for  the  coal  in  accordance  with  the 
proper  measure  of  damage,  the  Chief  of  Field  Division  having  jurisdiction 
in  the  matter  will  take  such  action' as  may  he  necessary  to  put  a  stop  to 
such  mining  operations.

The  act  of  February  14,  1931   (Public  No.  654),  provides: 

"That  any  entryman  or  purchaser  of  ceded  Cheyenne  River 
and  Standing  Rock  Indian  lands  who  is  unable  to  make  payment 
as  required  by  the  act  of  March  31,  1923  (45  Stat.  L.  400), 
may  obtain  an  extension  of  time  for  the  payment  due  December 
1,  1930,  of  the  total  amount  of  principal  arid  interest 
required  by  that  act,  for  one  year  from  the  date  when  such 
sum  became  due  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  upon  the  payment 
of  interest  on  the  total  amount  involved  at  the  rate  of  5  per 
centum  per  annum:   Provided,  That  such  claimant  for  the  same 
reason  and  upon  making  payment  of  interest  may  obtain  an  ex- 
tension of  time  for  one  year  for  payment  of  the  amount  due 
under  said  act  on  December  1,  1931." 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  any  entryman  or  purchaser  of  Cheyenne 
River  and  Standing  Rock  Indian  lands  who  1ms  not  paid  the  amount  due  and  required 
to  be  paid  on  December  1,  1930,  by  the  act  of  March  31,  1928  (45  Stat.,  400),  on 
his  entry  or  purchase  may  obtain  .an  extension  of  time  for  one  year  for  payment  of 
the  total  amount  due  on  that  date,  both  of  principal  and  interest,  upon  filing 
in  your  office  an  affidavit  showing  that  he  is  unable  to  make  the  required  pay- 
ment accompanied  by  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  total  amount  involved  at  the 
rate  of  5  per  cent  per  annum. 

Any  such  entryman  or  purchaser  for  the  same  reason  and  under  the  same 
conditions  may  obtain  an  extension  of  time  for  one  year  for  payment  of  the  amount 
due  under  said  act  of  March  31,  1928,  on  December  1,  1931.

G-eneral  Method  of  Opening: 

House  Joint  Resolution  131,  Public  Resolution  No*  85  approved  June  12, 
1930,  amended  Public  Resolution  No.  29  of  February  14,  1920  (41  Stat.  434),  as 
amended  January  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  358),  and  as  extended  December  28,  1922  (42 
Stat.  1067),  by  providing  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  February  14, 
1930,  on  the  opening  of  public  or  Indian  lands  to  entry  or  the  restoration  to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  withdrawn  from  entry,  officers,  soldiers,  " 
sailors  or  marines  who  'have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in 
any  war,  military  occupation  or  military  expedition  and  been  hono'rably  separated 
or  discharged  therefrom  or  placed  in  the  regular  army  or  naval  reserve  shall' 
have  a  preferred  right  of  entry  under  the  homestead  or  desert-land  laws,  if 
qualified  thereunder,  except  as  against  prior  existing  valid  settlement  rights 
and  preference  rights  conferred  by  existing  Laws  or  equitable  claims  subject  to 
allowance  and  confirmation  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  90  days  before  the 
general  opening  of  such  lands  to  disposal.   Said  resolution  also  extends  the 
same  preference  rights  to  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who'  served  with 
the  allied  armies  during  the  World  War  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  upon 
their  resumption  of  citizenship  in  the  United  States  provided  the:  service  with 
the  allied  armies  shall  be  similar  to  the  service  with  the  army  of  the  United 
States  for  which  recognition  is  granted  by  said  resolution  No.  29;  as  amended. 

When  any  surveyed  lands  within  the  provisions  of  the  public  resolutions 
are  opened  or  restored  to  disposition  under  the  authority  of  the  Department, 
such  lands,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  order  of  restoration,  shall  become 
subject  to  appropriation  under  the  laws  applicable  thereto  in  the  following 
manner,  and  not  otherwise: 

Lands  not  affected  by  the  preference  rights  conferred  by  the  acts  of 
August  18,  1894  (28  Stat.  394),  or  June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.  233),  or  February  14, 
1920  (41  Stat.  407),  will  be  subject  to  entry  by  soldiers  under  the  homestead 
and  desert-land  laws,  where  both  of  said  laws  are  applicable,  or  under  the 
homestead  law  only,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  a  period  of  91  days,  beginning  with 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  township  plat  in  the  case  of  surveys  or  re surveys; 
and  with  the  date  specified  in  the  order  of  restoration  in  all  other  cases, 
and  thereafter  to  disposition  under  all  of  the  public  land  laws,  applicable^ 
thereto,  except  where  homestead  entrymen  are  granted  a  prior  preference  period 
under  the  order.   For  a  period  of  20  days  and  for  a  like  period  prior  to  the^ 
date  or  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  entry  by  the  general  public,  soldiers 
in  the  first  instances,  and  qualified  applicants  in  the  second,  may  execute  and 
file  their  applications,  and  all  such  applications  presented  within  such  20 
day  periods,  together  with  those  offered  at  9  o'clock  a.m.,  standard  time  on 
the  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  appropriation  under  such  applications, 
shall  be  treated  as  filed  simultaneously. 
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TJhsurveyed  lands  are  not  subject  to  homestead  or  desert-land  entry.  A 
homestead  ntry  may  embrace  160  acres,  or  an  approximation  thereof,,  and  where 
the  lands  are  of  the  character  contemplated  by  the  S20  or  640  acres  homestead 
acts,  applications  for  the-  -unappropriated  lands  may  be  filed  by  qualified 
persons,  under  either  of  said  acts,  accompanied  by  proper  petitions,  if  undesig- 
nated, for  the  designation  , of  lands  thereunde-',  and  such  applications  will  be 
suspended  pending  determination  as   to   the  character  of  such  lands.

OIL  AND  GAS  ACTIVITIES. 

1   During' the  month  of  March,    the  division  handling   oil  and  gas  prospect- 
ing permits  under   Sections  13-20   of  the  leasing  act  received  933  cases  for 
reconsideration.      One  application  for  prospecting  permit    was  returned;    13 
permits  were   reinstated  and  12  new  permits   were  granted;    1  application  was 
finally  rejected  in  whole   and  2  in  ■Dart;    1   appeal  was   transmitted  to   the 
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Secretory  and  11  decisions  of  the  Secretar     wore  promulgated  affirming  this 
office;    19  cases  were  considered  for  abandonment  of  wells;    38  assignments 
wore  disposed  of;    '510  extensions  of  time  were  acted  upon  and  82  applications 
for  extensions  of  time  were  forwarded  to   the  departmental  committee;    17  per- 
mits were  held  for  cancellation  and  102  permits  were  canceled;    4S0  letters 
were  written  of  which  188  were  replies  to  inquiries. 

Under   the  relief   sections  of   the   act   and  other   sections  involving 
leases  77  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;    10  leases  were   transmitted 
to   the  Secretory  for  authorization  involving  5  cases;    2  leases  were  trans- 
mitted to   the   Secretary  for  execution  and  8  leases  involving  5  cases  were 
delivered;    2  lea.se  applications  were  rejected  subject   to   appeal;    5  cases 
were  considered  in  connection  with  applications   for   drilling  and  producing 
relief.      Twenty-six  assignments  involving  20  cases  were   disposed  of;    15 
sales  contracts  involving  12  ca.se s  and  1  case  granting  reduction  of  royalty 
were  acted  upon.      One   lea.se  was  held  for  cancellation.     Miscellaneous  actions 
involving  12  cases  were  taken  and  143  letters  were  written   of  which  55  were 
replies   to    inquiries. 

Under   Section  17   of  the   leasing  act,    "bids  were  received  for   four 
leases  amounting  to  $56,946.19,   covering  2493.43  acres  in   the  Buffalo  Basin 
field,    Wyoming.

SURVEY  NOTES . 

Eastern  District  Field  Work. — With  the  completion  of  current  assignments 
in  Arkansas  and  Alabama  in  prospect  at  an  early  date,  plans  are  being  formulated 
for  the  opening  of  the  field  Season  in  the  north  in  the  near  future,  dependent 
on  the  availability  of  funds  to  be  applied  to  that  work. 

One  of  the  major  field  operations  will  involve  the  re survey  and  remarking 
of  corners  of  Indian  allotments  on  the  Leech  Lake  Indian  Reservation,  Minnesota. 
This  will  be  the  first  of  the  northern  work  to  be  started.   It  is  expected  that 
a  double  party  will -organize  for  this  work  in  May,  and  the  work . will  be  prose- 
cuted throughout  the  field  season  to  the  extent  of  the  allotment  of  Indian  funds. 
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Other  important  field  work  to  be  ■undertaken  during  the  summer  surveying 
season  will  include  island  and  omitted  land  surveys  in  Michigan,  Wisconsin* 
and  Minnesota,;  the  survey  of  lands  held  under  color  of  title  in  the  River 
Raisin  district,  Michigan,  and,  to  a  limited  extent,  resurveys  within  National 
Forests  in  Michigan  and  Minnesota. 

Progress  of  Pueblo  Surveys,  New  Mexico. — Special  ins tract ions  for 
Groups  Nos,  268  and  269,  New  Mexico,  have  recently  "been  approved  providing 
for  the  survey  of  certain  tracts  of  land  on  the  San  Juan  and  Isleta  Pueblos  to 
which  the  Indian  title  has  "been  extinguished  by  the  Pueblo  Lands  Board  and  by 
the  United  States  District  Court  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  June  7,  1924  (43 
Stat.  636).   This  office  has  completed  the  surveys  and  prepared  all  necessary 
supplemental  plats  involving  the  areas  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  ex- 
tinguished on  the  Nambe,  Tesuque,  Jemez,  and  Santo  Domingo  Pueblo  grants.   The 
field  work  has  also  oeen   completed  on  the  Taos  Pueblo  grant  and  the  returns  of 
the  survey,  represented  by  32  plats, "are  pending  before  this  office  at  the 
present  time.   Many  of  the  claims  on  the  pueblos  to  which  the  Indian  title  has 
been  extinguished  conform  to  the  lines  of  the  previous  surveys  and  field  work 
has  not  been  necessary.   However,  in  these  cases  supplemental  plats  have  been 
prepared  showing  the  tracts  with  proper  designations  and  areas.  Field  work 
has  been  necessary  where  the ' claims  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  ex-, 
tinguished  by  action  of  the  Pueblo  Lands  3oerd  or  the  United  States  District 
Court  do  not  conform  to  the  lines  of  the  previous  surveys. 

Boundary. of  the  Yakima  Indian  Reservation,  Washington. — Several  years 
.ago  this  office  undertook  the  resurvey  of  a  number  of  townships  in  the  Yakima 
Indian  Reservation,  but  three  townships  bordering  the  Yakima  River  were  not 
completed  because  of  certain  questions  which 'arose  concerning  the  position  of 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  reservation.   The  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs 
has  recently  requested  that  this  office  undertake  the  determination  of  the  true 
position  of  the  boundary  of  the  reservation  along  the  Yakima  River  and  the  com- 
pletion of  the  resurvey  of  T.  10  N. ,  R.  21  E.,  T.  11  N. ,  R.  20  S.,  and  T.  12 
N. ,  R.  19  S.,  W.  M.  '  A  thorough  field  investigation  has  been  made  and  after 
consideration  of  a  comprehensive  report  of  conditions  along  the  river,  this 
office  has  authorized  the  completion  of ' the  resurvey  of  the  above  named  town- 
ships, the  field  work  for  which  will  be  executed  during  the  coming  field  season 

Cooperative  Resurveys,  Wyoming The  Director  of  the  United  States 

Geological  Survey  has  recently  requested  this  office  to  identify  and  mark  upon 
the  ground  the  line  between  Sees.  4  and  9,  T.  32  N. ,  R.  95  ¥. ,  6th  P.  M. , 
Wyoming,  in  order  to  determine  the  ownership  of  a  producing  gas  well  adjacent 
to  this  line.   Information  now  available  indicate  that  a  resurvey  of  the  entire 
township  may  be  found  necessary  and  a  preliminary  investigation  lias  recently 
been  authorized. 

Fort  Canby  Mili tary  Reservation,  Washington The  Secretary  of  War  has 

requested  this  office  to  determine  the  north  boundary  of  the  Fort  Canby  Mili- 
tary Reservation,  •  which  will  involve  the  resurvey  of  the  north  boundary  of  T. 
'9  N . ,  R'.  11  W. ,  W.  'M.',  Washington,  and  the  subdivision  of  Sees.  4  and  5  of  that 
township.  An  estimate  of  cost  for  this  work  has  recently  been  submitted  to  the 
War  Department  and  they  have  requested  that  the  necessary  field  work  be  author- 
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ized  at  the  earliest  practicable  date.   The  Supervisor  of  Surveys  has  "been  in- 
structed to  undertake  the  survey  of  the  Fort  Canty  Military  Reservation  "boundary 
during  the  current  field  season. 

Fragmentary  Survey,  California. --A  fragmentary  survey  in  California, 
Tract  43,  T.  2  S.,  R.  12  W.,  S.  B.  H. ,  recently  accepted  is  an  interesting  item 
of  survey  procedure.   The  tract  is  a  fragment  entirely  surrounded  "by  oldranchos 
which  date  from  Mexican  or  Spanish  dominion.   The  "boundaries  of  these  ranchos 
separately  determined  and  confirmed,  "by  court  action  fail  to  include  this  tract 
which  therefore  is  determined  to  "be  public  land.   The  entire  area  of  the  tract 
is  a"bout  8  acres,  and  this  area  is  reduced  by  the  Hondo  River  and  the  A.  T.  & 
S.  F.  Railway,  both  of  which  cross  the  tract,  nevertheless,  on  account  of  its 
location,  it  appears  to  have  appreciable  value,  and  constitutes  a  desirable 
parcel  of  land. 

Re  surveys.  Croup  14-6,  Colorado Among  recent  acceptances  was  the  inde- 
pendent resurvey  of  T.  39  IT. ,  R.  3  E. ,  ST.  M.  P.  M. ,  Group  146,  Colorado.   The 
returns  of  the  original  survey  of  the  township  executed  in  18S0  indicate'  that 
it  is  located  in  normal  relation  to  T.  40  IT.,  R.  3  E.   ITumerous  original 
corners  were  found  in  the  resurvey,  however,  and  the  marks  thereon  indicate 
that  T.  39  IT.,  R.  3  E.,  is  located  approximately  1  mile  too  far  west  with  re- 
gard to  the  corners  on  the  south  boundary  of  the  township  to  the  north.   On  the 
other  hand,  the  reported  topography  in  T.  39  U, ,  R.  3  E. ,  much  of  which  is  in 
almost  exact  agreement  with  the  actual  topography  as  developed  on  the  ground 
by  the  resurvey,  shows  the  township  to  be  in  proper  relation  to  T.  40  IT.,  R.  3 
E.,  as  shown  by  the  returns  of  the  original  survey. 

The  majority  of  the  entrymen  located  their  lands  in  the  sections  indi- 
cated by  the  marks  on  the'  corner  stones;  others,  apparently  assuming  that  the 
markings  were  erroneous,  described  their  lands  as  being  in  the  sections  indi- 
cated by  the  reported  topographic  calls  and  the  ties  to  the  south  boundary  of 
T.  40  IT.,  R.  3  E.   Title  to  the  land  embraced  in  one  of  the  entries  adjacent 
to  the  north  boundary  of  the  township  has  been  litigated  in  the  courts  of 
Colorado,  and  in  rendering  its  decision  with  regard  thereto,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  held  that  the  markings  on  the  corner  stones  were  subject  to  the 
same  possibility  of  error  as  the  written  record  of  the  survey,  and  that  the 
number  of  the  section  in  which  the  land  under  consideration  was  located  was 
governed  by  its  reported  relation  to  the  corners  on  the  south  boundary  of  T. 
40  IT.,  R.  3  E. ,  and  to  the  South  Fork  of  the  Rio  Grande  River  flowing  through 
the  area. 

In  the  execution  of  the  resurvey,  valid  and  patented  entries  have,  wher- 
ever possible,  been  segregated  in  accordance  with  the  section  lines  and  lines 
of  legal  subdivision,  as  defined  by  the  identified  or  properly  restored  original 
corners,  and  in  the  sections  in  which  said  entries  were  actually  located, 
whether  originally  described  as  in  the  sections  indicated  by  the  markings  on 
the  corner  stones  or  the  sections  indicated  by  the  reported  relation  to  the 
township  to  the  north  and  the  topographic  calls  within  T.  39  IT.,  R.  3  S. 
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Forest  Survey.,  Oregon. — The  .  survey  of  'another  township,  T.  27  S.,  R. 
2  E. ,  W.  M. ,  r/ithin  the  Umpqua  national  Forest,  Oregon,  has  recently  "been  com- 
pleted and  is  one  of  the  acceptances  of  the' past 'month.   The  survey  was  made 
on. request  of  the  Forest  Service.  .  The  township, is  located  in  the  Cascade 
Mountains  in  a  timbered  region  of  great  scenic  attraction.   Twin  Lake  Camp, 
situated  in  this  township,  is  particularly  noted  as  one  of  natures  beauty  spot 
The  larger  of  the,,  two  lakes  covers  about  19  acres  and  the  other  ahout  12  acres 
Twin  Lakes  Bluff,  400  feet  high,  overlooks  the  lakes,  and  the  view  afforded 
from  its  top  is  of  remarkable  grandeur.   Trails  constructed  "by  the  Forest 
Service  .make  all  parts  of  the  township  easily  accessible. 

'■  State  Map's.. --The  preparation  of  the  new  State  maps  of  Wyoming  and  of 
Wisconsin  is  rapdily  nearing'  completion  and  it  is  thought  that  the  manuscript 
copies  thereof  will  be  rea,dy  for  delivery  to  the  contractor  for  photolitho- 
graphing  and  printing,  within  thirty  days.   Following  these  next  in  order,  the 
Commissioner  has  authorized  the  compilation  of  a  new  map  of  the  State  of 
Arizona.   This  will  be  an  entirely  new  compilation  on  the  Lamhert  conformal 
projection  which  is  now  being  used  to  supersede  the  polyconic  projection  for 
our  State  maps.   There  have  "been  rather  large  extensions  of  the  public-land 
survey  system  in  the  State  of  Arizona  since  the  last  edition  of  this  map  was 
issued  in  1921,  and  there  is  a  rather  active  demand  for  copies  of  this  map 
both  through  the  General  Land  Office  for  official  use  and  through  the  Office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents'.   In  addition  to  the  recompilation  of  the 
public-land  survey  system  from  the  original  plats,  together  with  the  exten- 
sions above  noted,  the  map.  will  "be  fully  revised  as  to  county  boundaries  and 
political  data,  and  on  completion  will  provide  a  modern  and  reliable  map  of 
the  State,  uniform  in  character .with  the  more  recent  State  maps  which  have 
"been  compiled  or  are  now  in  process  of  construction,

Gentlemen: 

By  Executive  order  of  July  7,  1930,  No.  5339,  the  following  order  of 
withdrawal  was  issued: 

"Under  authority  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June 
25,  1910  (36  Stat.  847),  as  amended  "by  the  act  of  August  24, 
1912  (37  Stat.  497),  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  every  smallest 
legal  subdivision  of  the  public  land  surveys  which  is  vacant 
unappropriated  unreserved  public  laud  and  contains  a  hot 
spring,  or  a  spring  the  waters  of  which  possess  curative 
properties;  and  all  land  within  one-* quarter  of  a  mile  of  every 
such  spring  located  on  un surveyed  public  land,  exclusive  of 
Alaska,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  withdrawn  from  settlement, 
location,  sale,  or  entry,  and  reserved  for  lease  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  March"' 3 j -1925  (43  Stat.  1133),  sub- 
ject to  valid  existing  rights. 

"This  order  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  unless 
and  until  revoked  by  the  President  or  by  act  of  Congress." 

The  above  order  was  designed  to  preserve  for  general  public  use  and 
benefit  the  unreserved  public  lands,  exclusive  of  Alaska,  containing  hot 
springs  or  springs  the  waters  of  which  possess  curative  properties,  in  order 
that  they  might  be  leased  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1925 
(43  Stat.  1133),  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  Circular  No.  1054, 
approved  October  6,  1925  (51  L.  D.  221). 
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*  An  applicant  to  enter  or  select  lands  situated  outside  of  a  national 
forest  in  any  State  must  show  that  no  hot, spring  or  other  spring  having  waters 
possessing  curative  properties  exists,  if  it  be  a  fact,  upon  any  legal  subdivi- 
sion of  land  sought  to  "be  appropriated,  if  surveyed,  and  if  unsurveyed,  that 
no  portion  of  the  land  applied  for  is  within  an  area  of  one-quarter  of  a  mile 
from  such  spring. 

If  there  be  any  such  spring  upon  or  adjacent  to  the  land  as  stated,  the 
applicant  must  show  the  exact  location  and  size  thereof,  together  with  an 
estimate  of  the  quantity  of  water  in  gallons  which  it  is  capable  of  producing 
daily  and  any  other  information  necessary  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  is 
valuable  or  necessary  within  the  .meaning  of  said  Executive  order.  YJhere  such 
showing  is  made  the  application  should  not  be  allowed  but  should  be  transmitted 
to  the  General  Land  Office  for  consideration.   The  showing  must  be  made  in 
affidavit  form  duly  corroborated. 

Permission  may  "be  obtained  to  use  or  improve  lands  containing  such 
springs,  under  the  said  act  of  March  3,  1925. 

In  case  the  attempted  appropriation  of  lands  is  one  the  allowance  of 
which  is  within  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  the  showing  hereinbefore  referred  to  must  be 
furnished  irrespective  of  the  date  of  filing  of  the  application,  entry,  or 
selection  before  favorable  action  is  taken  thereunder. 

This  circular  shall  not  apply  however  to  selections  or  filings  made  in 
pursuance  of  grants  which  have  been  determined  to  be  "Grants  in  Praesenti"  and 
to  have  attached  and  become  effective  prior  to  July  7?  .1930,  or  to  valid  exist- 
ing rights,  initiated  prior  to  said  date  and  thereafter  maintained  in  accordance; 
with  the  laws  applicable  thereto. 

You  will  make  proper  notations  on  your  records  of  this  withdrawal,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  considered  in  connection  with  any  applications  filed. 

Geological  Survey  designation  lists,  both  enlarged  and  stock  raising, 
will  contain  a,  paragraph  stating, 

"This  area  contains  no  spring  of  the  type  intended  to  be 
withdrawn  by  Executive  order  of  July  7,  1930,  Ho.  5339,  and 
therefore  is  unaffected  by  it." 

Where  orders  of  designation  under  the  enlarged  homestead  or  stock  raising 
acts  contain  the  above- quoted  paragraph,  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  entrymen 
to  make  the  showing  required  by  this,  circular.

as  ''stock-raising  lands1  *.   Pro vj dod  fur t her ,   That  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act  lands  withdrawn  or  reserved     . 
solely  as  valuable  for   oil  or  gas,    shall  not  be  deemed 
to  be  appropriated  }r  reserved  unless   such  lands-  shall 
be  within   the  limits  of  the  geologic    structure   of  n. 
producing  oil  or  gas  field,    and  any  patent  therefor   shall 
contain  a  reservation  to   the  United  States  of  all  minerals 
in  said  lands-,    and  the  right  to  prospect   for,  mine,    and 
remove  the    same:    And  provided  further,    That   the  provi- 
sions of  this  act   shall  not   apply  to  naval  petroleum 
reserves  and  naval   oil- shale  reserves." 

The   said  act  permits  stock— raising  homestead  appli- 
cations to  be  made  for  lands  withdrawn  or  reservod  solely  as 
valuable  Irr  oil  or  gas,    except  as  hereinafter   stated.      The 
act  is  construed  to  permit   stock-raising  homestead  applica- 
tions to  be  made  for  lands  containing  deposits  of  oil-shale 
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which  lands  and  deposits  "by  Executive  order  of  April  15,  1920, 
Ho.  '5327,..  were"  temporarily  withdrawn  from  lease  or  o their  dis- 
posal and  reserved  for  the  purpose  of  investigation,  e^amina- • 
tion  and  classification. 

The  act  requires  the  rejection  of  stoc3*:-rrlsing  home- 
stead applications  for  lands  within  the  limits, of  the  geologic 
structure  of  a  producing  oil  or  gas  field  or  within  a  naval 
petroleum  reserve  or  a  naval  oil- shale  reserve.   Such  applica- 
tions should  also  he  rejected  where  the  land  sought  is  included 
in  an  approved  oil  lease.   (See  49  L.  D.  312.) 

These  instructions  will  bo  considered  as  superseding 
all  instructions  heretofore  issued  in  conflict  herewith, 
including  those  contained  in  paragraph  2  of  Circular  No. 
523,  in  paragraph  52  of  Circular  Ho.  541  and  in  Circulars 
Hos.  913,  983,  and  1220.

Inclosed  herewith,  are  "blank  forms   (4-349)  upon  which  you  will  report,   IN 
DUPLICATE,    the   area  of  the  unappropriated  lands  in  your   district   on  July  1,    1931, 
and  the  character  thereof. 

You  will   incorporate  in  this  report  a  statement   showing  the  aggregate 
numb er  and  area  of  entries  of  record  in  your  district  upon  which  final  proof  of 
compliance  with  the  law  has  not  "been  presented. 

The  data  as  to  the  surveyed  lands  should  be  obtained  from  the  township 
plats,   but  the   area  of  un surveyed  lands  must   necessarily  be   estimated.      In  making 
such  estimates  you  will   subtract  from  the   total  un  surveyed  area  any  portion  which 
is  within  a  national   forest,    national  monument,    Indian,   military  or  other  reserva- 
tion.    Report   should  not   show  fractional  parts  of  an  acre. 

Lands  withdrawn  for  re  surveys  should  be  reported  as  un  surveyed,   but    the 
area  of  entries  within  the  withdrawn  townships   should  be  treated  as  appropriated. 

It  is  essential  that  your  report  be  forwarded  not  later  than  July  1,    1931, 
and  nothing  must  be  allowed  to   delay  it  beyond  that  date. 

It  is  suggested  that  delay  in  making  the  report  can  be  obviated  by  com- 
mencing to  check  the  township  plats   at   an  early  date,    and  after  the   area  of  un- 
appropriated land  in  a  township  has  been  ascertained  and  entered  on  a  sheet   to 
be  attached  to   the  plat,    the  noting  thereon  of  the  proper  debits  and  credits,    as 
entries  are  made  or  relinquished,    will  make  the  correct  area  easily  available  at 
the  close  of  business  on  June   30. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to   the  fact   that  frequently  only  small  areas  are 
found  vacant  in  certain  counties.     This,    if  published  in  the  Vacant  Land  Circular, 
gives  rise  to  many  inquiries  as  to  where  these  particular   small  areas  are  located, 
and  it  often  happens  that  neither   this  office  nor  your  office  knows  the  descrip- 
tion thereof.      You  will,    therefore,    in  all  cases  where  a  county  is  reported  as 
containing  less  than  500  acres,    keep  a  memorandum  of  the  description  of  these 
vacant   subdivisions   so   that    inquiries  relative  thereto  may  be   answered  promptly.

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Loads  in  pending  -unallowed  applications"-' or  in  designated  geological 
structures  of  producing  oil  or  gas   fields,    or   in  approved  oil   and  gas  leases 
should  "be  considered  as  appropriated;    but  lands1  in  applications   for   oil  and  gas 
prospecting  permits,    or  in  permits  granted,    or  in  applications  for  coal,   phosphat 
sodium,    oil  shale,    or  potash  permits  or  leases'or  in  permits   or  leases  granted, 
should  be  considered  as  unappropriated.     In  view  of  the  fact   that  the  lands 
affected  by  the  oil   shale  Executive  order  of  withdrawal  IJo.    5327,    dated  April  15, 
1930,    are  subject  to  disposition  under   the  stock-raising  homestead  act,    you  will 
consider   such  lands  as  unappropriated. 

You  are  requested  to   exercise  extra  care  in  making  these  reports  as  ac- 
curate as  possible  and  to  make  brief  explanations  regarding  any  major  changes.'

Sirs: 

By  decision  of  the  Pepartment,    dated  February  5,    1931   (A.   15353),   upon 
the  appeal  of   J.    G-.   Hofmann,    it   was  held  that   the  old  circular  of  Pecember  13, 
188S   (5  L.   P.    279),    which  permitted  entries   to  be  made   in  conflict   with  pending 
swamp— land  selections  subject   to   the   swamp-land  claim,    had  been   superseded  by 
later  regulations  and  decisions. 

Pursuant   to  the   said  decision,    the  Pepartment,    under   date  of  April   5, 
1931,    orders   that   the  following  rules  will   supersede  all  prior  instructions  in 
conflict  herewith. 

1.  In  those  States  where  the  adjudication  of   swamp-land 
claims  is  based  on  the   evidence  contained  in  the   survey  returns, 
applications  adverse  to   the  State  for   lands  returned  as   swamp 
will  be   rejected  unless   accompanied  by  a  showing  that   the  land 
is  non- swamp  in  character. 

2.  In   such  case,    the  claim  adverse   to  the   State  must  be 
supported  by  a  statement   of  the  applicant  under  oath,    corroborated 
by  two   witnesses,    setting  forth  the  basis  of  the  claim  and  that 

at  the   date   of  the  swamp— land  grant  the   land  was  not    swamp  and 
overflowed  and  not  rendered  thereby  unfit  for  cultivation.      In 
the  absence  of   such  affidavit   the  application  will  be   rejected. 
If  properly  supported,    the  application  will  be  received  and 
suspended  subject   to   a  hearing  to   determine   the   swamp   or  non- 
swamp  character  of  the  land,    the  burden  of  proof  being  upon  the 
non-swamp  claimant. 

3.  In  those  States  where  the   survey  returns  are  not  made 
the  basis  for  adjudication  of  the   swamp-land  selections,    junior 
applications  for  lands  covered  by  swamp-land  selections  may  be 
received  and  suspended,    if   supported  by  non-swamp  affidavits

Sir: 

Ey  the 'act  of  March  4>  1931  (Public  No.  '8'64,  71st  Congress),  a  copy  of 
which' is  inclosed,  the  public  lands  described  therein  were  withdrawn  from  settle- 
ment, location,  filing,  entry  or  disposal  under  the  land  laws  of  the  United  States 
tfor  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  watersheds  now  or  hereafter  supplying  water  to 
the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  State  of  California. 
lA  diagram  showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  . withdrawn  land  will  be  furnished 
'you  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  prepared. 

Section  two  of  said  act  provides  as.  follows: 

"That  all.  lands- withdrawn  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  exploration,  discovery,  occupation,  and  purchase  permit  or  lease 
under  the  mining"  or  mineral  leasing, laws  of  the  United  States  so  far  as  same 
apply  to  minerals  in  said  land,  and  to,  the  acquisition  of  rights  or  easements 
under  laws  of  the  United  States  applicable  for  rights  of  way  for  railroads,  high- 
ways, reservoirs,  ditches,  canals,  electrical  power  plants,  and  transmission 
lines,  telegraph  and  telephone.. lines,  or  other  rights  of  way  authorized  to  be 
granted  under  any  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States:   Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  contained  shall' be  construed  as  affecting' any.  existing  valid  watertight 
or  lawful  homestead  or  desert-land,  claim  heretofore  initiated,  or  upon  which  any 
valid'' settlement  .lias  been  made  and  is  at  the  date  of  this  act  being  maintained 
and  perfected  pursuant  to  law,  but  the  terms  of  this  proviso  shall  not  continue 
to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land,  unless  the  entryman  or  settler  shall  con- 
tinue to  comply  with  the  law  under  which  the  entry  or  settlement  was  made,  and 
xpon  the  extinguishment  of  any  such  claim,  by  cancellation,  relinquishment  or 
Dtherwise,  -this  .withdrawal  shall  immediately  apply  to  and  become  effective  upon 
such  land:  And  pr o v i ded  fur t he r ,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
as'  affecting  :the  use  or  occupation  of  any  of  said  withdrawn  lands  for  recreational 
Dr  grazing  purposes  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the'  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior may  deem  necessary  to  conserve  the  natural  forage  resources  of  the  area." 

In  order  to  comply : with  the  terms  of  the  proviso  concerning  the  "use  and 
Dceupancy  of  the  reserve  for  recreational  or  grazing  purposes,  it  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  policy  of  this  Department  — 
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1.  To  protect   the  water    supply:  ih-tha  withdrawn  area  from  contamination. 

2.  To  protect  the  watersheds'.-  ■'■ 

3.  To  conserve  and  develop  the  native  vegetative  growth  to  the  utmost 
practicable  limit  obtainable  by  range  management. 

The  use  of  the  land  for  recreational  or  grazing  purposes,  therefore,  will 
be  permitted  only  subject  to  the  exercise  of  reasonable  care  in  the  preservation 
of  the  natural  vegetative  growth,  the  prevention  of  infectious  diseases  and 
avoidance  of  any  action  which  either  directly  or  indirectly  might  contaminate, 
pollute  or  otherwise  impair  the.  value  of  the'  water  in  the  area  for  municipal  pur- 
poses or  reduce  the  annual  growth  of  forage  for  livestock.   Due  care. in  .the  use 
of  camp  fires  and  the  extinguishment  of  same  must  be  exercised  by  all  persons 
using  the  lands  and  the  cutting  of  -timber ■ or  other  action  injurious  to  the  scenic 
beauty  is  prohibited. 

Until  further  notice  use  of  the  land  for  recreational  purposes  will  not  re- 
quire any  special  permit,  but  on  and  after  September  1,  1931,  grazing  on  the  with- 
drawn lands  is  hereby  prohibited  except  under  the  rules  and  regulations  herein- 
after set  forth. 

Use  of  the  land  for  recreational  purposes  will  also  be  subject  to  any 
applicable  regulation  herein  set  forth  except  the  requirement  for  permit. 

A  systematic  investigation  will  be  conducted  by  the  Geological  Survey  for 
the  purpose  of  evaluating  the  forage  resources  of  the  area  and  the  proper  methods 
for  practice  of  grazing  to  permit  maintenance  of  vegetative  growth  at  maximum 
permanent  practicable  range  carrying' capacity.   It  shall  include  a  determination 
of  the  existing  herbaceous  and  scrub  species  as  well  as  the  number  and  kind  of 
livestock  which  may  be  grazed  on  the  land,  the  appropriate  period  of  use  of  the 
range  and  other  matters  relating  to  livestock  activities  necessary  to  efficient 
management  of  grazing. 

Studies  shall  also  be  made  by  the  Geological  Survey  to  determine  where  and 
to  what  extent  stock-water  development  is  needed,  what  provision  should  be  made  for 
salting  and  other  'appropriate  measures  to  insure  complete  economic  use  of  the  range. 
The  examination  Will  seek  to  coordinate  observed  conditions  with  the  customary 
grazing  practice  in  the  region  and  further  examinations  may  be  made  to  determine 
whether  any  deterioration  of  the  range  is  occurring. 

You  are  hereby  placed  in  direct  charge  of  administration  of  said  act  as  to 
the  recreational  and  grazing  features  thereof,  with  authority  to  issue  grazing 
permits.  Applications  for  such  permits  must  be  filed  in  your  office.   In  case  of 
any  controversy  between  applicants  for  permits  appeal  from  your  decision  will  lie 
to  this  office  and  to  the  Department  in  the  same  manner  as  in  other  cases,  involving 
public  lands. 

Permits  for  the  grazing  will  be  issued  on  the  basis  of  use  preceding  the 
withdrawal,  subject  to  any  reduction  or  adjustment  which  may  be  necessary  to  con- 
serve the  forage  resources,  distribute  the  water  satisfactorily  on  the.  range,  to 
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reduce  waste  resulting  from  unnecessary  movement  and  to  establish  a  permanent  plan 
of  range  use  to  insure  judicious  and  profitable  consumption  of  the  forage  re- 
sources. These  adjustments  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  investigation  by  the 
Geological  Survey  above  described. 

Permits  may  be  issued  to  an  individual  stockman  or  to  an  association  and 
may  be  for  a  specified  number  of  stock  in  a  certain  unit  or  for  a  specified  unit 
with  .a  prescribed  limitation  on  the- use  thereof. 

When  a  satisfactory  basis  of  permanent  operation  has  been  established,  per- 
mits for  a  period  of  years  may  be  issued  subject  to  modification  to  conform  to  any 
provision  of  lav/  which  may  be  enacted.  A  duplicate  copy  of  each  permit  issued 
shall  be  forwarded  to  this  office  for  its  records. 

Stockmen  or  any  person  utilizing  the  forage  without  permission  subsequent 
to  September  1,  1931,  will  be  subject  to  prosecution  under  section  56  of  the 
Criminal  Code. 

The  violation  of  the  conditions  of  a  permit  will  be  sufficient  cause  for 
the  cancellation  of  same.  Upon  application  of  any  proper  party  in  interest  in  any 
controverted  matter  you  may  direct  that  a  hearing  be  had  before  the  Register  of 
the  district  land  office.   Such  hearing  will  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations customarily  followed  in  other  land  cases  involving  public  lands  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Department.   Should  you  decline  to  order  a  hearing,  appeal 
from,  your  decision  will  lie  to  this  office  and  to  the  Department. 

A  notice  of  cancellation  of  the  permit  will  also  contain  a  notice  to  remove 
stock  from  the  withdrawn  land  and  failure  to  comply  with  such  notice  will  subject 
the  permittee  to  prosecution  as  a  trespasser. 

....'No  fees  will  be.  charged  unless  and  until  legislation  therefor  shall  be 
enacted,  by  Congress,  but  by  agreement  of  the  permittees  a  prorata  charge  may  be^ 
assessed  to  provide  any  range  :  improvements  that  are  needed,  such  as  corrals, 
drift  or  diversion,  fences,  roads,  trails,  watering  tanks  or  other  permanent  im- 
provements to  facilitate  use  of  the  range.  The  employment  of  a  range  rider: 
or   other  permanent  employee  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  at  any 
time  by  a  majority  of  the;  interested  stockmen  and  by  the  city  of  Los  Angeles, 
California,  may  be  authorized  by  the  Secretary,  of  the  Interior,  but  the  expenses 
incident  to  such  employment  shall  be  assessed  on  the  benefited  parties  in  such 
ratio  as  the  Secretary  may  deem  reasonable  and  just.  These  assessments  and  ex- 
penditures will  be  handled,  by  such  local  organization  as  may  be  effected. 

Permits  for  grazing  on  the  withdrawn  land  will  be  issued  to  persons  en- 
titled to  share  in  the  grazing  resources  by  reason  of  use  thereof  prior  to  the 
withdrawal  of  the  lands  or  by  local  residence  and  ownership  of  ranch  property 
within  or  near  the  reserve  and  dependence  upon  the  grazing.  Y/hen  there  is  any 
surplus  range,  temporary  permits  may  be  issued  for  transient  stock  or  for  in- 
creased use  by  regular  permittees  and  special  use  permits  may  be  issued  author- 
izing stock  to  be  driven  across  the  reserve. 
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Ranch  property  will  "be  cons  trued  to  mean  lands  producing  cultivated  crops 
used  for  feeding  livestock  or  range  land  used  for  grazing  livestock  during 
seasonable  periods  or  in  rotation  with  uSe  of 'grazing  on  reserved  land.  ■  -'The  • 
ranch  property  likewise' must  be  commensurate  with  the  grazing  privileges' per~  ■..-.■  ■• 
mitted  on  the  reserved  lands  and  a  permit  will'  not  be  issued  to  any  person  for  a, 
larger  number  of  stock  than  can  be  properly  cared  for  during  the  period  when  the:.  •■■■ 
reserved  land  is  not  used.

!To  preserve  the  public  health,  the  carcasses  of  all  animals  which  die  of 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  must  be  burned  and  if  death  of  any  animal  : 
occurs  in  or  near  any  water,  the'  carcass  must  be'  removed  and  busied  or  burned-*  </ /.-v.; 
Likewise,  camp  refuse  or  debris  of  any  kind  must  no" t  be- left  in  an  exposed  ■.. or  ,un-  in- 
sanitary condition  or  deposited  in  or  near  any  stream,  lake  or  other  body  of 
water  in  a  manner  which  may  directly  or  indirectly  cause- pollution"  of  said  water. 

For  convenience  a  board  of  representatives  may  be  selected  by  the  live-  :  •'. 
stock  owners  or  a  majority  of  the  users  of  the  range  in  -all  or  any  part  of  the 
withdrawn  land  and  if  this  board  is  authorized  to  enter  into  agreements  binding 
on  the  represented  owners,  such  committee  will  be  recognized  as  an  advisory  board 
entitled  to  notice  and  to  be  heard  in  any  matter  arising  in  connection  with  the. 
utilization  of  the  grazing  on  the  withdrawn  land. 

In  order'  that  these  regulations  may  be  made  effective  on  or  about  September. 
1,  1931,  you  are  directed  to  promptly  get  in  touch  with  the  Los  Angeles  author  1—  •■;■ 
ties  and  ascertain  to  what  extent  the  city  will  be  willing  to  cooperate  with 
respect  to  the  land  owned  by  it  in  the  district;  you  will  also  confer  with  the 
grazing  interests  with  a  view  to  the  formation  of  a  local  organization  for.  ad-', 
ministrative  purposes  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of/ the  In- 
terior. Ascertain  the  number  and  kind  of  stock  to  be  grazed  in  the  district,  the 
names  of  their  owners  and  the  season  of  use  of  the  grazing- privileges.   Give  all 
possible  publicity  locally  to  these  regulations  and  the  date  it,  is  proposed  to.-; 
make  them  effective,  advising  interested  parties  of  the  importance  of  promptly  ■  .- 
filing  applications  for  permits  for  action- by  you  before  that  date/  Permit  forms- 
will  be  furnished  you  later. 

The  representative1  of  the  Geological  Survey  expects  to  reach  the  field-  -'. 
around  May  1,  1331,  and  you  will '  cooperate  with  him  in  all  matters  wherein  .joint 
action  is  appropriate. 
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You  will  give  this  matter  your  earnest. attention  with  a  view  to  having  a 
good  working  plan  ready  for  ojjeration  "by  September  1,  1931,  and  keep  this  office 
advised  of  developments.  .  .-..■;...>.

In  the  case  of  the  marriage  of  a  woman  citizen  of  the  United /States  to  an 
alien  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  September  22,  1922  (42  Stat.  102l) ,  her 
citizenship  followed  that  of  her  husband.   If  she  lost  her  citizenship  "by  marriage 
she  could  on  the  death  of  her  husband  resume  the  citizenship  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided "fay  section  3  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1907  (34  Stat.  1228)..   If  she  married 
on  or  after  September  22,  1922,  and  prior  to  March  3,  1931,  her  citizenship  re- 
gained the  same  unless  she  married  an  alien  ineligible  to  citizenship. 

The  act  of  March  3,  1931  (Public  Ho.  829),  amended  section  3  and  repealed' 
section  5  of  said  act  of  September  22,  1922.  Attention  is  particularly  called 
to  subsection  (a)  of  section  3  of  the  act  of  September  22,  1922,  as  amended  by 
said  act  of  March  3,  1931.   Said  subsection  reads  as  follows: 

"A  woman  citizen  of  the  United  States  shall  not  cease  to  be  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  by  reason  of  her  marriage  after  this  section,  as  amended,  takes 
effect,  unless  she  makes  a  formal  renunciation  of  her  citizenship  before  a  court 
having  jurisdiction  over  naturalization  of  aliens." 

A  married  v/oman,  or  widow,  who  is  required  to  furnish  evidence  of  citizen-" 
ship  in  this  country  in  connect ioiv'with  an  application  or  entry  under  the  public 
land  laws  must  show  by  affidavit  the  facts  upon  which  she  bases  her  claim  to  such 
citizenship.

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4.  If  applicant  married  on  or  after  'September  22,  1922,  and  prior  to 
; March  3,  1931,  she  must  show  that 'she  did  not  marry  an  alien 'ineligible  to 
1  citizenship  in  this  country. 

An  applicant  who  married  on  or  after  March  3,  1931,  need  not  make  any 
showing  as  to  the  citizenship  of  her  husband. 

An. applicant  who  claims  citizenship  through  her  own  naturalization  separate 
:and  apart  from  the  naturalization  of  the  husband  or  who  "bases  her  right  to  file  a 
jparticular  application  on  the  filing  by  herself  of  a  declaration  of  intention  to 
■become  a  citizen  must  in  the  manner  provided  by  Circular  No.  1202  furnish  satis- 
factory evidence  of  her  naturalization  or  of  the  filing  of  the  declaration. 

An  applicant  who  fails  to  make  the  showing  required,  as  stated,  should  be 
allowed  thirty  days  from  receipt  of  notice,  within  which  to  do  so,  or  to  appeal. 

If  in  any  case  you  are  in  doubt  as  to  the  citizenship  of  an  applicant,  you 
will  transmit  the  papers  to  this  office  for  consideration. 

These  instructions  will  supersede  all  instructions  heretofore  issued  in  con- 
flict herewith  including  those  contained  in  Circulars  Nos,  361  of  November  4,.  1914 
(43  L.  D.  444),  and  857  of  August  12,  1930.

Be  M  enacted  "by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  right  of  any  woman  to  become  a 
naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged,  be- 
cause of -her  sex  or  because  she  is  a  married  woman. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  woman  who  marries  a  ;eitizen  of  the  United  States  after  . 
the  passage  of  this  act,  or  any  woman  whose  husband  is  naturalized  after  the

If  the  plat   has  not  "been   filed  in  your  office  you  will   immediately  file 
same   on  receipt  hereof  without   waiting  to   give  notice  required  "by  Circular 
Ho.    527,    dated  February  6,    1917.    . 

The   land,  was  eliminated  from  the   Idaho  National  Eorest  "by  Executive 
Order  Ho.    3325  of   September   11,    1920,    and  reserved  for   townsite  purposes 
■under   section  2330,    U.    S.   Revised  Statutes.      Because  of   settlement   rights 
the  unreserved  lots   will  be   disposed  of  under   sections- 2382  to   2386,    U.    S.

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  departmental  instructions  of  April 
23,  1928  (52  L.  D.  353),  "Procedure  for  abandonment  of  wells  on  oil  and  gas 
permits",  and  particularly  to  paragraph  6  thereof  which  reads  as  follows: 

"6.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  the  register  will  report  to 
the  General  Land  Office  with  evidence  of  service* at  the  same  time  sending  a 
copy  of  his  report  to  the  supervisor  of  oil  and  gas  operations." 

In  many  cases  of  this  kind,  the  registers  have  not  followed  the  in- 
structions in  that  they  failed  to  send  copies  of  their  reports  to  the  super- 
visor, thereby  causing  much  delay  and  additional  correspondence. 

In  order  to  expedite  action  on  cases  coming  under  said  instructions  of  - 
April  23.  1928,  strict  compliance  therewith  on  your  part  is  required  and  you 
are  directed  to  report  promptly  on  expiration  Of  the  time  allowed,  send 
a  copy  of  your  report  to  the  Geological  Survey  supervisor  of  oil  and  gas 
operations  for  the  district  in  which  the  land  is  located  and  advise  the  General 
Land  Office  that  you  have  done  so.

Title  to  the  dam, 
reservoir,  plant  and  incidental  works  shall  forever  remain  in  the  United 
States.

It  is  estimated  that   the  construction  of  the  dam  will  require 
about   seven  years.

In  the  meantime  no  applications  to  make  entry  will  be  accepted.   Uo 
one,  veteran  or-  nonveteran,.  may  settle  on  withdrawn  lands  or  file  .appli ca- 
tion therefor  until  the  land  is  actually  opened  to  entry  some  years  from 
now,  after  water  for  irrigation  is  available.

mental committee;  30  permits  were  held  for  cencellation  and  262  permits  were 
canceled;  320  letters  were  written  of  which  107  were  replies  to  inquiries. 

Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving  leases 
73  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;  4  leases  involving  2  cases  were 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  for  authorization;  10  leases  involving  6  cases  wer 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  for  execution  and  3  leases  involving  2  cases  were 
delivered;  6  lease  applications,  were  rejected  subject  to  appeal;  20  cases  were 
considered  in  connection  with  applications  for  drilling  and  producing  relief; 
8  leases  involving  5  cases  were  mailed  to  the  lessee  for  execution;  15  assign- 
ments involving  13  cases  were  disposed  of;  12  sales  contracts  and  4  operating  . 
agreements  were  acted  upon;  1  lease  was  canceled  in  part.  Miscellaneous  action 
involving  23  cases  were  taken  and  154  letters  were  written  of  which  50  were  re- 
plies to  inquiries.

Three  claims  were  received  during  the  month  of  May  under   the  act  of 
July  13,    1326   (44  Stat.,   915),   providing  for  payments  to  certain  Oregon  counties, 
involving  Oregon  and  California  Railroad  revested  lands,    amounting  to 
$101,520.85,   making  total  claims  received  for  the  year  1930  twelve,    aggregating 
$447,798.38.      One  claim  of  $142,427.50  has  been  certified,    leaving  eleven  claims 
pending,   amounting  to  $505,453.97. 


SURVEY  NOTES. 

Pro-posed  Re  survey,   California. — The  Pacific  C-as  and  Electric  Company  is 
now  developing  the  water  power  resources  of  the  Mokelumne  River  in  T.   6  IT., 
R.    12  E. ,   M.   D.  M. ,   California,   under  license  from  the  Eederal  Power  Commission, 
Project  No.    525.     Because  of  defective   survey  conditions  they  have  "been  unable 
to   determine  definitely  the  boundaries  of  the  public  and  privately-owned  lands 
in  the  portion  of  the  township  in  which  they  are  interested.     The  Eederal  Power 
Commission  has  indicated  that  the  eleven  sections  included  within  the  power 
project  and  adjacent  thereto   should  be  resurveyed  as  an  administrative  measure, 
in  view  of  the  considerable  amount  of .Government  land  involved,    and  such  proce- 
dure has  been  authorized  by  the  Department.     Field  work  will  probably  be  under- 
taken during  the  current  field  season. 

Indian  Surveys,    Wyoming. — The  acceptances  of  the  past  month  include   the 
survey  of  four  townships,-  Ts.   1  and  2  L,   R.   5  W..,    T.   2  N.,,R.   6  W.,    and  T.   1 
S.,   R.   5.  W. ,    W.   R.   M.,    in  the   Shoshone   or    Wind  River  Indian  Reservation,. 
Wyoming.     These  surveys,   which  represent  a  near  approach  to  completion  of  the 
survey  of  lands  within  this  reservation,'  cover  ^n  area  near  the  Continental 
Divide  which  in  this  vicinity  is  a.  precipitous  rocky  ridge,    in  places  inac- 
cesible  for  considerable  distances.     Apart  of  the  area  surveyed  is  above 
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timber  lino  raid  abounds  in  rock  slides  and  deeply  cleft  precipitous  canyons. 
Below  timber   line,    except   for  the  principal  canyons,    the   slopes  are  gentler  and 
considerable  areas  are  covered  with  forests  of  pine,   much  of  which  is  of  com- 
mercial quality.      There   are  many  open  glades  or  parks  which  produce  a  luxuriant 
growth  of  grass,   making  the   district  desirable  for   summer  grazing,    which  is, 
however,    limited  to  an   extremely  short   season  on  account  of  the  high  altitude. 
Water  is  plentiful  and  many  beautiful  mountain  lakes  add  to   the   scenic  at- 
tractions of  the  vicinity.      These   surveys  are  made  in  accordance  with  a  special 
act  of  Congress   to  provide  allotments  to  Indians  of  this  reservation. 

.Group  175,   New  Mexico. — The  survey  executed  in  T.   24  N.,  H.  11  E.,   N. 
M.  P.  M.,   New  Mexico,   was  accepted  on  May  14,    1931.     This   survey  involved 
closings  on  the  west  boundary  of  the  .Antonio  Martinez  Grant   and  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  grant  boundary  through  Ts.   24,    25,    and  26  N.,   R3   11  E. ,    for  the 
purpose  of  determining  if  there  were  any  omitted  lands  between  the  west  boundary 
of  the  grant,    as   surveyed,    and  the  true  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande. 

The  Antonio  Martinets  Grant  was  patented  on  May  8,    1396,    on  the  basis  of 
the  survey  executed  ''oy  John  E.    Walker,   Deputy  Surveyor,   under  his  contract  No. 
£73,    dated  December  21,    1893,     The  plat  of  the  approved  grant   survey,  shows  the 
west  boundary  as  following  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande  del  Norte.     In  the 
execution  of   the  grant   survey  Deputy  Walker   established  monuments  along  the  west 
boundary  at   the  end  of  each  course  of  what   he  termed  the  meanders  of  the  left 
bank  of  the  Kio  Grande.     The  monuments  established  on  this  line  have  been  re- 
covered in  the  investigation  and  are  found  to  be  in: practically  their  record 
position  with  regard  to  each  other.     Between  this  monument ed  meander  line  and   ■ 
the  true  left  bank  of;  the  .Kio  Grande,   however,   is  a  strip  of  land  containing 
approximately  1,000  acres,    having  a  maximum  width  of  about   28  chains  and  an 
average  width  of  approximately  13„50  chains.     The  Kio  Grande,    in  the  area  in 
question,    flows  in  a  narrow,    rocky  canyon  approximately  700  feet  deep  and  the 
monument  ed  meander  line  instead  of  following  the  river  bank  follows  the  edge 
of  the  canyon  rim,    the  country  east  of  which  is  reported  as  a  level  or  gently 
rolling  prairie.  ,  "  • 

The  principles  set  forth  in  the  case  of -IP.   S.  vs.  Lane  (260  U,   S.   652), 
that   small  tracts  of  land  situated  betv/een  trie  position  for   the  original  meander 
line  and  the  actual   shore  of  the  lake  should  not  be  considered  public  lands  of 
the  United  States,    were  followed  in  this  case.     The  public-land  surveys  on  the 
west  side  of  the  river  have  therefore  been  terminated  at  the  actual  bank  of 
the  Rio  Grande,    and  the  strip  of  land  lying  between  the  monumented^  west 
boundary  of  the  Antonio  Martinez   Grant  and  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande  is 
considered  a  part  of  that  grant.

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The   specific   work  to  be  accomplished  "by  the  General  Land  Office  will  be  to 
definitely  locate  and  describe  accurately  with  reference  to   the  public  land 
network  the  areas   where  exploratory  work  is  being  carried  on  and  to  keep  in 
touch  with  the  operations  by  the  Geological   Survey  so  as  to  properly  protect 
the  public   interest  and  aid  in  the  development  of  areas  that  are  being  in- 
tensively investigated. 

The  projects,   nine  in  number,    which  the  Survey  proposes  to  undertake, 
are  described  as  follows: 

"The  principal  project  is  that  of  obtaining  all  pertinent   surface  informa- 
tion regarding  the  geologic  conditions  and  resources  of  the  coal  fields  adjacent 
to  Anthracite  Ridge  that  may  afford  commercial  deposits  of  anthracite.     Detailed 
topographic  mapping,    on  the  scale  of  1:12,000,    and  geologic   investigations  on 
the  same  scale  will  be  conducted  in  this  field.     The  center  of  this  work  will 
be  at  the  known  outcrops  of  anthracite  and  will  be  carried  outward  as  far  as  the 
limits  of  the   field  appear  to   justify.     It  is   expected  that   the  area  covered  by 
these  surveys  will  probably  be  in  the  neighborhoed  of  six  or   seven  miles  east 
and  west,   by  two  or  three  miles  north  and  south. 

"A  combined  geologic   and  topographic  party  will  conduct  detail  investiga- 
tions of  the  lode  possibilities  of  the  Kantishna  district,    carrying  on  the  work 
on  a  field  scale  of  1:48, 000.     This'  work  will  center  around  the  known  mines  and 
prospects  that  have  shown  indications  of  mineralization,    and  will  be  extended 
from  these  centers  outward  as  far  as  the  conditions  warrant.      It  is  assumed 
that  the  more  highly  mineralized  area  that  will  be  studied  in  the  Kantishna 
district  will  cover  an  area  ten  to   fifteen  miles  east  and  west,    and  about  ten 
miles  north  and  south. 

"The  Copper  Mountain  project   will  be  conducted  by  a  combined  geologic 
and  topographic  party  that  will  make  investigations  on  a  field  scale  of  1:48,000. 
This  work  will  center  around  the  known  developments  on  Copper  Mountain  and  will 
be  carried  outward  from  that  center  as  far  as  conditions  indicate  the  possibility 
of  valuable  mineral  occurrences.     It  is  assumed  that  the  area  that  will  be  most 
intensively  studied  will  be  somewhat  like  twelve  miles  north  and  south  and 
twelve  miles  east  and  west. 

"The  Valdez-Creek-Chulitna  project  contemplates  the  investigation  of  the 
mineral-bearing  lodges   in  those   districts,    with  a.  view  to   acquiring  all   surface 
information  as  to   the  extent  of  the  mineral  deposits  of  those  tracts.     The 
most  intensive  work  will  be   done  in  the  vicinity  of  the  known  prospects  and  will 
be   extended  out   as  far  as  promising  indications  of  mineralization  are   found.      The 
work  near  the  known  deposits  will  be  conducted  in  an  intensive  manner,    but   the 
more  remote  parts  of  the  tract  will  be  examined  in  a.  more  reconnaissance  fashion, 
and  it   is  impracticable  at   this  time  to   even   suggest   the  approximate  area  that 
will  be  critically  examined. 

"In  the   Willow  Creek  district  it  is  proposed  to  carry  on  an  intensive 
examination  of  all  the  known  and  reported  mineral  occurrences.      The  most  inten- 
sive work  will  center  around  the  operating  mines  and  prospects,   but  vail  be 
carried  throughout   the  zone  in  which,  miner alizati on  appears  likely  to  be  present. 
The  area  that  will  bo  covered  in  this  investigation  is  probably  from  ten  to 
fifteen  miles  east  and  west,    and  eight  to  ten  miles  north  and  south.

"  Work  in  the  Fairbanks  district  is  designed  to  acquire  full  information 
regarding  all  of  the  places  where  lode  mineralization  has  been  'noted,    and  es- 
pecially intensive  work  will,  be  done  in  the  vicinity  of  the  opera/ting  mines  and 
prospects  and  extended  out  from  these  as  far   as  time  and  other  conditions  permit.

On  December  9,  1930,  the  Department  granted  an  extension  of  time  to  pur- 
chasers of  lots  in  Harding  who  are  in  arrears  for  one  year  or  -until  December 
31,  1931,  provided  4  per  cent  interest  in  advance  is  paid  on  the  amounts  due. 

1 t-:  appears  that  of  the  128  lots,  sold  in  February,  1924,  29  have  been 
paid  for  in  full  and  patents  have  issued.   On  the  remaining  99  lots,  there  is 
a  balance  due  on  principal  of  $85,575.   Four  per  cent  interest  has  been  paid 
on  55  of  said  lots -and- extensions  of  time  granted  until  December  31,  1931. 

The  purchasers  of  the  remaining  44  lots  have  appealed  to  the  Department 
and  many  allege  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  4  per  cent  Interest  at  present  on 
the, balance-  due.

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OIL  JtfTD  GAS  ACTIVITIES. 

During  the  month  of  May,    the  division  handling  oil  and  gas  prospecting 
permits  under   Section  13  to  20  of  the  leasing  act  received  472  cases  for  re- 
consideration;   2  permits  were  reinstated  and  3  new  permits  involving  7  cases 
were  granted;    23  cases  were  considered  for  abandonment  of  wells;    39  assignments 
were  disposed  of;    50  extensions  of  time  were  acted  upon  and  121  applications  for 
extensions  of  time  were  forwarded  to   the  departmental  committee;    27  permits 
were  held  for  cancellation  and  25  permits  were  canceled;    342  letters  were 
written  of  which  153  were  replies  to  inquiries. 

Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act   and  other   sections  involving  leases, 
75  cases  were  received  for  .reconsideration;    12  leases  involving  4  cases  were 
transmitted  to   the  Secretary  for  authorization;    5  leases  were  transmitted  to 
the  Secretary  for   execution  and  11  leases  involving  7  cases  were  delivered;    5 
lease  applications  were  rejected  subject   to  appeal;    4  cases  were  considered  in 
connection  with  applications  for  drilling  and  producing  relief;   4  leases  in- 
volving 2  cases  were  mailed  to  the  lessee  for   execution;    13  assignments  were 
disposed  of;    4   sales  contracts  were  acted  upon;    3  leases  were  recommended  for 
cancellation  and  1  lease  was  canceled  in  entirety.     Miscellaneous  actions   in- 
volving 28  cases  were  taken  and  149  letters  were  written  of  which  43  were  replies 
to  inquiries. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  authorized  the  sale  on  June  29,    1931,    of 
oil  and  gas  leases  under  Section  17  of  the  leasing  act  in  the  Kevin-Sunburst  oil 
field,   Montana.

SURVEY  NOTES . 

Surveys  in  Glacier  National  Park.  Mont, ana. --The  survey  of  T.  29  IT. ,  R.  15 
W.,  P.  M. ,  Group  245,  Montana,  was  recently  accepted  by  this  office.   The  greater 
portion  of  this  township  lies  within  the  Glacier  National  Park,  which  is  bounded 
on  the  south  through  this  township  by  the  north  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway,  which  follows  the  valley  of  Bear  Creek.   The  north  line 
of  'this  right  of  way  was  therefore  surveyed  and  monument cd  with  regulation  iron 
posts.  The  subdivisional  survey  on  both  sides  of  this  boundary  was  made  in  the 
nomaL  manner  with  the  south  and  east  boundaries  as  the  governing  lines,  setting 
closing  corners  on  the  intersections  with  the  park  boundary.  The  greater  portion 
of  the  township  is  ruggedly  mountainous  with  very  little  agricultural  land  except 
in  the  creek  .bottoms.   The  steep  character  of  the  slopes  on  the  3ides  of  Bear 
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Creek  valley  through  which  the  railroad  passes  has  made  it  necessary  to  construct 
massive  snowsheds  as  a  protection  from  heavy  snowslides.   The  Roosevelt  highway 
which  is  now  "being  constructed  through  the  township  will  add  greatly  to  its 
accessibility  as  a  recreational  area. 

Utah  Lake  Reservoir. --The  Department  of  Commerce,  on  "behalf  of  the  Bureau 
of  Fisheries,  has  requested  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  permission  to  use 
a  part  of  the  Utah  Lake  Reservoir  Site  in  T.  6  S.,  R.  2  E. ,  S.  L.  M. ,  Utah,  for 
the  purpose  of  propagating  "black  "bass  and  other  fishes. 

It  developed  in  the  correspondence  that  the  site  in  question  is  "being 
studied  "by  the  Reclamation  Service  with  a  view  to  its  ultimate  development  into 
a  reservoir,  hut  matters  have  not  yet  reached  the  State  where  its  immediate  use 
as  such  is  in  sight  and  under  these  conditions  permission  has  been  granted  the 
Bureau  of  Fisheries  for  its  temporary  use  for  the  purpose  requested,  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  when  the  time  has  arrived  for  its  development  as  a  reservoir 
site  by  the  Reclamation  Service,  the  site  will  be  vacated  by  the  Bureau  of 
Fisheries  without  recourse. 

In  order  that  the  public  lands  involved  in  the  project  may  be  identified, 
authority  for  a  limited  resurvey  of  the  area  in  question  was  issued  June  30, 
1931. 

Lummi  Indian  Reservation.  Washington. — A  recently  executed  survey  defines 
a  portion  of  the  boundary  of  the  Lummi  Indian  Reservation  in  the  State  of  Wash-. 
ington  by  interpretation  of  a  treaty  made  in  1855.  The  survey  was  made  at  the 
request  of  the  Office  of  Indian  Affairs  and  followed  a  decision  in  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Romaine  in  favor 
of  the  Indians,  who  claimed  they  were  being  deprived  of  valuable  fishing  rights. 
The  purpose  of  this  survey  was  to  identify  the  old  channel  of  the  Uooksack  River 
as  it  existed  at  the  date  of  the  treaty,  and  in  the  investigation  it  was  found 
that  points  claimed  by  the  old  Indians  as  being  along  the  old  river  channel 
agreed  closely  with  the  meander  line  established  in  1859,  and  it  was  demonstrated 
that  there  was  little,  if  any,  change  in  the  course  of  the  river  between  1855  and 
1859,  but  years  later  the  debris  created  by  logging  operations  caused  the  old 
channel  to  fill  up  and  the  river  to  cut  new  channels.  According  to  the  testimony 
in  the  trial,  the  beginning  point  of  the  reservation  boundary  was  a  certain  rock 
in  Bellingham  Bay  near  the  old  mouth  of  the  river.  When  the  engineer  attempted 
to  locate  the  position  of  this  rock  he  found  a  large  filled-in  area  where  the 
rock  was  supposed  to  be,  made  by  gravel,  logs,  weeds,  and  brush  washed  down  the 
river  and  thrown  up  by  the  tides  of  the  bay.  He  was  assisted  in  his  search  by  a 
number  of  Indians,  four  of  them  over  80  years  old.   These  old  Indians  began 
lining  up  points  on  the  reservation  boundary  as  claimed  by  them  to  have  been 
pointed  out  by  Governor  Stevens  and  soon  agreed  upon  a  point,  whereupon  the 
debris  was  cleared  away  and  the  old  rock  exposed.   In  following  out  the  old 
meanders  the  old  river  channel  was  found  to  be  indicated,  for  the  greater  part 
of  the  way,  by  sloughs  and  even  where  entirely  filled  in,  old  piles  and  fish 
traps  show  the  old  position  of  the  river. 

Alleged  un surveyed  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  Pecan  Island,  Louisiana. — The 
State  of  Louisiana  on  December  5,  1929,  submitted  an  application  for  the  survey 
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of  certain  strips  of  lands,  containing  approximately  27,000  acres,  involving  24 
townships  in  the  vicinity  of  Pecan  Island,  Louisiana,  alleged  to  "be  swamp  in 
character  and  to  have  "been  omitted  from  certain  patents  theretofore  issued  to 
the  State  for  lands  inuring  to  it  under  its  swamp  land  grant.   The  Louisiana 
Furs,  Inc.,  and  a  number  of  other  transferees,  protested  against  the  application 
for  survey  on  the  ground  that  the  lands  had  "been  embraced  in  patents  to  the  State 
and  that  practically  all  of  them  had  been  transferred  by  the  State  to  the 
protestants. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  case  it  was  found  that  irrelation  between  the 
original  surveys  was  responsible  for  the  alleged  unsurveyed  areas.  These  areas 
were  arbitrarily  segregated  in  certain  locations  by  the  State  and  designated  as 
lands  to  which  the  title  had  not  passed  from  the  Government.  In  all  cases  it 
was  apparent  that  the  excess  areas  could  have  been  segregated  in  different  posi- 
tions and  that  these  locations  depended  entirely  upon  which  system  of  control 
was  adopted.   The  State  made  no  attempt  in  their  surveys  to  proportion  the  excess 
measurement  between  actual  surveys. 

The  lands  involved  were  not  actually  surveyed,  but  they  were  certified 
or  patented  by  township  descriptions  ascertained  by  protraction  from  prior  sur- 
veys to  fill  in  a  large  area  of  unsurveyed  lands  notoriously  swamp  and  practi- 
cally surrounded  by  surveyed  lands.  It  was  found  that  the  existing  surveys  on 
the  north,  east,  west,  and  south,  together  with  the  high- water  mark  of  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  formed  a  perimeter  of  the  swamp  area  and  sufficiently  identified  the 
lands  within  that  boundary,  and  that  all  of  the  lands  within  that  area  not  other- 
wise disposed  of  or  reserved  were  certified  or  patented  to  the  State  by  descrip- 
tions with  reference  to  the  protracted  townships. 

By  decision  of  November  28,  1930,  this  office  held  that  the  lands  in 
question  had  been  disposed  of  by  Government  certifications  and  patents  and  that 
the  United  States  was  now  without  authority  to  survey  the  same  or  to  adjust 
disputes  as  to  titles  or  boundaries  as  between  tho  State  and  its  transferees  or 
between  the  transferees .themselves.  This  action  was  affirmed  by  the  Department 
on  April  18,  1931. 

State  Maps. — The  State  map  program  for  the  fiscal  year  1932  includes  a 
revision  of  the  map  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  recently  authorized  by  the  Commis- 
sioner. Since  the  last  previous  issue  of.  this  map  in  1922,  a  considerable 
amount  of  new  work  has  been  executed,  particularly  in  the  national  forests,  and 
in  addition,  the  political  data  shown  upon  the  map  require  revision.   In  this 
instance  the  present  base  will  be  used  without  change  in  the  projection  and  the 
new  surveys  will  be  compiled  and  additions  made  on  that  basis.  The  purpose  of 
the  map  is  to  complete  the  public- land  survey  network  as  of  the  current  date, 
and  also  to  make  such  corrections  and  additions  to  the  political  data  as  may  be 
necessary  to  render  the  map  current  in  all  respects.

It  is  also' directed  that'  vendors  of  material  and  appliances  of .any 
arid'  all  kinds  or  character  or  nature  whatever  and  solicitors  of  patronage 
be  prohibited  from  visiting  the  rooms  of  employees  in  any  of  the  offices 
of  this  Department  during  business  hours. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  day  watchman  and  messengers  to  see  that  this 
regulation  is  enforced  and  promptly  to  report  any  violation  of  it  to  the 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department.

By  the  act  approved  March  4,  1931  (Public  No.  353),  Sections  17  and  27 
of  the  act  of  February  25,  1920  (41  Stat,  437),,  as  amended,  were  amended  and 
reenacted  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  17.  That  all  unappropriated  deposits  of  oil  or  gas 
situated  within  the  known  geologic  structure  of  a  producing  oil  or 
gas  field  and  the  unentered  lands  containing  the  same,  not  subject _ 
to  preferential  lease,  may  be  leased  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  by  competitive  bidding  under  general 
regulations  to  qualified  applicants  in  units  reasonably  compact  of 
not  exceeding  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  such  leases  to  be  conditioned 
upon  the  payment  by  the  lessee  of  such  bonus  as  may  be  accepted  and  of 
such  royalty. as  may  b<?  fixed  in  the  lease,  which  shall  not  be  less  tnan 
13*  per  centum  in. amount  or  value  of  the  production,  and  the  payment  in 
advance  of  a  rental  of  not  less  than  $1  per  acre  per  annum  thereafter 
during  the  continuance  of  the  lease,  the  rental  paid  for  anyone  year 
to  be  credited  against  the  royalties  as  they  accrue  for  that  year. 

"Leases  shall  be  for  a  period  of.  twenty  year.s  with  the  pref- 
erential right  in  the  lessee  to  renew  the  same  for  successive  periods 
of  ten  years-  upon  such  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  pre 
scribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  department  .having  jurisdiction  thereof, 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  law  at  the  time  of  the  expiration  of  such 
periods:  Provided,  That  any  lease  heretofore  or  hereafter  issued 
under  this  act  that  lias  become  .the  subject  of  a  cooperative  or  unit 
plan  of  development  or  operation  of  a  single  oil  or  gas  pool,  or.  area, 
or  other  plan  for  the  conservation  of  the  oil  and  gas  of  a  single  pool 
.  '    or  area,  which  plan  has  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  department 
or  departments  having  jurisdiction  over  the  Government  lands  mcuiaea 
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in  said  plan  as  necessary  or  convenient;  iftythe  public  interest,  shall 
continue  in  force  beyond  said  period  of  twenty  years  .until  the 'termina- 
tion of  such  plan:  And  provided  further 4  That. 'said  Secretary  or  Secre- 
taries shall  report  all  leases  so  continued  to  Congress  at  the  begin- 
ning of  its  next  regular  session  after  the  date  of  such  continuance. 

"Any  cooperative  or  unit  plan  of  development  or  operation, 
which  includes  land  owned  by  the, United  States',  shall  contain  a  pro- 
vision whereby  authority,  limited  as  therein  provided,  is  vested  in  the 
Secretary  of  the  department  or  departments  having  jurisdiction  over 
such  land  to  alter  or  modify  from/time  to  time  in  his  discretion  the 
quantity  and  rate  of  production  under  said  plan.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  is  authorized  whenever  he  shall  deem  such  action  necessary  or 
in  tne  public  interest,  with  the  consent  of  lessee,  by  order  to  suspend 
or  modify  the  drilling  or  producing  requirements  of  any  oil  and  gas 
lease  heretofore  or  hereafter  issued,  and  no  lease  shall  be  deemed  to 
expire  by  reason  of  the  suspension  of  production  pursuant  to  any  such 
order.  Whenever  the  average  daily  production  of  any  oil  well  shall 
not  exceed  ten  barrels  per  day  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  author- 
ized to  reduce  the  royalty  on  future  production  when  in  his  judgment 
the  well  can  not  be  successfully,  operated  upon  the  royalty  fixed  in  the 
lease.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  all  oil  and  ^as 
leases  made  under  this  act. 

Sec.  27.  That  no  person,  association,  or  corporation,  except 
as  herein  provided,  shall  take  or  hold  coal,  phosphate,  or  sodium 
leases  or  permits  during  the  life  of  such  leases  or  permits  in  any  one 
btate  exceeding  m  aggregate  acreage  two  thousand  five  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  for  each  of  said  minerals;  no  person,  association,  or  cor- 
poration shall  take  or  hold  at  one  .'time  oil  or  gas  leases  or  permits 
exceeding  m  the  aggregate  seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  acres 
granted  hereunder  in  any  one  State,  and  not  more  than  two  thousand  five 
nundred  and  sixty  acres  within  the  geologic  structure  of  the  same  pro- 
ducing oil  or  gas  field;  and  no  person,  association,  or  corporation  shall 
take  or  hold  at  one  time  any  interest  or  interests  as  a  member  of  an 
association  or  associations  or  as  a  stockholder  of  a  corporation  or  cor- 
porations holding  a  lease  or  leases,  permit  or  permits,  under  the  pro- 
visions hereof,  which,  together  with  the  area  embraced  in  any  direct 
M  T.   L leaSG  °r  leases>  Pe™it  or  permits,  under  this  act,  or 
which,  together  with  any  other  interest  or  interests,  as  a  member  of 
an  association  or  associations  or  as  a  stockholder  of  a  corporation  or 
v°  i? t;°nS  ^°idinS  a  lease  or  leases,  permit  or  permits,  under  the  pro- 
visions hereof  for  any  kind  of  mineral  leases  hereunder,  exceeds  -in  the  -  • 
aggregate  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  maximum  number  of  acres  of  the 
respective  kinds  of  minerals  allowed  to  any  one  lessee  or  permittee  under 
tnis  act   Any  interests  held  in  violation  of  this  act  shall  be  forfeited

Attorney  General  for  that  purpose  in  the  United  States  district  court- 
lor  tne  district  in  which  the  property,  or-  some  part  thereof,  is  located

authorized  in  his  discretion,  with  the  consent  of  the  holders  of  leases 
or  permits  involved,  to  establish,  alter,  change,  or  revoke,  drilling,  pro- 
ducing', and  royalty  requirements  of  such  leases  or  permits,  and  to  make 
'  such-  regulations  with  reference  to  such  leases  and  permits  with  like,  con- 
sent on  the  part  of  the  lessee  or  lessees  and  permittees  in  connection 
with  the  institution  and  operation  of  any  such  cooperative  or  unit  plan 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  to  secure  the  proper  protection  of 
such  public  interest;  And  provided  further.  That  when  any  permit  has  been 
determined  to  be  wholly  or  in  part  within  the  limits  of  a  producing  oil 
or  gas  field  which  permit  has  been  included,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  a  unit  operating  agreement  or  other  plan 
under  this  act  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  issue  a  lease  for  the 
•area  of  the  permit  so  included  in  said  plan  without  further  proof  of  dis- 
covery: Provided  further.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby 
authorized,  on  such  conditions':  as  "he  may  prescribe,  to  approve  operating, 
^drilling,  or  development ; contracts  made  by  one  or  more  permittees  or 
lessees  in  oil  or  gas  leases  or  permits,  with  one  or  more  persons,  asso- 
ciations j  or  corporations,  whenever  in  his  discretion  and  regardless 
of  acreage  limitations,  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  conservation  of 
natural  products  or  the  public  convenience  or  necessity  may  require  it 
or  the  interests  of  the  United  States  may  be  best  subserved  thereby:  And 
provided  further.  That  except  as  herein  provided,  if  any  .of  the  lands  or 
deposits  leased  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  subleased, 
trusteed,  possessed,  or  controlled  by  any  device  permanently,  temporarily, 
directly,  indirectly,  tacitly,  or  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  so  that  they 
form  a  part  of  or  are  in  anywise  controlled  by  any  combination  in  the  form 
of  an  unlawful  trust,  with  consent  of  lessee,  or  form  the  subject  of  any 
contract  or  conspiracy  in  restraint  of  trade  in  the  mining  or  selling  of 
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coals  phosphate,  oil,  oil  shale,  gas,  or  sodium  entered  into  by  the 
leasee,  or  any  agreement  or  understanding,  written,  verbal,  or  other- 
wise, to  which  such  lessee  shall  be  a  party,  of  which  his  or  its  out- 
put is  to  be  or  become  the  subject,  to  control  the  price  or  prices 
thereof  or  of  any  holding  of  such  lands  by  any  individual,  partner- 
ship, association,  corporation,  or  control  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
of  lands  provided  in  this  act,  the  lease  thereof  shall  be  forfeited  by 
appropriate  court  proceedings:  And  provided  further',  That  nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  existing  leases  within 
the  borders  of  the  Naval  Petroleum' Reserves  or  agreements  concerning 
operations  thereunder  or  in  relation  to  the  same,  but  the  Secretary  of 
the  ITavy  is  hereby  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the  President,  to 
enter  into  agreements  such  as  those  provided  for  herein,  which  agree- 
ments shall  not,  unless  expressed  therein,  operate  to  extend  the  term 
of  any  lease  affected  thereby." 

The  new  legislation  makes  provision  for  cooperative  or  unit  development 
of  a  single  oil  or  gas  field  for  the  puz-pose  of  conserving  the  natural  re- 
sources thereof — v;hen  determined  and  certified  to  be  in  the  public  interest; 
authorizes  approval  of  operating,  drilling,  or  development  contracts  regard- 
less of  acreage  limitations — when  required  by  the  conservation  of  natural 
products  or  the  public  convenience  or  necessity  or  when  the  interests  of  the 
United  States  may  best  be  subserved  thereby;  and  confirms  by  specific  authoriza- 
tion current  practice  in  the  matter  of  suspension  or  modification  of  the 
drilling  or  producing  requirements  of  outstanding  oil  and  gas  leases — when 
deemed  to  be  necessary  or  in  the  public  interest.  Consent  of  the  holders  of 
existing  permits  or  leases  is  prescribed  as  a  prerequisite  to  modification  of 
the  terms  thereof.  With  such  consent,  however,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
is  authorized  to  establish,  alter,  change,  or  revoke  drilling,  producing,  and 
royalty  requirements  of  leases  or  permits  included  in  a  cooperative  or  unit 
plan  of  development  or  operation,  to  make  such  regulations  with  reference  to 
such  leases  and  permits  as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  to  secure  the  proper 
protection  of  the  public  interest;  and  to  suspend  or  modify  the  drilling  or 
producing  requirements  of  leases  though  not  included  in  a  cooperative  or  unit 
plan.  The  act  further  authorizes  issuance  of  leases  without  further  proof  of 
discovery  when  any  permit  under  an  approved  unit  operating  agreement  or  other 
plan  has  been  determined  to  be  wholly  or  in  part  within  the  limits  of  a  pro- 
ducing oil  or  gas  field;  provides  that  any  lease  that  has  become  the  subject  of 
an  approved  cooperative  or  unit  plan  of  development  or  operation  or  other 
approved  plan  for  the  conservation  of  the  oil  and  gas  of  a  single  pool  or  area 
shall  continue  in  force  at  least  until  the  termination  of  such  plan;  and  requires 
that  cooperative  or  unit  plans  of  development  or  operation  shall  vest  authority, 
limited  as  therein  provided,  in  the  Secretary  to  alter  or  modify  from  time  to 
time  the  quantity  and  rate  of  production  under  said  plan. 

(l)  Any  cooperative  or  unit  plan  of  operation  or  development  of  a 
single  pool  or  field  after  discovery  of  oil  or  gas  has  been  made  must  be  by 
agreement  of  all  the  Government  lessees  and  permittees  or  their  representatives 
and  the  owners  or  lessees  of  the  lands  in  private  ownership,  or  by  such  lessees, 
permittees,  and  owners  or  their  representatives  as  will  give  effective  control  of 
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the  production  of  the  pool  or  field.   Such  an  agreement  must  contain  a  pro- 
vision giving  authority,  limited  as  agreed  upon  and  therein  fixed,  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  alter  or  modify  from  time  to  time  the  quantity 
and  rate  of  production  under  the  plan.   In  general,  exercise  of  authority  to 
modify  quantity  and  rate  of  production  will  he  limited  to  modification  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  waste,  discouraging  unreasonable  prices,  or  accomplishing 
other  objects  deemed  necessary  in  the  public  interest. 

(2)  Application  for  a  determination  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
that  a  cooperative  or  unit  plan  of  development  or  operation  of  a  pool  or 
field  is  necessary  or  advisable  in  the  public  interest,  must  be  filed  with  the 
appropriate  oil  and  gas  supervisor,  who  will  consider  the  same  and  transmit  it 
to  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  with  report  and  recommendations.   The 
application  should  be  in  triplicate,  and  should  supply  complete  and  detailed 
facts  and  conditions  which  iii  the  opinion  of  the  applicants  go  to  make  the 
adoption  of  the  plan  necessary  and  advisable  in  the  conservation  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  field  or  pool.  Maps  showing  graphically  the  boundaries  of 
the  area  proposed  to  be  included  in  the  plan,  the  geological  features  on  which 
the  limits  of  the  pool  or  field  are  predicated,  the  location  of  the  wells 
drilled,  and  the  status  of  the  land  holdings  in  the'  area,  should  be  furnished. 
Any  other  data  necessary  to  present  the  complete  picture  of  the  project  should 
be-  included.  A  showing  as  to  all  interests,  record,  operators  and  royalty 
interests  is  desirable,  as  is  also  the  names  of  any  other  than  the  applicants 
who  have  indicated  a  purpose  to  join  in  the  unit  plan. 

(3)  Such,  a  plan  may  be  submitted  by  lessees,  operators,  or  others 
having  substantial  interests  in  the  production  of  the  field  for  determination 
either  before  or  after  the  interests  therein  have  completed  an  agreement  to 
unite  in  a  cooperative  or  unit  plan  of  operation  or  development,  but  no  such 
plan  which  involves  Government  permits  or  leases  will  become  operative  until 
certified  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  provided  in  the  act,  nor  until 
the  completed  articles  of  agreement,  duly  executed,  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Secretary  and  formally  approved  by  Mm. 

(4)  The  provision  of  Section  27,  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  to  approve  operating,  drilling  or  development  contracts  without  regard 
to  acreage  limitations  is  primarily  intended  to  permit  pipe-line  companies  or 
other  operators  to  enter  into  contracts  with  permittees  and  lessees  in  numbers 
sufficient  to  justify  operations  on  a  large  scale  for  the  discovery,  develop- 
ment, production,  or  transportation  of  oil  or  gas  and  to  finance  the  same. 

The  contract  submitted  for  approval  under  this  provision  should  be  accom- 
panied by  a  statement  showing  all  the  interests  held  by  the  contractor  in  the 
field  and  the  proposed  or  agreed  plan  of  operation  or  development  of  the  field. 
All  the  contracts  held  by  the  same  contractor  in  the  field  should  be  submitted  for 
approval  at  the  same  time,  and  full  disclosure  of  the  project  made.  There  must 
be  complete  details  furnished  in  order  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may 
have  facts  to  make  a  definite  determination  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  and  prescribe  the  conditions  on  which  approval  of  the  contracts  is  made. 
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(5)  Leases  included  in  a  plan  approved  "by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
will  automatically  continue  in  force  beyond  the  twenty-year.,  period  for  which 
issued  until  the  termination  of  the  plan.   The  approval  of  ^operating,  drilling, 
or  development  contracts  under  the  provisions  of  Section  27,.'  does  not  consti- 
tute an  approval  of  a  plan  for  the  conservation  of  the  oil  and. gas  of  a  single 
pool  or  area  within  the  meaning  of  Section  17.  The  benefits. of  extension  beyond 
the  normal  twenty-year  period  is  limited  to  leases  which  have. been  included  in 

a  field,  pool,  or  areal  plan  for  conservation  of  oil  and  gas  consented  to  by 
effectively  controlling  interests  of  the  field,  pool,  or  .area,  determined  and 
certified  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  be  necessary  or  advisable  in  the 
public  interest  and  formally  approved  by  him  as  a  plan  for  the  conservation  of 
oil  and  gas.  - 

(6)  Where  a  permit  is  wholly  or  in  part  within  the  limits  of  a  pool  or 
field  included  in  an  approved  cooperative  or  unit  plan,  a  lease  may  be  issued 
for  such  area  of  the  permit  as  is  within  the  limits  of  the  pool  or  field  without 
further  proof  of  discovery.  This  provision  will"  result  generally  in  the  granting 
of  no  further  extension  of  such  permit  as  to  the  lands  in  the  pool  or  field, 

but  the  permittee  will  be  required  to  apply  for  and  hold  under  lease.  Such 
lease  will  be  at  a  royalty  of  5  per  cent  for  not  exceeding  one-fourth  of  the  area 
of  the  permit  within  the  pool  or  field.  The  area  not  included  in  the  lease  may 
be  held  under  and  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  outstanding  permit. 

(7)  Sections  17  and-27,  as  amended,  do  not  affect  existing  leases  in 
Naval  Petroleum  Reserves,  but  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized,  with  the 
consent  of  the  President,  to  enter  into  agreements  such  as  those  provided  for 
in  the  act.

Instructions  in  re  applica- 
tions "by  Indiana    to  make 
stock-raising  homestead  entries.

Sirs: 

On  May  29,   1931,    the' -Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior   instructed     this 
office  in  respect  to  application's  to  make  stock  raising  homestead  entries  "by 
Indians,    as  follows: 

"This  will  refer  to   the  letter  of  your  office  forwarding  a 
telegram'  from  'John  T.  Murphy,'  Chief  of  Field  Division  at  Santa 
Ee,   New  Mexico,    which  reads  as  follows: 

1!,Large  number  Navajo  Indians  living  off  reservation  on  public 
land  desire  'and  contemplate  making  stock  raising,  homesteads  for 
land  occupied  and  unoccupied  "by  them  under  existing  laws  and 
regulations.      Will  it  be  necessary  for  Indians  to  pay  legal  fees 

and  commissions?'  , 

•  '..■■.-.'-■ 

"A  more  recent  telegram  from  Mr.  Murphy' shows  that  there  are 
two  classes  of  persons  who  contemplate  making  stock  raising  home- 
steads on  the  public   domain,   viz: 

'' 
"(1)   Those  desiring  to  make  entries  for  640  acres  under  what 

is  known  as  the  Indian' Homestead  Act  of  July  4,    1834  (23  Stat. 

96),    as  Indians  and  receive  trust  patents,    and, 

"(2)   Those  desiring  to  make  entries  for  640  acres  under  the 
stock  raising  homestead  act  of  December  29,   1916   (39  Stat.   862), 
as  citizens  and  receive  fee  patents. 

■  "The  aci  of  July  4,    1884,    supra,   provides: 

"'That   such  Indians  as  may  now  be  located  on  public  lands,,  or 
as  may,-  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 'Interior, .  or 
otherwise,   hereafter,    so  locate,   may  avail  themselves  of  the 
provisions  of  the  homestead  laws  as  fully  and  to   the  same  extent 
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as  may  now  "be  done   "by  citizens  of  the  United  States;    and  to 
add  such  Indians  in  maiding  "selections  of  homesteads  and  the 
necessary  proofs  at   the  proper  land  offices,    one  thousand 
dollars,    or  so  much  thereof 'as  may  be  necessary,    is  hereby 
appropriated;   hut  no  fees  or  commissions  shall  be  charged  on 
account  of  said  entries  or  proofs.-     All  patents  therefor  shall 
be  of  the  legal  effect,    and  declare  that- the  United  States 
does  and  will  hold  the  land  thus  entered  for  the  period  of 
twenty-five  years,    in  trust  for  the   sole  use  and  benefit  of 
the  Indian  ~by  whom   such  entry  shall  have  oeen  made,   or,    in 
case  of  his  decease,    of  his  widow  and  heirs  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  State  or  Territory  where  such  land  is  located, 
and  that -at 'the  expiration  of  said  period  the  United  States 
will  convey  the  same  "by  patent  :to   said  Indian,    or  his  widow 
and  heirs  as  aforesaid,    in  fee, :  discharged  of  said  trust  and 
free  of  all  charge  or  incumbrance  whatsoever.' 

"After  setting  out  in  your  letter  that  this  act  has  received 
varying  interpretations  in  your  office,  the  opinion  is  expressed 
therein  that  said  act  'should  be  construed  to  apply  to  homestead 
entries  by  Indians  under  the  general,  the  enlarged  or  the  stock 
raising  homestead  laws.  It  does  not  seam  that  the  benefits  of  the 
act  should  be  'withheld  from  the  Indians  because  of  modifications 
in  the  homestead  laws  subsequent   to   the  passage  of  the  act.' 

"The  act  of  March  3,    1875  (13   Stat.  420),   contains  the  first 
legislation  extending  the  benefits  of  the  general  homestead  law     to 
Indians.     It  is  provided  in  Sections  15  and -15  of  said  act: 

"'Sec.   15.     That  ony  Indian  born  in  the  United  States,    who 
is   the  head  of  a  family,    or  who  has  arrived  at   the   age  of'  twenty- 
one  years,    and  who  has  abandoned,    or  may  hereafter  abandon, 
his  tribal  relations,    shall,    on  malting  satisfactory  proof  of 
such  abandonment,   under  rules  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,   be   entitled  to   the  benefits  of  the  act   en- 
titled 'An  act  to   secure  homesteads  to  actual  settlers  on 
the  public   domain, '    approved  May  twentieth,    eighteen  hundred' 
and  sixty-two,  •  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,    except  that 
the  provisions  of  the  eighth  section  of  the  said  act  shall  not 
be  held  to  apply  to   entries  made  under  this  act:      provided, 
however.    That  the   title  to  lands  acquired  by  any  Indian  by 
virtue  hereof  shall  not  be   subject  to  alienation  or  incum- 
brance,   either  by  voluntary  conveyance  or  the   judgment, 
decree,    or  order  of  any  court,    and  shall  be  and  remain  in- 
alienable for  a  period  of 'five  years  from  the  date  of  the 
patent  issued  therefor:     Provided,    That  any  such  Indian  shall 
be   entitled  to  his  distributive  share  of  all  annuities,    tribal 
funds,    lands,    and  other  property,    the  same  as  though  he  had 
maintained  his  tribal  relations;    and  any  transfer,    alienation, 
or  incumbrance  of  any  interest  he  may  hold  or  claim  by  reason 
of  Ms  fonuor  tribal  relations  shall  be  void. 

'Sec,   16.     That  in  all  cases  in  which  Indians  have  •hereto- 
fore entered  public  lands  under  the  homestead'  law,   and'  have 
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proceeded  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  Commissioner  of   the  General  Land  Office,    or   in   which 
they  may  hereafter  ho  allowed  to   so   enter  under  said  regu- 
lations prior   to  the' promulgation'  of  regulations   to  he 
established  by  the   Secretary  of  the  interior  under  the 
fifteenth  section  of  this  act,    and  in  which  the  conditions 
prescribed  by  law  have  been  or  may  be  complied  with,    the 
entries  so  allowed  are  hereby  confirmed,    and  patents  shall 
be  issued  thereon;    subject,   however,    to   the  restrictions 
and  limitations  contained  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  this 
act   in  regard  to  alienation  aiid  incumbrance.' 

"For   quite  a  long  period  the  act  of  1884  was  construed  as 
being  intended  to  amend  or  supersede  the  act  of  1875;    among  other 
things,    that  an  entryman  under   the  act  of  1875  who  had  not  fully 
complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  that  act  prior   to   the  act  of 
1884,   might  complete  his  entry  arid  receive  patent  under   the  later 
act,    v/hich  provides  that  the  land  shall  be  held  in  trust   for  25 
years.     But  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  United  States  v. 
Hemmer    (241  U.    S.    379),    held  that   the  act   of  1884  did  not  repeal, 
amend,   nor  modify  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1875;    that   all  of 
the  provisions  of  the   two   acts   stand  together  and  remain  in  force; 
and  that   the  act  of  1884  did  not  have  the  effect  to   extend  from 
5  years  to  25  years  the  restriction  on  alienation  of  the  land  ac- 
quired by  an  Indian  homesteader  under  the  act  of  1875. 

"However,    as  to  policy  it  is  clear  that  the  act   of  1884  was 
but  a  continuation  of  that  established  by  the  act  of  1875;    that  is, 
to  protect  the   Indians  against  a  hasty  and  improvident  alienation 
of  their  lands,   both  acts  relating  to   the   same   subject.      Bearing 
this  in  mind,    the  provision   in  the  act  of  1875,    ~   'be  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  the  act  entitled  'in  act  to  secure  homesteads  to 
actual  settlers  on  the  public  domain,1    approved  May  twentieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,    and  .the  acts  amendat ory  thereof,1    - 
taken  in  connection  with  the  provisions  of  the  act   of  1884,    would 
seem  to   support  the  position  of  your   office  as  follows:      JIt  does 
not   seem  that   the  benefits  of  the  act   should  be  withheld  from  the 
Indians  because  of  modifications  in  the  homestead  laws  subsequent 
to   the  passage  of  the   act.'    (1384.)      Therefore,    it   is   the  view  of 
the  Deportment  that  the  persons  above  referred  to   as  Class  1  may 
be  permitted  to  make   stock  raising  homesteads  under   the  act  of 
July  4,    1884,    as  Indians,    and  under   the  provisions   of  which  they 
are  to  receive  trust  patents  and  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of 
fees   and  commissions. 

"As   to  Class  2  of  persons  above  referred  to  who   desire  to  make 
stock  raising  homestead  entries  under  the  act  of  1916  as  citizens 
and  receive  fee  patents,    they  must  proceed  as  such  as  distinguished 
from  Indians,    subject   to  compliance  with  the  conditions,    qualifica- 
tions,   and  requirements  of   said  act  as  amended,    including  the  pay- 
ment of  regular  fees  and  commissions." 
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Accordingly,    when  an  Indian  presents' an.  application  to  make  a  stock 
raising  homestead- entry  for  "vacant  ;unreserved  surveyed  public  land,   under   the 
act  of  July  4,    1884,    without  payment  .of  fee  and  commissions,    and  presents  a 
certificate  from "the  Commissioner  of  Indian.  Affairs  that  he   is  entitled  as  an 
Indian  to  make   entry  under   the   said,  act  of  1884,    you  will   allow  the  entry  if 
all  else  appears  regular 'under   the  homestead  laws,    without  requiring  the  pay- 
ment of  fee  and  commissions,    and  forward  .the  .same  with  your   regular  returns  and 
report  the  allowance  on  your  abstract  of  entries.    ■ 

If  the  Indian  desires   to  make  entry. ;under   the  act  of  1884,   but  does  not 
present  the  required  certificate  from  the  Indian  Office,    you  will   suspend  the 
application  for  a  period  of  60  days,    to  allow  the  Indian   to  procure  the  certif- 
icate.    If  not  filed  within  the  time  allowed,    you  will  reject  the   application 
subject   to   the  usual  right  of  appeal,  .     ■     . 

If  the  Indian  applicant   applies  to  enter  \mder  the   stock  raising  act  as 
a  citizen,   paying  the  usual   fee  and  commissions,   you  will  treat   the  application 
precisely- the  same  as  applications  by  citizens  not  Indians.

■  schedule  of  serial  numbers  relating 
to   filings  under  mineral  leasing  act.

United  States  Land  Offices. 

Sirs: 

Beginning  July  1,    1931,    in  the  preparation  of  your  general  schedule 
of  serial  numbers,    all  filings  under  the  mineral  leasing  act  of  February 
25,   1920  (-±1  Stat.  437),    the  act  of  February  7,    1927   (44  Stat.   1057),    and 
the  act  of  October  20,    1914  (38  Stat.   741,    Alaska  only),    vail  be   so  designated 
as  to  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  mineral   sought  or  the  desire  of  the  applicant; 
that  is,    whether  the  filing  is  an  application  for  permit,    license  to  mine 
coal,    o/.*  application  for  lease.      In  other  words,    the  general  schedule  should 
be  so  prepared  that  this  office  upon  receipt  of  same  may,    for  statistical 
purposes,   compile  therefrom  the  original  business  under  the  various  classes 
of  applications  and  minerals. 

The  "Remarks"    column  of  the  schedule  will  be  prepared  as  at  present 
showing  the   disposition  of  the  filing  during  the  period  for  which  furnished. 
The  only  change  will  be  in  column  "Kind  of  Application  or  Entry,"      In  this 
column,  use  such  abbreviations  as  "Appn  0-0  permit,"   "Appa     0»G  lease,"    "Appn 
Oil  Shale  lease,"    "Appn  coal  license,"    "Appn  coal  permit,"    "Appn     phosphate 
lease,"    "Appn   sodium  permit,"   "Appn  potash  permit,"    etc.

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PUBLIC  LAUDS  RESTORED  TO  HOMESTEAD  ENTRY  AND  OTHER  DISPOSITION 
BY.  PROCLAMATION,  EXECUTIVE  OR  DEPARTMENTAL  ORDER. 

Preference  Rights  to  Ex-Service  Men. 

General  Method  of  Opening: 

House  Joint  Resolution  181,  Public  Resolution  No.  35  approved  June  12, 
1930,  amended  Public  Resolution  No.  29,  of  Frebuary  14,  1920  (41  Stat.  434),  as 
amended  January  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  358),  and  as  extended  December  28,  1922  (42 
Stat.  1067),  by  providing  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  February  14, 
1930,  on  the  opening  of  public  or  Indian  lands  to  entry  or  the  restoration  to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  withdrawn  from  entry,  officers,  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines  who  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in 
any  war,  military  occupation' or  military  expedition  and  been  honorably  separated 
or  discharged  therefrom  or  placed  in  the  regular  army  or  naval  reserve  shall 
have  a  preferred  right  of  entry  under  the  homestead  or  desert-land  laws,  if 
qualified  thereunder,  except  as  against  prior  existing  valid  settlement  rights 
and  preference  rights  conferred  by  existing  laws  or  equitable  claims  subject  to 

allowance  and  confirmation  for /'a  period  of  not  less  than  90;  days  before  the 
general  opening  of  such  lands' 'to  disposal.  Said  resolution  also  extends  the 
same  preference  rights  to  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  served  with 

the  allied  armies  during  the  World  War  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  upon 
their  resumption  of  citizenship  in  the  United  States  provided  the  service  with 
the  allied  armies  shall  be  similar  to  the  service  with  the  army  of  the  United 
States  for  which  recognition  is  granted  by  said  resolution  No.  29  as  amended. 

When  any  surveyed  lands  within  the  provisions  of  the  public  resolutions 
are  opened  or  restored  to  disposition  under  the  authority  of  the  Department, 
such  lands,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  order  of  restoration,  shall  become 
subject  to  appropriation  under  the. laws  applicable  thereto  in  the  following 
manner,  and  not  otherwise: 

Lands  not  affected  by  the  preference  rights  conferred  by  the  acts  of 
August  18,  1894  (28  Stat.  394),  or  June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.  233),  or  February  14, 
1920  (41  Stat.  407),  will  be  subject  to  entry  by  soldiers  under  the  homestead 
and  desert-land  laws,  where  both  of  said  laws  are  applicable,  or  under  the 
homestead  law  only,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  a  period  of  91  days,  beginning  with 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  township  plat  in  the  case  of  surveys  or  resurveys, 
and  with  the  date  specified  in  the  order  of  restoration  in  all  other  cases, 
and  thereafter  to  disposition  under  all  of  the  public  land  laws,  applicable 
thereto,  except  where  homestead  entrymen  are  granted  a  prior  preference  period 
under  the  order.  Por  a  period  of  20  days  and  for  a  like  period  prior  to  the 
date  or  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  entry  by  the  general  public,  soldiers 
in  the  first  instances,  and  qualified  applicants  in  the  second,  may  execute  and 
file  their  applications,  and  all  such  applications  presented  within  such  20 
day  periods,  together  with'those  offered  at  9  o'clock  a.m.,  standard  time,  on 
the  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  appropriation  under  such  applications, 
shall  be  treated  as  filed  simultaneously. 
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Unsurveyed  lands  are  not  subject  to  homestead  or  desert-land  entry.  A 
homestead  entry  may  embrace  160  acres,  or  an  approximation  thereof,  and  where 
the  lands  are  of  the  character  contemplated  by  the  320  or  640  acres  homestead 
acts,  applications  for  the  unappropriated  lands  may  be  filed  by  qualified 
persons,  under  either  of  said  acts,  accompanied  by  proper  petitions,  if  undesig- 
nated, for  the  designation  of  lands  thereunder,  and  such  applications  will  be 
suspended  pending  determination  as  to  the  character  of  such  lands.

OIL  AND  GAS  ACTIVITIES . 

During  the  month  of  June,  the  division  handling  oil  and  gas  prospecting 
permits  under  Sections  13~20  of  the  leasing  act  received  726  cases  for  recon- 
sideration; 9  permits  were  reinstated  and  6  new  permits  based  upon  applications 
filed  prior  to  the  order  of  March  13,  1929,  were  granted;  5  applications  were 
finally  rejected  in  whole  and  1  in  part;  4  decisions  of  the  Secretary  were 
promulgated,  2  affirming  and  2  modifying  this  office;  15  cases  were  considered 
for  abandonment  of  wells;  15  assignments  were  disposed  of;  121  extensions  of 
time  were  acted  upon  and  107  applications  for  extensions  of  time  were  forwarded 
to  the  departmental  committee.  Twenty-one  permits  were  held  for  cancellation  . 
and  18  permits  were  canceled;  520  letters  were  written  of  which  111  were'  replies 
to  inquiries. 

Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving  leases, 
82  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;  16  leases  involving  9  cases  were 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  for  authorization;  7  leases , involving  3  cases  were 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  for  execution,  and  3  leases  .involving  .2  cases 
were  delivered;  6  lease  applications  were  rejected  subject  to  appeal;  8 
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applications  involving  7  oases  wore  considered  in  connection  with  drilling 
and  producing  relief.  Nine  leases  involving  4  cases  were  mailed  to 'the 
lessee  for  execution;  9  assignments  were  disposed  of;  12  sales  contracts  were 
acted  upon,  and  2  leases  were  canceled  in  part.  Miscellaneous  actions  in- 
volving 17  cases  were  taken  and  133  letters  were  written  'Of  which  40  were 
replies  to  inquiries,

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By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  the  matter  contained  herein  is 
published  as  administrative  information  and  is  required  for  the  proper  trans- 
action of  public  "business.  .  • 
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OREGON  AND  CALIFORNIA  TAX  UNIT. 

Under  the  act  of  July  13,  1926  (44  Stat.,  915),  providing  for  payments  to 
certain  Oregon  counties,  involving  Oregon  and  California  Railroad  revested  lands, 
•one  claim  was  received  during  the  month  of  July,  amounting  to  $17,441.76.   One 
claim  was  certified  during  the  month  for  $8,728,39.  Fourteen  claims  for  the  year 
1930  have  been  received,  aggregating  $468,893.15,  of  which  5  have  "been  certified 
for  $205,509.34,  leaving  9  claims  ponding  in  the  amount  of  $263,403.44. 

SURVEY  NOTES. 

Re surveys  within  the  Dry  Creek  Oil  Field,  Montana The  Geological  Survey 

has  requested  the  re survey  of  lands  in  Tsf  6  and  7  S.,  R.  21  E. ,  P.  M. ,  Montana, 
within  the  Dry  Creek  oil  field,  in  order  to  properly  define  the  "boundaries  of  the 
public  lands  and  those  lands  wherein  the  mineral  rights  have  "been  retained  by  the 
Government.   The  oil  and  gas  supervisor  of  the  Geological  Survey  has  stated  that 
the  official  surveys,  which  were  executed  under  the  contract  system  in  1888,  are 
defective,  and  he  recommends  that  a  re survey  be  undertaken  as  an  administrative 
measure  in  order  to  protect  the  public  interest.   The  District  Cadastral  Engineer 
at  Helena,  Montana,  has  been  requested  to  submit  a  report  on  survey  conditions  in 
the  area.  He  states  that  the  original  surveys  in  portions  of  these  townships 
are  very  defective,  and  concurs  in  the  view  that  a  re survey  is  essential.   In  view 
of  the  situation  as  thus  presented,  the  resurvey  of  the  lands  within  the  Dry 
Creek  oil  field  in  the  townships' above  designated  has  been  authorized  as  an  ad- 
ministrative measure  and  will  be  undertaken  during  the  current  field  season. 

Colorado  Resurvey. — The  resurvey  of  T.  8  IT. ,  R.  42  7/.,  6th  P.  M. ,  under 
Group  240,  Colorado,  is  among  the  recent  acceptances  by  this  office.  This 
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resurvey  was  applied  for  "by  the  Judge  of  the  District  Court  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  September  21,  1918  (40  Stat.  965),  and  is  the  first  instance  to 
cone  "before  this  office  where  the  clause  of  the  act  providing  for  resurvey  "by 
application  of  a  court  has  "been  invoked.   This  township  is  situated  in  what  is 
probably  the  most  productive  dry  farming  district  of  the  State  and  is  entirely 
alienated  land.   It  is  one  of  a  block  of  four  townships  in  which  no  original 
corners  have  been  found,  and  where  an  excessive  latitudinal  distance  hay  occa- 
sioned serious  confusion  as  to  the  boundaries  of  the  claims.   The  resurvey  as 
executed  accomplishes,  by  strictly  dependent  resurvey  procedure,  the  restoration 
of  the  original  survey.

'  '  '   ■  Iron  Survey  Posts. — On  July  8,  1931,  this  office  authorized  the  Chief  of 
Ordnance,  War  Department,  to  have  manufactured,  through  the  Rock  Island  Arsenal, 
a  supply  of  iron  survey  posts,  for  use  in  the  field  during  the  current  fiscal 
year,  at  a  total  cost  not  to  exceed  $12,000,  payable  from  the  appropriation  for 
surveying  public  lands,  1932,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  February  14,  1931  (46 
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Stat.  1118),  with  the  understanding  that,  as  in  the  past,  the  posts  will  be 
supplied  at  the  actual  cost  of  manufacture.   The  Chief  of  Ordnance  has  estimated 
that  under  present  cost  conditions  as  to  material  and  labor,  there  can  be  manu- 
factured, within  the  limit  of  cost  authorized,  10,800  one-inch  posts  and  3,600 
two-inch  posts,  and  that  the  work  can  be  commenced  as  soon  as  there  can  be 
arranged  through  the  Treasury  Department  a  transfer  of  credit  in  the  amount 
authorized.  This  matter  has  been  placed  before  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
for  appropriate  action.

Tlie  act  of  June  13,  1930  (46  Stat.  581),,  .amends  the  act  of  April  21,  1928 
(45  Stat.  439),  to  read  as  follows:  '' 

That  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  permit  taxation  of  lands  of 
homestead  and  desert-land  entrymen  under  the  reclamation  act," 
approved  April  21,  1923,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:   "That  the 
lands  of  any  homestead  entryman  under  the  act  of  June  17,  1902, 
known  as  the  reclamation  act,  or  any  act  .amendatory  thereof  or 
supplementary  thereto,  and  the'  lands  of  any  entryman  on   ceded 
Indian  lands  within  any  Indian  irrigation  project,  may,  after 
satisfactory  proof  of  residence,  improvements,  and  cultivation, 
and  acceptance  of  such  proof  ."by  the  General  Land  Office,  be  taxed 
by  the  State  or  political  subdivision  thereof  in  which  such  lands 
are  located  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  lands 
of  a  like  character  held  under  private  ownership  may  be  taxed.       .-,,  ,.:■< 

"Sec.  2.   The  lands  of  any  desert-land  entryman  located  within 
an  irrigation  project  constructed  under  the  reclamation  act  and 
obtaining  a  water  supply  from  such  project,  and  for  whose  land      •..'••;•-, 
water  has  been  actually  available  for  a  period  of  four  years,  may 
likewise  be  taxed  by  the  State  or  political  subdivision  thereof  - 
'in  which  such  lands' are  located.  ."  . :.  .-,. .  •._■. 

"Sec.  3.  All  such  taxes  legally  assessed  shall  be  a  lien. ..,;.... 
upon  the  lands  and  may  be  enforced  up6n  said  lands  by  the  sale 
thereof  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  proceeding  whereby 
said  taxes  are  enforced'  against  lands  held  under  private  owner* 
ship;  but  the  title  or  interest  which  the  State  or  political 
subdivision  thereof  may  convey  by  tax  sale,  tax  deed,  or  as  a 
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result  of  any  tax  proceeding  shall  be  subject  to  a  prior  lien  re- 
served to  the  United  States  for  all  due  and  unpaid  installments  on 
the  appraised  purchase  price  of  such  lands  and  for  all  the  unpaid 
charges  authorized  by  law  whether  accrued  or  otherwise.   The  holder 
of  such  tax  deed  or  tax  title  resulting  from  such  tax  shall  be  en- 
titled to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  in  the  land  of  an  assignee 
of  such  entryman  on  ceded  Indian  lands  or  of  an  assignee  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  June  23,  1910,  as  amended,  or  of  any  such 
entries  in  a.  Federal  reclamation  project  constructed  under  said 
act  of  June  17,  1902,  as  sitpplemented  or  amended. 

"Sec.  4.   If  the  lands  of  any  such  entryman  shall  at  any  time 
revert  to  the  United  States  for  any  reason  whatever,  all  such  liens 
or  tax  titles  resulting  from  assessments  levied  after  the  date  of 
this  amendatory  act  upon  such  lands  in  favor  of  the  State  or 
political  subdivision  thereof  wherein  the  lands  are  located,  shall 
be  and  shall  be  held  to  have  been,  thereupon  extinguished;  and  the 
levying  of  any  such  assessment  by  such  State  or  political  sub- 
division shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  agreement  on  its  part,  in  the 
event  of  such  reversion,  to  execute  and  record  a  formal  release  of 
such  lien  or  tax  title." 

Section  1  of  the  act  of  Jane  13,  1930,  amends  the  act  of  April  21,  1928, 
so  as  to  make  it  applicable  to  the  lands  of  any  entryman  within  any  Indian  irri- 
gation project  on  ceded  Indian  lands,  after  satisfactory  proof  of  residence,  im- 
provement, and  cultivation,  under  the  homestead  law,  and  acceptance  of  such  proof 
by  the  General  Land  Office;  as  well  as  to  lands  of  reclamation  homestead  entry- 
men  under  the  act  of  June  17,  1902,  after  final  proof  and  compliance  with  the 
ordinary  requirements  of  the  homestead  law  have  been  made  and  accepted  by  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office. 

Section  3  of  said  act  of  June  13,  1930,  provides  that  the  title  or  interest 
conveyed  by  tax  sale,  tax  deed,  or  as  a  result  of  any  tax  proceeding  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  prior  lien  reserved  to  the  United  States  for  all  due  and  unpaid  install- 
ments on  the  appraised  purchase  price  of  the  lands  and  for  all  the  unpaid  charges 
authorized  by  law  whether  accrued  or  otherwise. 

By  section  4  of  said  act  of  June  13,  1930,  a  new  section  has  been  added 
to  the  act  of  April  21,  1928.   In  said  section  4  Congress  has  conditioned  its 
consent  to  the  taxation,  by  the  State  or  political  subdivision  thereof,  of  lands 
of  homestead  and  desert-land  entrymen  under  the  reclamation  act,  and  of  homestead 
entries  within  irrigation  projects  on  ceded  Indian  lands  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
final  certificate  thereon  by  providing,  with  respect  to  liens  or  tax  titles  re- 
sulting from  assessments  levied  after  June  13,  1950,  on  such  entered  lands,  for 
the  extinguishment  of  all  such  liens  or  tax  titles  if  the  lands  of  the  entryman 
should  at  any  time  revert  to  the  United  States  for  any  reason  whatever;  for  the 
execution  and  recording  by  the  proper  State  authorities  of  a  formal  release  of 
such  lien  or  tax  title  in  the  event  of  siich  reversion,  and  that  "the  levying  of 
any  such  assessment  by  such  State  or  political  subdivision  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
an  agreement  on  its  part,  in  the  event  of  such  reversion,  to  execute  and  record  a 
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formal  release  of  such  lien  or  tax  title."  The  matter; 'of  bonf erring  upon  the 
States  or  political  subdivisions  thereof -permission-  to  tax  such  land  and  upon 
terms  rests  exclusively  with  Congress,  "Following  the  plain  provisions  of  said 
section  4  it  is  held,  with  reference  to  liens  or  tax  titles  resulting  from  assess 
ments  levied  after  June  13,  1930,  that  on  the  reversion' of  the  entered  land  to 
the  United  States  by  relinquishment  or  cancellation  for  any  cause,  or  for  any 
reason  whatever,  all  such  liens  or  tax  titles  are  thereupon  extinguished  and  the 
land  is  restored  to  the  United  States  free  of  all  such  liens  or  tax  titles. 

Circular  ITo.  1176  (52  L.  D.  511),  is  amended  as  set  forth  herein. 

Hie  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  permit  taxation  by  States  or  political  sub- 
divisions thereof,  prior  to  the  issuance  of  final  certificate,  of  lands  embraced 
in  reclamation  homestead  entries,  and  in  desert-land  entries  within  irrigation 
projects  constructed  under  the  reclamation  act  and  obtained  a  water  supply  from 
a  reclamation  project,  and  of  homestead  entries  on  ceded  Indian  lands  within  any 
Indian  irrigation  project. 

Homestead  entries  under  the  reclamation  act  and  homestead  entries  on 
ceded  Indian  lands  within  any  Indian  irrigation  project  are  made  subject  to  such 
taxation  after  the  submission  of  satisfactory  final  proof  under  the  ordinary  pro- 
visions of  the  homestead  law  and  upon  the  acceptance  thereof  "oy   the  Commissioner 
of  the-  G-eneral  Land  Office,  and  desert-land  entries  located  within  irrigation 
projects  constructed  under  the  reclamation  act  and  obtaining  a  water  supply  from 
such  project  at'  any  time  after  water  from  said  project  has  been  actually  availabl* 
for  the  irrigation  of  the  lands  in  the  entry  for  four  years. 

Taxes  legally  so  assessed  by  the  State  or  political  subdivision  thereof 
under  the  acts'  of  April  21,  1928,  and  June  13,  1950,  constitute  a  lien  upon  the 
land,  subject  to  the  prior  lien  of  the  United  States  for  all  due  and  unpaid  in- 
stallments of  the  appraised  purchase  price  of  the  lands  and  for  all  the  unpaid 
charges  authorized  ''oy   law,  whether  accrued  or  otherwise,  and  such  lien  may  be 
enforced  by  the  State  or  political  subdivision  thereof  by  the  sale  of  the  lands 
under  proceedings  had  as  in  case  of  lands  held  in  private  ownership. 

Ho  tax  assessed  or  levied,  if  any,  prior  to  April  21,  1928,  by  the  State 
or  political  subdivision  thereof,  is  validated  by  either  the  act  of  April  21, 
1928,  or  June  13,  1930. 

In  case  of  the  sale  for  unpaid  taxes  of  lands  included  in  homestead  en- 
tries on  ceded  Indian  lands  within  any  Indian  irrigation  project,  or  of  a  recla- 
mation homestead  entry,  or  a  desert- land  entry  within  an  irrigation  project  con- 
structed under  the  reclamation  act  and  obtaining  its  water  supply  from  such  a 
project,  the  holder  of  the  tax  deed  or  tax  title  resulting  from  such  tax  sale' 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  as  to  such  homestead  entries, 
of  an  assignee  homestead  entryman  on  such  ceded  Indian  lands  or  of  an  assignee 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  23,  1910  (36  Stat.  592),  and  section  2  of 
the  act  of  March  28,  1908  (35  Stat.  52),  as  to  desert-land  entries,  only  when 
application  for  recognition  as  assignee  has  been  filed  in  accordance  with  the 
governing  regulations  (see  47  L.  D.  417  as  to  homestead  entries  and  50  L.  D.  453, 
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as  to  desert-land  entries),  and  also  satisfactory  proof  of  such  tax  title  and 
showing  that  the  period  of  redemption  has  expired.  After  acceptance  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office  of  such  evidence  as  satisfactory,  the  name 
of  such  assignee  shall  he  endorsed  upon  the  records  of  the  General  .and  local 
offices  and  such  assignee  shall  he  entitled 'to  the  rights  of  one  holding  a  com- 
plete and  valid  assignment  under' said  act  of  June  23,  1910,  or  the  act  of  March 
28,  1908,  supra,  and  such  assignee  may  at  any  time  thereafter  receive  patent  with 
lien  reserved  (in  proper  cases)  under  the  act  of  August  9,  1912  (37  Stat.  265), 
as  amended  and  extended,  for  all  unpaid  installments,  including,  in  proper  cases, 
all  sums  due  or  to  become  due  to  the  United  States  on  account  of  the  purchase 
price  of  the  land,  upon  submitting  satisfactory  proof  of  reclamation  reouired  by 
the  act  of  June  17,  1902  (32  Stat.  308),  and  acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  in  case 
of  desert-land  entries,  the  claimant  upon  submitting. satisfactory  final  proof 
under  the  act  of  March  3,  1877  (10  Stat.  377),  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  March  3, 
1891  (26  Stat.  1095),  section  5  of  June  27,  1906  (34  Stat.  520),  June  6,  1930 
(46  Stat.  502),  and  June  13,  1930  (46  Stat.  581),  and  making  the  payments  re- 
quired by  said  acts,  shall  receive  patent  with  lien  reserved  in  proper  cases. 
The  holder  of  the  tax  deed  or  tax  title,  applying  for  recognition  as  assignee, 
as  aforesaid,  must  submit  proper  evidence  of  tax  title.  As  the  laws  governing  the 
sale  of  lands  for  taxes  are  not  the  same  in  the  several  States  affected  by  this 
act  and  as  in  some  instances  more  than  one  method  of  conducting  sales  is  per- 
mitted, and  as  the  period  in  which  redemption  may  be  made  varies,  it  is  not 
thought  advisable  to  formulate  specific  rules  governing  evidence  or  proof  of  tax 
titles.  However,  the  following  general  rules  must  be  observed:   If  the  tax  title 
is  based  on  court  proceedings,  a  copy  of  the  decree  or  order  of  the  court  under 
the  seal  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  must  be  furnished.  The  certificate  of  the 
clerk  of  the-  court  should  make  specific  reference  to  the  laws  governing  such  sale 
and  show  that  the  period  of  redemption  has  expired  without  redemption  having  been 
made,  citing  the  statute.   If  the  sale  was  made  by  the  State  or  political  sub- 
division thereof  or  under  other  than  court  proceedings,  the  certificate  of  the 
officer  conducting  such  sale,  under  the  seal  of  his  office,  must  be  furnished. 
This  certificate  should  show  that  all  steps  necessary  to  legalize  such  sale  v?ere 
taken,  citing  the  statutes,  and  should  show  that  the  period  of  redemption  has  ex- 
pired without  redemption  being  made. 

In  cases  of  application  for  exchange  of  reclamation  homestead  entries 
under  said  act  of  June  17,  1902,  in  whole  or  in  part  (of  lands  not  sold  at  tax 
sale),  or  application  to  amend,  where  the  proof  as  to  residence,  improvements, 
and  cultivation  in  support  of  the  base  land  has  been  accepted  as  satisfactory 
(see  subsection  M.  of  section  4  of  the  act  of  December  5,  1924,  43  Stat.  672,  and 
■section  44  of  the  act  of  May  25,  1926,  44  Stat.  636  and  the  regulations  under  said 
act  of  May  25,  1926,  51  L.  D.  525,  52  L.  D.  193),  there  must  be  furnished  in  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  evidence  a  certificate  by  the  proper  State  or  county  tax  officer 
showing  that  there  are  no  unpaid  taxes  or  tax  sales  charged  against  the  land  or 
tax  deeds  outstanding  and  that  the  accrued  taxes  for  the  current  year  have  been 
provided  for.   In  this  connection  reference  is  made  of  course  to  assessments  or 
taxes,  if  any,  levied  by  the  State  since  April  21,  1928,  under  said  acts  of  April 
21,  1928,  and  June  13,  1930.   On  allowance  of  such  exchange  or  amendment,  you 
will  promptly  notify  the  proper  State  or  county  authorities  thereof,  to  the  end 
that  the  base  lands,  in  the  event  that  they  have  been  legally  assessed,  may  not 
be  further  taxed  by  the  State  or  political  subdivision  thereof  unless  and  until 
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they  again  acquire  a  taxable  status.   The  notice  should  describe  the  base  lands, 
title  to  which  has  reverted' to  the' United  States,  together  with' the  name' of  the 
party  surrendering  title  to  the  land  to  the  United  States. 

Except  in  cases  of  application  to  exchange,  or  amend,  as  set  forth' in  the 
next  preceding  paragraph,  whenever  relinquishments  of  entries  or  parts  of  entries 
involving  taxable  lands  are  filed  with  the  Register,  he  will  note  the  same  upon 
his  records  as  in  ordinary  cases,  and  in  cases  of  the  cancellation,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  of  entries  involving  taxable  lands,  the  Register  will  note  such  cancella- 
tion upon  his  records  and  promptly  advise  the  State  or  county  authorities  thereof j 
to  the  end  that  the  lands  involved  may  be  formally  relieved  of  taxes,  liens,  or 
tax  titles,  if  any,  levied  or  outstanding  thereagainst  pursuant  to  said  act  of 
June  13,  1930,  between  June  13,  1930,  and  the  date  when  the  relinquishment  was 
filed  or  cancellation  made.   Such  notice  should  describe  -the  land  involved  and 
give  the  name  of  the  entryman  or  claimant  thereof  as  shown  by  the  records  of  the 
Land  Department.,  The  notice  to  the  tax  authorities  should  ho  substantially  in 
the  form  shown  at  the  end  of  these  instructions.  The  release  of  the  lien  or 
tax  title  should  be  duly  executed  and  recorded  by  the  proper  State  or  county 
authorities,  after  which  with  evidence  of  its  recordation  it  should  be  filed  with 
the  Register  and  thereupon  forwarded  to  the  General  Land  Office.  A  copy  of  the 
notice  issued  to  the  State  or  county  tax  authorities  should  be  transmitted  to  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  on  the  issuance  of  the  notice  to  the  State! 

Failure  to  notify  the  State  or  political  subdivision  thereof  of  reversion 
of  title  to  the  base  land  in  cases  of  application  for  exchange,  or  for  amendment, 
or  in  cases  of  relinquishment  or  cancellation  of  any  entry  does  not  mean  that  sucl 
base  land  or  land  covered  by  the  relinquished  or  canceled  entry  still  retains  its  | 
taxable  status,  if  any  such  it  ever  had  under  said  act  of  April  21,  1928,  as 
originally  enacted  or  as  amended,  as  aforesaid,  inasmuch  as  under  law  lands  owned 
by  the  United  States  and  not  in  a  taxable  status  are  not,  under  any  circumstances, 
subject  to  taxation  by  the  State  or  political  subdivision  thereof. 


» 


The  Register  of  the  local  land  office  will,  upon  application  therefor, 
furnish  the  proper  taxing  authorities  lists  of  reclamation  homestead  entries  upon 
which  final  proof  has  been  submitted  and  accepted  under  the  ordinary  provisions 
of  the  homestead  law,  and  of  desert-land  entries  where  water  from  a  Federal  irri- 
gation project  has  been  available  for  four  years,  as  provided  in  instructions  of 
October  8,  1907  (36  L.  D.  194),  and  of  April  16,  1910  (38  L.  D.  575).   Circular 
of  July  8,  1922  (49  L.  D.  168),  stands  revoked  as  of  November  27,  1928. 

Neither  said  act  of  April  21,  1928,  nor  the  amendatory  act  of  June  13, 
1930,  enlarges,  abridges,  or  impairs  the  act  of  August  11,  1916  (39  Stat.  506), 
in  re  irrigation  districts  in  their  relation  to  the*  public  lands  of  the  United 
States  and  both  the  act  of  April  21,  1928,  as  amended,  and  said  act  of  August  11, 
1916,  may  have  harmonious  operation  within  their  proper  spheres.  For  regulations 
under  said  last  mentioned  act  see  52  L.  D.  155. 

The  holder  of  the  tax  deed  or  tax  title  resulting  from  the  tax  sale- men- 
tioned in  section  3  of  said  act  of  April  21,  1928,  and  of  said  act  of  June  13, 
1930,  should  promptly  give  notice  in  writing  of  his  claimed  interest  in  the  land 
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to  the  Register  of  the  local  land  office  within  whose  district  the  involved  land 
is  situated,  in  accordance  with  rule  98  of  the  Rules  of  Practice  (51  L.  D.  563), 
whereupon  he  will  "be  entitled  to  full  notico  of  all  action  against  the  entry  as 
provided  hy  said  rule.

Sir: 

This  office  is  in  receipt  of  a  number  of  homestead  .applications  filed  in 
your  office  for  tracts  of  land  described  in  terms  of  public  land  survey,  hut 
which  are  intended  to  he  applications  for  lands  embraced  within  the  "boundaries 
of  confirmed  and  patented  private  land  claims. 

The  tracts  are  known  hy  the  applicants  to  he  within  such  confirmed  pri- 
vate land  claims  and  are  so  shown  on  the  official  plate  of  survey.  . 

Similar  applications  have  heen  filed  at  your  office  during  an  extended 
period  and  have  heen  the  subject  of  repeated  decisions  hy  your  office,  hy  this 
office,  and  hy  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  appeals  to  the  Department. 

In  Den  McLendon  (49  L.  D.  548),  the  Department  gave  careful  and  extended 
consideration  to  the  allegations  made  in  support  of  similar  applications,  and  it 
was  held  (syllabi): 

"A  duly  asserted  Mexican  grant  segregates  the  land  embraced 
therein  until  the  claim  under  the  grant  is  extinguished  by  a  court 
or  other  tribunal  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  its  mere  existence 
prevents  the  allowance  of  a  homestead  entry  within  it,  regardless 
of  the  question  of  whether  the  grant  is  valid  or  invalid. 

"The  issuance  of  a  patent  under  a  duly  asserted  Mexican  grant 
precludes  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  from  afterwards  ignoring 
the  existence  of  the  patent  or  inquiring  into  its  validity  for  the 
purpose  of  annulling  it  by  his  own  order." 
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In  John  Adams  et  al.  (51  L.  D.  591),  the  decision  in  United  States  v. 
Fossatt  (21  Howard,  445,  447),  is  quoted, .  as  follows: 

"The  effect  of  the  inquiry  and"  decision  of  these  tribunals 
upon  the  natter  submitted  is  final  and  conclusive.   If  unfavorable 
to  the  claimant,  the  land  'shall  he  deemed,  held,  and  considered 
as  a  part  of  the  public  domain  of  the  United  States';  but  if 
favorable,  the  decrees  rendered  by  the  commissioners  or  the  courts 
'shall  be  conclusive, between  the  United  States  and  the  claimants'." 

The  opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Field,  in, United  States  v.  Flint  (4  Sawyer  42), 
dismissed  on  appeal  (98  U.  S.  61),  is  quoted  as  follows: 

"Final  decrees  toiiching.  the  validity  of  such  claims  rendered 
by  these  tribunals  are  conclusive  and  final  between  claimants  and 

the  United  States.   Such  decrees  are  not  open  to  review  in  any 
court." 

The  Rules  of  Practice  provide  that  an  appeal  may  be  had  from  the  decision 
of  the  Register  of  a  United  States  land  office  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  and  from  the  Commissioner  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in 
matters  involving  the  disposal  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States.   It  has 
been  repeatedly  decided  on  final  authority  that  land  within  a  patented  private 
land  claim  is  not  public  land  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  executive  depart- 
ment of  the  Government  having  charge  of  the  disposal  of  public  land,  has  no 
jurisdiction  to  allow  entries  thereof,  or  to  dispose  of  such  patented  tracts  under 
public  land  laws. 

Over  500  such  applications  were  .rejected -by  the  Department  under  date  of  ■ 
July  6,  1951,  following  numerous  other  prior  rulings  (see  case  of  Ada  Monika 
Williams.  52  Ii.  D.  491),  involving  various  patented  Mexican  grants  in  California. 

The  illegality  of  all  such  applications  must  now  be  regarded  as  res 
ad.judicata.  The  entertainment  of  such  unfounded  applications  has  become  an  un- 
warranted burden,  and  some  finality  must  be  declared  in  respect  thereto.  _. 

In  all  future  applications  hereafter  presented  at  your  office  for  land 
within  the  surveyed  boundaries  of  private  land  claims  confirmed  and  patented,  • 
(where  it  appears  from  your  records  that  the  status  of  the  land  is  of  the 
character  referred  to  and  has  been  passed  on  by  the  Department  as  above  indi- 
cated), you  will  return  the  application,  together  with  the  money  tendered  there- 
with, to  the  person  from  wham  received,  and  advise  him,  or  them,  that  the  land 
is  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  your  office  and  that  you  can  not  receive, such 
application. 

You  will  give  publicity  to  these  instructions  for  the  information  of  in- 
tending applicants,  but  without  incurring  any  expense  therefor.

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PUBLIC  LANDS  RESTORED  TO  HOMESTEAD  ENTRY  AND  OTHER  DISPOSITION 
BY  PROCLAMATION,  EXECUTIVE  OR  DEPARTMENTAL  ORDER. 

Preference  Rights  to  Ex-Service  Men. 

General  Method  of  Opening: 

House  Joint  Resolution  181,  Public  Resolution  No.  85  approved  June  12, 
1930,  amended' Public  Resolution  No.  29  of  February  14,  1920  (41  Stat.  434),  as 
amended  January  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  358),  and  as  extended  December  28,  1922  (42 
Stat.  1067),  by  providing  that-  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  February  14, 
1930,  on  the  opening  of  public  or  Indian  lands  to  entry  or  the  restoration  to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  withdrawn  from  entry,  officers,  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines  who  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in 
any  war,  military  occupation  or  military  expedition  and  been  honorably  separated 
or  discharged  therefrom  or  placed  in  the  regular  army  or  naval  reserve  shall  have 
a  preferred  right  of  entry  under  the  homestead  or  desert-land  laws,  if  qualified 
thereunder,  except  as  against  prior  existing  valid  settlement  rights  and  prefer- 
ence rights  conferred  by  existing  laws  or  equitable  claims  subject  to  allowance 
and  confirmation  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  90  days  before  the  general  opening 
of  such  lands  to  disposal.   Said  resolution  also  extends  the  same  preference 
rights  to  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  served  with  the  allied  armies 
during  the  World  War  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  upon  their  resumption  of 
citizenship  in  the  United  States  provided  the  service  with  the  allied  armies  shall 
be  similar  to  the  service  with  the  army  of  the  United  States  for  which  recognition 
is  granted  by  said  resolution  No.  29  as  amended. 

When  any  surveyed  lands  within  the  provisions  of  the  public  resolutions 
are  opened  or  restored  to  disposition  under  the  authority  of  the  Department,  such 
lands,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  order  of  restoration,  shall  become  subject 
to  appropriation  under  the  laws  applicable  thereto  in  the  following  manner,  and 
not  otherwise: 

Lands  not  affected  by  the  preference  rights  conferred  by  the  acts  of 
August  18,  1894  (28  Stat.  394),  or  June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.  233),  or  February  14, 
1920  (41  Stat.  407),  will  be  subject  to  entry  by  soldiers  under  the  homestead  and 
desert-land  laws,  where  both  of  said  laws  are  applicable,  or  under  the  homestead 
law  only,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  a  period  of  91  days,  beginning  with  the  date  of 
the  filing  of  the  township  plat  in  the  case  of  surveys  or  re  surveys,  and  with  the 
date  specified  in  the  order  of  restoration  in  all  other  cases,  and  thereafter  to 
disposition  under  all  of  the  public  land  laws,  applicable  thereto,  except  where 
homestead  entrymen  are  granted  a  prior  preference  period  under  the  order.   For  a 
period  of  20  days  and  for  a  like  period  prior  to  the  date  or  dates  such  lands  be- 
come subject  to  entry  by  the  general  public,  soldiers  in  the  first  instances,  and 
qualified  applicants  in  the  second,  may  execute  and  file  their  applications,  and 
all  such  applications  presented  within  such  20-day  periods,  together  with  those 
offered  at  9  o'clock  a.  m. ,  standard  time,  on  the  dates  such  lands  become  subject 
to  appropriation  under  such  applications,  shall  be  treated  as  filed  simultaneously 

Unsurveyed  lands  are  not  subject  to  homestead  or  desert-land  entry.  A 
homestead  entry  may  embrace  160  acres,  or  an  approximation  thereof,  and  where  the 
lands  are  of  the  character  contemplated  by  the  320  or  640  acres  homestead  acts, 
applications  for  the  unappropriated  lands  may  be  filed  by  qualified  persons,  under 
either  of  said  acts,  accompanied  by  proper  petititons,  if  undesignated,  for  the 
designation  of  lands  thereunder,  and  such  applications  will  be  suspended  pending 
determination  as  to  the  character  of  such  lands.

Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving  leases, 
96  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;  8  leases  involving  5  cases  were  trans, 
mitted  to  the  Secretary  for  authorization;  4  leases  involving  2  cases  were  trans- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  for  execution,  and  7  leases  were  delivered;  6  lease- 
applications  were  rejected  subject  to  appeal;  8  applications  involving  10  cases 
were  considered. in.  connection  with  drilling  and  producing  relief.  Eighteen 
leases  involving.  14  cases  were  mailed  to  the  lessee  for  execution;  16  assign- 
ments were  disposed  of;  8  sales  contracts  were  acted  upon,  and  2  leases  involving 
1  case  were  canceled  in  part.  Miscellaneous  actions  involving  10  cases  were 
taken  and  132  letters  were  written  of  which  29  were  replies  to  inquiries. 

One  letter  was  written  to  the  Secretary  recommending  the  authorization  of 
the  sale  of  a  lease  in  the  Virgin  Oil  Field,  Washington  County,  Utah. 

There  was  also  recommended  to  the  Secretary  the  approval  of  option  agree- 
ments and  proposed  operating 'contracts  authorized,  "by  the  act  of  March  4,  1931 
(Public  Wo.  853),  filed  "by  the  Mountain  Fuel  Supply  Company,  involving  46  cases.

QBE- GO  IT  AND  CALIFORNIA  TAX  UNIT. 

Under  the  act  of  July  13,  1926  (44  Stat.,  915),  providing  for  payments 
to  certain  Oregon  counties,  involving  Oregon  and  California  Railroad  revested 
rlandsj-one  claim  Was  received* during  the  month  of  August,  amounting  to 
$92,939.19.  One  claim  was  certified  during  the  month  for  $8,277.61.  "Fifteen 
claims  for  the  year  1930  have  been  received,  aggregating  $561,832.34,  of  which 
6  have  been  certified  'for  $213,786.95,  leaving  9  claims  pending  in  the  amount 
of  $384,064.77. 

SURVEY     NOTES. 

Sho sho ne   Indian  Reservation.  —  The    survey  of   T.    1   S. ,  R.   6  W. ,  1.   R.  M. , 
under  Group  106,  Wyoming,   is  one  of   the  acceptances  of  the  past  month.      This 
fractional   township  within   the   Shoshone   Indian  Reservation  joins   the   Continental 
Divide  boundary  and  the    survey  completes   the   identification  of   this  boundary  of 
the  reservation.      The  Divide   is  here   a  series  of  rock  pinnacles,   for   the  most 
part  inaccessible,   and  was   surveyed  by  a  complex  system  of   triangulation  "oy 
which  prominent  points  along   the  Divide  were   located.      This  fractional   township 
is   situated  mainly  above   timber  line  and  is   traversed  by  deep-cut  precipitous 
canyons.      It  appears  to  be   the  roughest  and  most  inaccessible   township  of  the 
group  and  only  a  few  of   the   interior  lines  could  be   surveyed  and  monumented. 
It  is  a  district  of  scenic  grandeur  and  contains  a  number  of  picturesque  rock 
walled  mountain  lakes. 
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Lighthouse  Reserves  in  Alaska. — Executive  Order  Ho.   3406,   dated 
February  13,   1921,   reserved  168  parcels  of  land   situated  in  Alaska  for  light- 
house purposes,    subject   to  any  existing  valid  rights  thereto.      In  1925, 
special  instructions  for   the    surveys  of  55  of  these  parcels  were  approved. 
As  these   tracts  are  widely  scattered  the    surveys  are,  executed  only  when  they 
can  he  grouped  with  other   surveys  in  the   same  vicinity.     Otherwise,    the 
expense  would  he  very  much  greater.      The   surveys  of  some  15  of   these  reserves 
have  recently  been  accepted  by  this  office.     Contrary  to    the  usual  custom, 
many  of  these  surveys  have  been  made   to   include  all   the  area  to  low- water 
mark,   owing  to   the  wording  of  the  Executive  order.      However,    the  mean  high   • 
tide  line  has  also  been  meandered  and  the  areas  are   shown  in  two  parts,    "A" 
being  that  part  above  mean  high  tide,   and  "B"   that  part  between  mean  high  tide 
and  low  tide*      In  case   the  lands   should  at   some  future   time  be  abandoned  for 
lighthouse  purposes,    the  following  note  has  been  placed  on  the  plats' where 
tide  lands  are   shown  as   surveyed; 

"Hotel      The  tide  lands  are   surveyed  merely  for  the  purpose  of 
identifying  the  lighthouse  reservation  in  accordance  with  Executive  Order 
Ho.   3406,   dated  February  13,   1921,   and  are  not  shown  upon  the  plat  for 
purposes  of  disposal." 

Exhibit  of  Unusual  Character.  —  Through  the  Chief  of  Field  Division  at 
Portland,  Oregon^    there  has  been  received  by  this  office  a  slab   cut  from  a 
bearing  tree   referring  to    the  corner  of  Sees.   15,  16,   21,    and  22,    T.   39   S. , 
R.   4  E. ,   ¥.  Mo,  Oregon,    indicating  that   the   tree  was  first  marked  in  1859, 
by  Sewall  Truax,  D.   S. ,   and  that   the   same   tree  was  re-marked  in  1893,  by 
Peter  Applegate,  D.   S. ,   as  a  bearing  tree   to    the   same  corner. 

The  slab  bears  on  its  obverse   the  imprint  of  the   timber  scribe  as  the 
tree  was  originally  marked  in  1859  and  on  its  face   the  direct  markings  as 
reported  in  1893.      In  the  34  years  elapsing  the  tree  had  grown  at  least  2 
inches  in  diameter. 

•    .The   slab  has  been  placed  among  the  other  exhibits  now  on  file  in  this 
office  of  unusual  character  relating  to   the    survey  of   the  public  lands. 

Owens  River  Valley  and  Mono  Lake  Basin,   California.— A  map  has  been 
completed  by   this  office    showing  the  boundaries  and  the  extent  of   the  areas 
withdrawn  from  all  forms  of  disposal  in  the   east  central  portion  of  California 
by  the  act  of  March  14,   1931  (Public  Ho.   864,   71st  Congress),   for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  watersheds   supplying  water  to   the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and 
other  cities  and  towns  in  the   State  of  California. 
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This  map  has  "been  prepared  on   the    scale  of  one-half   inch  to   a  mile. 
Due   to    the   large  area  covered  by  the  withdrawal   it  was  necessary  to  make   the 
map  in  three   sheets,   each  sheet  "being  approximately  26  "by  34  inches*      The 
withdrawn  areas  are   situated  in  58   townships  extending  from  T.   4  IT.,   R.    28  E. , 
M.  D.  M. ,    southeasterly  and  including  the  Mono  Lake  3a sin  and   the  Owens  River 
Valley   to    T.   16   S. ,   R.    37  E. ,   M.   D.  M.    '  The   air-line   distance  from  the  areas 
withdrawn  in  T.  4  IT. ,   R.    28  E.    to   those   in   T.   16   S. ,   R.    37  E.    is  approximately 
140  miles.      Certain  areas  included  in  the  withdrawal  are  covered  "by  applica- 
tions or  entries  and  in  order   that  the  map  will   show  the    status  of  each  parcel 
of  land,    it  has  "been  prepared  in  colors;    red,   designating  the  unappropriated 
withdrawn  lands,   and  purple,    the  withdrawn  areas  covered  "by  applications  or 
entries.      The  principal   items  of   topography,    such  as   towns,    settlements, 
streams,  lakes,    springs,   roads,    trails,   railroads,   and  prominent  mountain 
peaks  have  "been  •  shown.      An  appropriate    title  on  each  sheet  of   the  map   indi- 
cates the  purpose  for  which  it  has  "been  prepared.  •  Photolithographic  copies 
of  each  sheet  of   the  map  have  "been  prepared  for  use   in  connection  with  the 
administration  of   the  recreational  and  grazing  use  of   the  lands. 

The  administration  of   the  withdrawn  lands  has  "been  placed  in  the 
direct  charge  of  the  Chief  of  Eield  Division,    San  Erancisco,   California.      The 
regulations  governing  the  recreational  and  grazing  use  of  these  areas  were 
published  in  the  May  issue  of   the  Bulletin.

1067),   by  providing  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  Eebruary  14, 
1930,   on  the  opening  of  public  or   Indian  lands   to   entry  or  the   restoration   to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  withdrawn  from  entry,   officers,    soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines  who   have    served  in  the   army  or  navy  of   the  United  States  in 
any  war,  military  occupation  or  military  expedition  and  been  honorably  separated 
or  discharged  therefrom  or  placed  in  the   regular  army  or  naval  reserve   shall 
have a preferred  right  of  entry  under  the  homestead  or  desert-land  laws,   if 
qualified  thereunder,    except   as  against  prior  existing  valid  settlement  rights 
and  preference  rights  conferred  oy  existing  laws  or  equitable   claims   subject 
to   allowance  and  confirmation  for  a  period  of  not  less   than  90   days  before   the 
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general  opening,  of  such  lands   to   disposal.  .    Said  resolution  also   extends  the 
same  preference  rights   to    tho.se  citizens  of   the  United  States  who    served  with 
'the'  'allied  armies  during  the;' World  War  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  upon 
their  resumption  of  citizenship  in  the   United  States  provided  the   service  with 
the  allied  armies  shall,  "be   similar  to    the  'service  with  the   army  of   the  United 
States  for'  which  recognition  is  granted  by  said  resolution  No.   29   as  amended. 

When  any  surveyed  lands  within  the  provisions  of   the  public  resolutions 
are  opened  or  restored  to  'disposition  under    the  authority  of  the  Department, 
such  lands,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  order  of  restoration,    shall  becomef 
subject  to   appropriation  under   the  laws  applicable   thereto   in  the  following 
•manner,    and  not  otherwise:    :  ," 

Lands  not. affected  by  the 'preference   rights  conferred  by  the  acts  of 
August  18,   1894  (28  Stat.    394),  or  June  11,   1906  (34  Stat.   233),  or  February 
14,  1920  (41   Stat.  .407)',   will  be   subject  to   entry  by   soldiers  under   the  home- 
stead and  desert-land  laws,   where  both  of   said  laws  are  applicable,   or  under 
the  homestead  law  only,   as   the  case  may  be,    for  a  period  of  91  days,  beginning 
with  the  date  of  the  filing. of   the  township  plat  in  the  case  of   surveys  or  re- 
surveys,   and  with  the  date   specified  in  the  order  of  restoration  in  all  other

758  of  May  27,   1907,   reserving  a  strip  of  land  along 
the  boundary  line  between   the   United  States  and  the  Republic  of  Mexico,   has  by 
order  of  August  18,   1931,   been  modified  to    the  extent  of  authorizing  approval 
of  an' application  for  right  of  way  crossing  certain  lands  within  said  strip. 


By  order  of  August  20,    the   therein  described  land  of   the  United  States 
situate' on  Luzon  Island,  Philippine'  Islands,  has  been  reserved  for   the  public 
purposes  of  the   United  States,- and"  certain  tracts  described  in-Executive  order 
of  September  24,   1925,   have  been  placed  under   the  control  of  the  government  of 
said  islands.

OIL  AND  GAS  ACTIVITIES. 

During  the  month  of  August,  the  division  handling  oil  and  gas  pro  spec tr- 
ing  permits  under  Sections  13  to  20  of  the  leasing  act  received  820  cases  for 
reconsideration,  7  permits  were  reinstated  and  3  new  permits  based  upon  ap- 
plications filed  prior  to  the  order  of  March  13,  1929,  were  granted.   One  ap- 
plication v;as  finally  rejected  in  whole  and  one  in  part;  7  cases  were  con- 
sidered for  abandonment  of  wells;  8  assignments  were  disposed  of;  171  extension 
of  time  were  acted  upon  and  199  applications  for  extensions  of  time  were  for- 
warded to  the  departmental  committee;  26  permits  were  held  for  cancellation, 
23  permits  were  canceled,  and  3  permits  were  canceled  in  part;  465  letters  were 
written  of  which  85  were  replies  to  inquiries. 

Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving  leases; 
108  Cases  were  received' for  reconsideration;  3  leases  involving  2  cases  were 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  for  authorization;  2  leases  were  transmitted  to 
the  Secretary  for  execution,  and  5  leases  involving  4  cases  were  delivered;  2 
lease  applications  were  rejected  subject  to  appeal;  15  applications  were  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  drilling  and  producing  relief;  8  leases  involving  6 
cases  were  mailed  to  the  lessee  for  execution;  5  assignments  involving  3  cases 
were  disposed  of;  15  sales  contracts  involving  8  cases  were  acted  upon,  and  1 
lease  was  canceled  in  whole  and  1  lease  was  canceled  in  part;  142  letters  were 
written  of  which  38  were  replies  to  inquiries« 

RECEIPTS  UNDER  MINERAL  LEASING-  ACT. 

Receipts  under  the  Mineral  Leasing  Act  of  February  25,  1920,  during  the 
month  of  July  were  $172,214.56.

Under  the  act  of  July  13 ,  1926  (UU  Stat.,  915) ,  providing  for  payment 
to  certain  Oregon  counties,  involving  Oregon  and  California  Railroad  revested 
lands,  two  claims  were  received  during  the  month  of  September,  amounting  to 
$lU,135. 11 •   Two  claims  were  certified  during  the  month  for  $111, ^69. 7^ 
Seventeen  claims  for  the  year  193C  have  been  received,  aggregating  $575 > 967. ^5- 
of  which  eight  have  been  certified  for  $325,256.65,  leaving  nine  claims  pending 
in  the  amount  of  $2^9,999.95 

SURVEY  NOTES 

Indian  Allotment  Surveys ,  California. — Among  the  acceptances  of  the  past 
month  are  the  surveys  of  five  Indian  allotments  within  the  Klamath  National 
Forest,  California.   These  surveys  accommodate  applications  for  allotments  under 
the  act  of  June  25,  19 10.  (36  Stat.,  855)  •   1^ae  lands  are  not  within  any  Indian 
reservation  but  are  small  spots  of  cultivable  land  in  this  mountainous  district 
which  have  been  occupied  and  improved  by  Indians,  in  most  cases  for  long  periods 
of  time.   The  individual  allotments  are  usually  confined  to  the  occupied  land 
in  each  case  as  defined  by  cultivation,  improvements,  and  fencing,  and  in  size 
vary  from  1/5  to  2-f-  acres,  in  nearly  every  case  containing  a  house,  small 
orchard,  and  garden..  These  allotments  are  located  in  Sees.  2S  and  33 >  T«  12 
N. ,  R.  6  E.,  H,  M. ,  near  the  Klamath  River  above  the  Hoopa  Valley  Reservation. 
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Wadsworth  Town  site,  Nevada. — The  survey  of  Wadsworth  townsite,  Nevada, 
was  one  of  the  acceptances  of  the  past  month.  Wadsworth  was  formerly  a  divi- 
sion point  on  the  main  line  of  the  Central  Pacific  Railway,  at  the  junction  of 
the  Susanville  branch  of  that  road.   The  main  line  was  later  moved  away  from 
the  town,  leaving  it  on  the  branch  line  only.   The  inhabitants  of  the  town 
made  an  attempt  to  acquire  title  to  their  holdings  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  2382,  U.  S.  R.  S.,  and  a  survey  was  made,  amended  and  finally  rejected, 
whereupon  the  applicants  Consented  to  have  the  survey  perfected  by  the  General 
Land  Office,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  J,    I92U  (kz   Stat.,  596). 
A  new  survey  was  made  accordingly  and  is  now  accepted.   The  land  involved  is 
within  the  Pyramid  Lake  Indian  Reservation. 


Cooperative  Surveys. — Upon  request  of  the  War  Department,  the  Supervisor 
of  Surveys  has  been  authorised  to  provide"  for;  ah  investigation  of  survey  condi- 
tions in  the  vicinity  of  the  beginning  corner  of  the  Fort  Huachuca  Military 
Reservation,  which  is  situated  in  southeastern  Arizona.  More  recently,  the 
Secretary  of  War  has  requested  an  estimate  of  cost  of  the  resurvey  of  all  the 
previously  surveyed  portions  of  the  boundaries  of  this  reservation,  with  a 
view  to  requesting  that  such  resurvey  be  undertaken  by  the  General  Land  Office, 
the  cost  to  be  paid  from  War  Department  funds.   It  is  anticipated  that  field 
work  on  these  surveys  will  be  undertaken  about  January  1,  1932. 


The  Geological  Survey  has  recently  requested  that  the  General  Land 
Office  undertake  the  identification  of  the  boundaries  of  the  lands  included  in 
coal  lease  Denver  03265U  in  T.  6  N. ;    R.  87  W. ,  6th  P.  M. ,  Colorado,  such 
boundaries  to  be  extended  Into  the  underground  workings  at  convenient  points. 
That  bureau  has  also  requested  the  resurvey  of  the  lands  involved  in  the  Osage 
oil  field  in  Ts.  ^6  N. ,  Rs.  Gk   and  65  W. ,  6th  P.  M. ,  Wyoming.   These  resurveys 
will  be  undertaken  at  the  earliest  practicable  date,  the  lateness  of  the 
season  making  it  somewhat  uncertain  as  to  whether  they  can  be  completed  during 
the  present  field  season. 


Boulder  Canyon  Project  Federal  Reservation.- — On  May  15,  1931 >  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  established  a  Federal  reservation  in  Nevada  for  the 
use  of  the  United  States  in  the  construction  of  the  Hoover  Dam,  the  power 
plant  and  the  incidental  works  authorized  by  the  Boulder  Canyon  Project  Act 
of  December  21,  1928  (U5  Stat.,  IO57)  ,  described  as  follows: 

"Beginning  at  corner  No.  1,  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of  the 
channel  of  the  Colorado  River  which  is  east  of  a  point  four  miles  south' 
■of  "the  corner  of  Ts.  22  and  23  S.,  Rs.  Gh   and  65  E.,  M.  D.  M.',  Nevada;  ' 
thence  from  said  corner  No.  1,  west  eleven  miles  to  corner  No.1  2,  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  reservation;  thence  north  three  miles  and 
twenty  chains  to  corner  No.  3;  thence  east  two  miles  to  corner  No.  4; 
thence  north  nine  miles  and  sixty  chains  to  corner  No.  5>  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  reservation;  thence  east  twelve  miles  to  corner  No. 
6,  the  northeast  corner  of  the  reservation;  thence  south  to  corner  No. 
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7,  at  a  point  in  the  middle 'of  the  channel  of  the  Colorado  River; 
thence  down  the  middle  of  said  channel  to  corner  No.  1,  the  plo.ce 
of  "beginning. " 

The  lands  so  described  were  reserved,  subject  to  the  rights  to  certain 
lands  in  private  ownership,  title  to  which  had  been  acquired  under  the  mineral 
laws  and  also  subject  to  a  certain  right  of  way  for  the  Los  Angeles  &   Salt 
Lake  Railroad  Company  and  for  station  grounds  at  Boulder  City  granted  to  said 
company . 

Special  instructions  were  approved  September  lU,  1931 >  f°r  the  survey  of 
the  boundaries  of  the  reservation  described  and  it  is  expected  that  the  survey 
will  he  accomplished  at  an  early  date,  Provision  was  made  for  connecting  the 
lines  of  reservation  with  the  surveys  and  re surveys  adjacent  to  said  boundaries, 
thus  providing  the  basis  for  such  further  action  as  may  he  necessary  in  the 
administration  of  all  matters  growing  out  of  the  definition  of  the  boundaries 
of  the  reservation. 


Eastern  Surveying  District . — The  month  of  October  will  see  the  close  of 
the  field  surveying  season  in  the  northern  States  and  the  transfer  of  the 
parties  to  the  work  in  the  middle  latitudes.  The  summer  program  has  been  ex~ 
tremely  heavy  and  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished.  All  authorized  first 
preference  surveys  have  been  completed,  as  well  as  the  resurvey  and  re-marking 
of  Indian  allotment  corners  in  two  townships  with  the  Leech  Lake  Indian  Reser- 
vation, Minnesota,  and  the  resurvey  of  four  townships  within  national  Forests 
in  Minnesota  and  Michigan,  which  will  be  completed  before  the  close  of  the 
season.   The  examination  of  original  surveys,  preliminary  to  resurvey,  in  two 
additional  townships  within  National  Forests  in  Minnesota  and  Michigan,  has 
also  been  completed  during  the  summer  season. 

.  The  contemplated  field  work  for  the  fall  season  involves  the  completion 
of  surveys  covering  omitted  lands  bordering  on  the  St.  Francis  River  in  three 
townships  in  Arkansas  and  Missouri;  the  survey  of  omitted  lands  in  one  town- 
ship within  the  "Sunk  Land"  area  In  northeastern  Arkansas,  and  the  survey  of 
islands  in  the  Mississippi  and  Fox  Rivers,  Illinois.   These  are  all  first 
preference  authorizations,  being  based  on  applications  by  settlers.   Field  work 
in  connection  with  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  situated  between  the  Cimar- 
ron Base  Line  and  the  north  boundary  of  the  Texas  Panhandle,  will  be  started 
late  in  October  and  carried  forward  as  far  as  possible  during  the  current 
season.   Re surveys  within  the  Alabama  National  Forest,  Alabama,  and  the 
Ouachita  National  Forest,  Arkansas,  will  be  prosecuted  to  the  extent  of  avail- 
able funds  and  personnel.

General  Method  of  Opening: 


House  Joint  Resolution  181,  Public  Resolution  No*  85  approved  June  12, 
1930,  amended' Public  Resolution  No.  29  of  February  14,  1930  (41  Stat.  434),  as 
amended  January  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  358),  and  as  extended  December  28,  1922  (42 
Stat.  1067),  by  providing  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  February  14, 
1930,  on  the- opening  of  public  or  Indian  lands  to  entry  or  the  restoration  to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  withdrawn  from  entry,  officers,  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines  who  have".served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in 
any  war,  military  occupation  or  military  expedition  and  been  honorably  separated 
or  discharged  therefrom  or  placed  in  the  regular  army  or  naval  reserve  shall 
have  a  preferred  right  of  entry  under  the  homestead  or  desert-land  laws,  if 
qualified  thereunder,  except  as  against  prior  existing  valid  settlement  rights 
and  preference  rights  conferred  by  existing  laws  or  equitable  claims  subject  to 
allowance  and  confirmation  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  90  days  before  the 
general  opening  of  such  lands  to  disposal.   Said  resolution  also  extends  the 
same  preference  rights  to  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  served  with 
the  allied  armies  during  the  World  War  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  upon 
their  resumption  of  citizenship  in  the  United  States  provided  the  service  with 
the  allied  armies  shall  be  similar  to  the  service  with  the  army  of  the  United 
States  for  which  recognition  is  granted  by  said  resolution  No,  29  a?  amended. 

When  any  surveyed  lane's  within  the  provision?  of  the  p->!le  resolutions 
are  opened  or  restored  to  disposition  under  the  authority  of  .he  2'eprrtment, 
such  lands,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  order  of  rettcrahion,  shall  become 
subject  to  appropriation  under  the  laws  applicable  thereto  in.  trie  following 
manner,  and  not  otherwise: 

Lands  not  affected  b-f   the  preference  rights  conferred  by  the  acts  of 
August  18,  1894  (28  Stat.

under  the  order.   For  a  period  of  20  cays  and  for  a  like  period  prior  to  the 
date  or  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  entry  by  the  general  public,  soldiers 
in  the  first  instances,  and  qualified  applicants  in  the  second,  may  execute  and 
file  their  applications,  and  ail  such  applications  presented  within  such  20 
day  periods,  together  with  those  offered  at  9  o'clock  a.m.,  standard  time  on 
the  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  appropriation  under  such  applications, 
shall  be  treated  as  filed  simultaneously. 
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TJh  surveyed  lands  are  not  subject  to  homestead  or  desert-land  entry.  A 
homestead  entry  may  embrace  160  acres,  or  an  approximation  thereof,  and  where 
the  lands  are  of  the  chax'acter  contemplated  by  the  320  or  640  acre3  homestead 
acts,  applications  for  the  unappropriated  lands  may  be  filed  by  qualified 
persons,  under  either  of  said  acts,  accompanied  by  proper  petitions,  if  undesig- 
nated, for  the  designation  of  lands  thereunder,  and  such  applications  will  be 
suspended  pending  determination  as  to  the  character  of  such  lands.

During  the  month  of  September,  the  division  handling  oil  and  gas  pros- 
pecting permits  under  Sections  13  to  20  of  the  leasing  act  received  S90  cases 
for  reconsideration,  U  permits  were  reinstated,  and  9  new  permits" based  upon 
applications  filed  prior  to  the  order  of  March  13,  1929  >  were  granted.  One 
carbon  dioxide  permit  was  granted;  2  applications  were  finally  rejected  in 
whole  and  four  in  part;  5  cases  were  considered  for  abandonment  of  wells;  19 
assignments  were  disposed  of;  82  extensions  of  time  were  acted  upon,  and  123 
applications  for  extensions  of  time  were  forwarded  to  the  departmental  com- 
mittee.  Eighty-six  permits  were  held  for :  cancellation,,  and  72  permits  were 
canceled,  67  of  which  were  in  Alaska.   There  were  So  miscellaneous  actions 
taken;  UG5  letters  were  written  of  which  S^  were  replies  to  inquiries. 
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Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving 
leases.  109  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;  11  leases  involving  5 
cases  were  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  for  authorization;  2  leases  were  trans- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  for  execution,  and  k   leases  involving  3cs-ses  were 
delivered;  5  lease  applications  were  rejected  subject  to  appeal;  3  applications 
were  considered  in  connection  with  drilling  and  producing  relief.   Two  leases 
involving  1  case  were  mailed  to  the  lessee  for  execution;  15  assignments  in- 
volving 23  cases  were  disposed  of;  19  sales  contracts  involving  17  cases  were 
acted,7,  and  13  miscellaneous  actions  wore  taken.   There  were  129  letters  written 
of  which  h~f   were  replies  to  inquiries.

OREGON  AND  CALIFORNIA  TAX  UNIT. 

Under  the  act  of  July  13,  1926  (44  Stat.  915),  providing  for  payment 
to  certain  Oregon  counties,  involving  Oregon  and  California  Railroad  revested 
lands,  during  the  month  of  October  there  were  no  claims  received.  One  claim, 
in  the  amount  of  $40,759.69,  was  certified  during  the  month.   Of  the  seventeen 
claims  for  the  year  1930,  aggregating  $575,967.45,  that  have  been  received, 
nine  have  been  certified  for  $366,016.34,  leaving  eight  claims  pending  in  the 
amount  of  $203,395.13. 

SURVEY  NOTES . 

Cooperative  Resurveys  within  the  Owyhee  Reclamation  Project. — Early  in 
1930.  the  Commissioner  of  Reclamation  requested  the  resurvey  of  portions  of  a 
number  of  townships  in  Idaho  and  Oregon  within  the  Owyhee  Federal  Reclamation 
Project  and  the  sixbdivision  of  sections  within  portions  of  the  above  areas  to  the 
extent  of  establishing  the  sixteenth-section  corners. 

Special  instructions  for  the  resurveys  were  issued  in  April.  By  the  last 
of  May,  1930,  all  the  field  work  on  the  Idaho  side,  consisting  of  parts  of  6 
townships  had  been  completed. 

Parts  of  17  townships  were  included  in  the  resurveys  on  the  Oregon  side. 
These  were  all  practically  completed  during  the  summer  and  fall  of  1930.   To  date, 
the  estimated  cost  lias  not  been  exceeded,  but  a  small  additional  allotment  of 
funds  will  be  necessary  for  the  reproduction  of  the  plats. 

The  resurveys  of  the  6  townships  in  Idaho  were  accepted  September  30,  1931, 
and  12  of  the  17  townships  in  Oregon  were  accepted  October  17,  1931.  The  remaining 
5  townships  are  being  held  up  for  a  short  time  pending  certain  minor  corrections 

The  work  included  a  dependent  resurvey  of  the  portions  of  townships  involved 
in  the, project,  several  of  them  being  nearly  full  townships,  and  subdivision  of  the 
sections  into  sixteenths,  making  a  considerable  amount  of  detail  in  both  field  and 
office  work.  -  -  -  0  -  -  - 
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Exhibits  of  Unusual  Character. — Following  the  publication  of  the  September 
number  of  the  Bulletin  under  the  heading  "Exhibits  of  Unusual  Character,"  the 
Cadastral  Engineer  in  Charge,  Public  Survey  Office,  Juneau,  Alaska,  under  date  of 
October  8,  1931,  has  furnished  the  following  information  along  this  line  to  the 
Supervisor  of  Surveys: 

"You  may  be  interested  to  know  that  members  of  Chas .  P.  Seelye's 
crew  while  cutting  a  spruce  tree  for  wood,  while  camped  on  Kootznahoo 
Inlet,  Admiralty  Island,  when  the  butt  cut  was  split  axe  marks  plainly 
appeared  showing  that  somebody  had  tried  to  cut  the  tree  when  about  6 
inches  in  diameter,  between  the  years  1312  to  1815.  The  tree,  when 
cut  by  Mr.  Seelye's  crew,  was  about  3  feet  in  diameter  and  no  evidence 
appeared  on  the  bark  indicating  that  the  tree  had  ever  been  injured." 

Segregation  Survey,  California. — This  office  recently  accepted  a  metes 
and  bounds  survey  in  T.  46  N.,  P.  12  W.,  M.  D.  M. ,  as  executed  under  Group  230, 
California.   This  survey  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  segregating  the  Kentucky 
and  Carrolton  Placers,  described  in  terms  of  the  original  survey  and  omitted  on 
the  status  diagram  in  connection  with  the  record  of  the  previous  resurvey  of  the 
township  under  Group  75,  California.  The  segregation  of  these  placers,  which 
necessitated  the  metes  and  bounds  survey  of  four  new  tracts,  was  accomplished 
without  any  complications  since  the  new  tracts  were  related  to  the  previously 
segregated  tracts  of  the  resurvey  under  Group  76. 

Ephemeris  for  1932. — The  edition  of  the  General  Land  Office  Ephemeris  for 
the  year  1932  was  received  from  the  Government  Printing  Office  and  distributed  to 
the  Public  Survey  Offices  in  the  month  of  October.  The  Ephemeris  has  been  pub- 
lished annually  since  1910,  when  the  direct  system  in  the  survey  of  the  public 
lands  was  inaugurated,  and  is  indispensable  to  our  engineers  in  the  field  in 
making  observations  for  time,  latitude,  and  azimuth. 

The  demand  for  these  tables  has  extended  beyond  the  Cadastral  Engineering 
Service,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  now  distributes  hundreds  of  copies 
annually,  as  a  sales  publication,  to  the  engineering  profession,  schools  and 
colleges.   The  edition  of  1,500  copies  delivered  to  this  office  is  required  to 
fill  the  needs  of  our  service  and  other  federal  agencies. 

Air  Navigation  Site,  Wyoming. — The  Assistant  Secretary  of  Commerce  recently 
requested  the  withdrawal  of  the  SWJ  SE|  Sec.  4,  T.  20  IT.,  P.  91  W.,  6th  P.  M. , 
Wyoming,  for  use  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  in  the  maintenance  of  air  navigatio] 
facilities.   In  connection  with  the  establishment  of  Air  Navigation  Site  With- 
drawal No.  659,  covering  the  subdivision  just  referred  to,  the  Assistant  Secretary 
of  Commerce  also  requested  that  the  boundaries  of  Sees.  4,  5,  8,  and  9,  T.  20  N., 
R.  91  W.,  be  resurveyed.  Special  instructions  for  these  resurveys  have  recently 
been  approved  and  the  field  work  will  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  practicable.

SUBJECT:   Instructions  for  handling  the  details  and  transfers  of 
personnel  between  departments  and  establishments  of  the 
Government .

1.  The  above  referenced  circular  letter  quoted  in  full  a  communica- 
tion received  by  the  Chief  Coordinator  from  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  transmitting  a  letter  from  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
In  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  President  the  following  instructions 
will  become  effective  immediately  upon  receipt: 


GENERAL: 


(1)  That  the  word  "personnel"  as  used  in  this  communication 
shall  apply  to  all  personnel  in  the  competitive  classified 
.service  of  the  Federal  Government  in  the  executive  depart- 
ments and  independent  establishments  both  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  and  their  field  services. 

(2)  That  the  word  "transfer"  applies  to  such  personnel  as  may 
be  declared  surplus  to  the  needs  of  a  department  or 
establishment  and  who  are  thus  available  for  permanent 
transfer. 

(5)   That  the  word  "detail"  applies  to  such  personnel  as  may 

be  reported  by  a  department  or  establishment  as,  available 

for  loan,  to  another  department  or  establishment  without 
change  in  any  appropriation. 
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(4)  That  the  transfers  or  details  ordinarily  shall  be  made  only 
in  the  same  city  or  within  commuting  distance  thereof. 

(5)  That  requests  for  details  indicate  the  necessity  which 

prompts  such  action. 

(o)  That  reinstatements  shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner 
as  original  appointments. 

(7)  That  promotions,  routine  transfers,  and  changes  in 
designation  are  not  affected  by  these  instructions. 


TPA2TSF3HS : 


(1)  Positions  filled  by  certification  from  the  central  office 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission: 

Immediately  on  determination  that  personnel 
are  surplus,  the  departments  or  establishments 
to  which  they  belong  will  report  to  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  (with  carbon  copy  to  the 
Chief  Coordinator)  using  Form  A  for  this  purpose. 
The  Civil  Service  Commission  will  place  these 
persons  on  appropriate  lists  which  will  be 
certified  in  response  to  every  request  for 
certificate  of  eligibles  or  request  for 
authority  to  reinstate.

1.  The  following  communication  from  the  President  of  the  United  States 
has  been  forwarded  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  to  the  Chief 
Coordinator.   The  text  of  this  correspondence  is  quoted  in  full  as  follows:

Hon.  J.  C.  Roop, 
Director  of  the  Budget, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

My  dear  Col.  Roop: 

It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  certain  of  the  depart- 
ments, in  order  to  take  care  of  emergency  work,  have  increased 
their  staffs  in  certain  divisions,  whereas  in  most  of  the  depart- 
ments we  are  carrying  employees  who  have  in  effect  but  little  to 
do  by  virtue  of  the  depression.  The  obvious  thing  to  do  is  to 
detail  or  transfer  surplus  personnel  from  one  department  to  another 
to  carry  out  those  emergency  functions.  Furthermore,  even  inciden- 
tal new  appointments  should  be  made  first  from  existing  personnel. 

In  order  to  bring  this  about  I  wish  you  would  assign 
some  member  of  your  staff  to  act  as  a  clearing  house  between  the 
different  government  departments  and  to  inform  them  that  it  is 
my  wish  that  no  additional  staff  of  any  kind  shall  be  taken  on 
in  any  department  without  first  making  inquiry  of  your  office  as 
to  whether  the  appointment  can  be  filled  from  within  the  government. 

I  would  be  glad  if  you  would  circularize  this  letter  to 
the  different  divisions  of  the  government.

General  Method  of  Opening: 

House  Joint  Resolution  181,  Public  Resolution  No.  85  approved  June  12, 
1930,  amended  Public  Resolution  No.  29  of  February  14,  1920  (41  Stat.  434),  as 
amended  January  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  358),  and  as  extended  December  28,  1922  (42 
Stat.  1067),  by  providing  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  February  14, 
1930,  on  the  opening  of  public  or  Indian  lands  to  entry  or  the  restoration  to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  withdrawn  from  entry,  officers,  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines  who  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in 
any  war,  military  occupation  or  military  expedition  and  been  honorably  separated 
or  discharged  therefrom  or  placed  in  the  regular  army  or  naval  reserve  shall 
have  a  preferred  right  of  entry  under  the  homestead  or  desert-land  laws,  if 
qualified  thereunder,  except  as  against  prior  existing  valid  settlement  rights 
and  preference  rights  conferred  by  existing  laws  or  equitable  claims  subject  to 
allowance  and  confirmation  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  90  days  before  the 
general  opening  of  such  lands  to  disposal.   Said  resolution  also  extends  the 
same  preference  rights  to  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  served  with 
the  allied  armies  daring  the  World  War  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  upon 
their  resumption  of  citizenship  in  the  United  States  provided  the  service  with 
the  allied  armies  shall  be  similar  to  the  service  with  the  army  of  the  United 
States  for  which  recognition  is  granted  by  said  resolution  No.  29  as  amended. 

When  any  surveyed  lands  within  the  provisions  of  the  public  resolutions 
are  opened  or  restored  to  disposition  under  the  authority  of  the  Department, 
such  lands,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  order  of  restoration,  shall  become 
subject  to  appropriation  under  the  laws  applicable  thereto  in  the  following 
manner,  and  not  otherwise: 

Lands  not  affected  by  the  preference  rights  conferred  by  the  acts  of 
August  18,  1894  (28  Stat.  3940,  or  June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.  233),  or  February  14, 
1920  (41  Stat.  407),  will  be  subject  to  entry  by  soldiers  under  the  homestead 
and  desert-land  laws,  where  both  of  said  laws  are  applicable,  or  under  the

RECENT  PROCLAMATIONS  AND  EXECUTIVE  ORDERS . 

By  proclamation  of  September  12,  the  regulations  under  the  Migratory  Bird 
Treaty  Act  have  been  amended. 


By  order  of  September  19,  the  therein  described  lands  in  Wisconsin,  Illinois 
Iowa,  and  Minnesota  were  added  to  the  Upper  Mississippi  River  Wild  Life  and  Fish 
Refuge'. 


Executive  Order  No.  5327  of  April  15,  1930,  has  been  modified  by  order  of 
September  22  to  the  extent  of  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  approve 
an  application  for  a  railroad  right  of  way  traversing  certain  lands  in  Utah. 


By  order  of  September  24,  the  boundaries  of  the  Toiyabe  National  Forest, 
Nevada,  were  interpreted  in  accordance  with  certain  public  land  surveys  in  the 
vicinity. 
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By  order  of  September  136,  certain  lands  in  Arizona  were  withdrawn  as 
Willow  Administrative  Site  for  use  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the 
Pr e  s co  1 1  Hat i  o nal  Forest. 


By  order  of  September  29,  the  therein  described  lands  in  Utah  were  reserved 
and  set  apart  as  the  Locomotive  Springs  Migratory  Bird  Refuge. 


The  trust  period  on  allotments  made  to  members  of  the  Otoe  and  Missouri 
tribes  of  Indians  in  Oklahoma,  which  would  have  expired  in  19.31,  has  by  order  of 
September  29  been  extended  ten  years. 


The  public  lands  in  T.  16  S.s  E.  21  E.,  S.  B.  M.,  California,  have  by  order 
jof  October  2  been  withdrawn  pending  resurvey  of  said  township. 

The  trust  period  on  allotments  made  of  the  Walker  River  Indian  Reservation 
in  Nevada,  which  would  have  expired  in  1931,  has  by  order  of  October  8  been 
extended  ten  years. 


By  order  of  October  14,  a  tract  of  40  acres  in  California  was  withdrawn 
for  use  as  a  lookout  station  in  connection  with  cooperative  forest  protective  work. 


Executive  order  of  July  13,  1910,  creating  Coal  Withdrawal  Wyoming  Ho.  1 
ms  by  order  of  October  16  been  modified  to  permit  withdrawal  and  use  of  certain 
Lands  in  the  maintenance  of  air  navigation  facilities. 


OIL  AHD  GAS  ACTIVITIES. 

During  the  month  of  October,  the  division  handling  oil  and  gas  prospecting 
permits  under  Sections  13  to  20  of  the  leasing  act  received  1,149  cases  for  recon- 
sideration; 8  permits  were  reinstated  and  83  applications  for  permit  reinstatement 
fere  denied.  Eight  new  permits  based  upon  applications  filed  prior  to  the  order 
>f  March  13,  1929,  were  granted.  Four  applications  were  finally  rejected  in  part 
ind  9  cases  were  considered  for  abandonment  of  wells;  24  assignments  were  disposed 
)f ;  262  extensions  of  time  were  acted  upon,  and  160  applications  for  extensions 
)f  time  were  forwarded  to  the  departmental  committee;  106  permits  were  held  for 
:ancellation,  and  229  permits  were  canceled,  219  of  which  were  in  Alaska.   There 
'ere  129  miscellaneous  actions  taken;  776  letters  were  written  of  which  92  were 
*eplies  to  inquiries . 
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"Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving  leases, 
123  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;  6  leases  involving  4  cases  were 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  for  authorization;  4  leases  involving  3  cases  were 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  for  execution,  and  3  leases  involving  2  cases  were 
delivered.  Four  lease  applications  were  rejected  subject  to  appeal  and  8  applica- 
tions were  considered  in  connection  with  drilling  and  producing  relief.  Nineteen 
leases  involving  7  cases  were  mailed  to  the  lessee  for  execution;   22  assignments 
involving  17  cases  were  disposed  of;  14  sales  contracts  were  acted  upon,  and  32 
miscellaneous  actions  were  taken.  Three  leases  were  canceled  in  entirety  and  2 
leases  were  canceled  in  x^art.  There  were  169  letters  written  of  which.  43  were 
replies  to  inquiries. 

During  the  month  the  Department  approved  the  sale  of  the  Government's 
royalty  oil  in  Salt  Creek  field,  Wyoming,  by  sealed  bids  to  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  or  before  December  1,  1931;  also,  the  Government ' s 
royalty  oil  in  the  Cat  Creek  field,  Llontana,  sealed  bids  to  be  received  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  or  before  December  15,  1931.  Further  information 
relative  to  both  sales  may  be  obtained  from  the  supervisor  of  oil  and  gas  operation 
Geological  Survey,  Casper,  Wyoming.

SURVEY  NOTES . 

Fragmentary  Surveys. — Based  upon  the  number  of  inquiries  and  applications 
received  for  the  survey  of  islands  and  areas  lying  between  the  position  for  the 
original  meander  lines  and  the  actual  shores  of  meandered  bodies  of  water,  it 
is  apparent  that  the  public,  at  the  present  time,  is  interested  in  lands  having 
a  water  frontage. 

Generally,  the  surveys  of  islands-  or  other  areas  omitted  from  the 
original  surveys  are  only  made  upon  the  application  of  an  interested  party. 
Before,  an  application  for  survey  will  be  considered  it  is  necessary  that  con- 
clusive evidence  be  submitted  showing  that  the  area  involved  was  above  ordinary 
high  water  mark- when  the  State  in  which  it  is  situated  was  admitted  into  the 
Union  and  when  the  adjacent  lands  were  surveyed  and  disposed  of.   This  office, 
when  an  approved  township  survey  purports  to  show  that  all  public  lands  within 
the  limits  of  such  township  have  been  surveyed,  considers  that  no  public  lands 
were  omitted  from  survey  and  no  additional  surveys  are  thereafter  allowed, 
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except  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  areas  included  in  the  application  for 
survey  were  in  existence  at  the  earliest  date  involved  and  are,  in  fact,  public 
lands  subject  to  survey  and  disposal.   Numerous  applications  for  survey  are 
denied  as  the  facts  show  that  the  areas  are  of  recent  formation  and  the  owner- 
ship is  therefore  governed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  they  are  situated 
and  this  office  has  no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter. 

In  many  instances  applications  for  the  survey  of  lands  lying  between  the 
position  for  the  original  meander  line  and  the  actual  shore  of  a  lake,  are  made 
by  the  adjoining  landowners  in  order  to  obtain  title  to  lands  improved  by  them. 
In  many  of  these  cases  the  lands,  as  represented  by  the  plat  of  the  original 
survey  as  having  a  water  frontage,  were  bought  for  summer  home  sites  and  the 
owners  made  extensive  improvements  along  the  water  front  and  did  not  attempt  to 
define  the  boundaries  of  their  holdings  by  a  proper  subdivision  of  the  section 
in  which  the  areas  are  situated.   Applications  for  survey  were  later  submitted 
when  it  was  discovered  that  the  original  survey  is  erroneous  or  fraudulent  to 
the  extent  that  the  improvements  are  located  upon  land  to  which  title  has  not 
passed  from  the  Government. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  involving  the  survey  of  islands  and  omitted 
areas  deal  with  lands  in  oxir  Eastern  Surveying  District.   During  the  past  year 
surveys  have  been  made  of  islands  and  erroneously  omitted  areas  in  this  dis- 
trict in  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Arkansas, 
Oklahoma,  and  Florida. 

New  Mexico-Texas  Boundary  Line  in  the  Valley  of  the  Rio  Grande  River. — 
The  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has,  in  consequence  of  a  letter  from 
Governor  Arthur  Seligman  of  New  Mexico,  directed  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office  to  provide  for  the  surveys  of  the  public  lands  in  New  Mexico  adja- 
cent to  the  newly-established  boundary  line  between  New  Mexico  and  Texas  in  the 
valley  of  the  Rio  Grande  River,  as  defined  on  the  ground  by  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Supreme  .Court  in  accordance  with  its  decree  rendered  April  9,  1923,  in  the 
case  of  the  State  of  New  Mexico  vs.  the  State  of  Texas  (276  U.  S.  557),  which 
boundary  was  confirmed  by  the  court  March  23,  1931  (283  U.  S.  788). 

Under  these  instructions  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  necessary  surveys  of 
the  public  lands  in  New  Mexico  adjacent  to  the  newly- established  boundary  line 
and  to  gather  such  other  information  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  final  adjudica- 
tion of  the  rights  of  the  parties  claiming  title  to  the  lands  affected  thereby. 

In  Section  3  of  the  decree  of  the  court  rendered  April  9,  1928,  the 
boundary  line  was  specified  as  follows: 

"The  true  boundary  between  the  State  of  New  Mexico  and  the  State 
of  Texas  in  the  valley  of  the  Rio  Grande  River,  extending  southwardly 
from  the  parallel  of  32  degrees  north  latitude  to  the  parallel  of  31 
degrees.  47  minutes  on  the  international  boundary  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  United  States  of  Mexico,  is  the  middle  of  the 
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.channel  of  the  Rio  Grande  River  as  it  existed  on  the  9th  day  of  September, 
1850,  as  out lined  by  the  special  master  in  Section  V  (1)  of  his  report; 
the  intersection  of  the  east  bank  of  the  river  with  the  line  of  the  32nd 
parallel  to  bo  taken  at  a  point  600  feet  west  from  the  Clark  Monument  No. 
1  as  re-established  by  the  Scott-Cockrell  Commission,  and  the  middle  line 
of  the  channel  to  be  taken  150  feet  from  the  east  and  west  banks  of  the 
river,  respectively,  as -found  by  the  special .master. " 

The  details  of  the  necessary  surveys  will  be  worked  out  at  an  early  date 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  field  work  will  be  commenced  without  delay. 

Group  No.  8,  Oklahoma. --Considerable  interest  has  been  evinced  by  the 
present  claimants  to  the  lands  situated  between  the  north  boundary  of  the  Texas 
Panhandle  and  the  Cimarron  base  line  in  Oklahoma.   The  greater  portion  of  the 
public  land  area  involved  has  been  occupied  by  the  owners  of  the  adjacent  lands 
in  Texas,  who  assumed  that  the  Cimarron  base  line  followed  the  true  State 
boundary.   The  existence  of  this  area  of  public  land  lias  been  known  to  the 
office  for  many  years,  but  only  recently  has  the  public  interest  therein  become 
acute. 

A  survey  of  the  lands  is  now  in  progress  under  G-rotip  lTof  3,  Oklahoma,  and 
will  be  continued  until'  cold  weather  recuirea  a  cessation  Of  field  activity  in 
that  locality.   By'  the  time  the  field  -work  is  suspended  it  is  expected  that  the 
position  of  the  State  boundary  will  have  been  determined  and  marked  for  some- 
thing over  a  hundred  miles,  and  the  public  lands  between  the  State  boundary  and 
the  Cimarron  base  line  subdivided  through  several  ranges  in  Oklahoma.

Forest  Surveys,  Idaho. --Recent  acceotances  by  this  office  include  surveys 
in  three  townships,  T.  4  H.  ,  R.  10  3.  and  Ts.  5  and  6  IT.,  R.  11  E.  ,  B.  M.  ,'  within 
Boise  National  .  Forest,  Idaho.   These  stxrveys  were  made  at  the  request  of  the 
Forest  Service  as  a  part  of  the  cooperative  program  and  include  some  of  the 
rougher  mountainous  areas  of  the  State.   T.  4  17.  ,•  R.  10  E.  and  T.  5  IT.,  R.  11  E. 
have,  in  times  past,  been  scenes  of  lively  mining  activity  in  both  quartz  and 
♦placer  and  have  produced  a  considerable  amount  of  gold,  and  contain  a  large 
number  of  patented  claims.   The  industry  still  continues  to  a  limited  extent. 
Two  small  mining  towns  of  the  area,  Rocky  Bar  and  Atlanta,  maintain  post  offices 
rind  mercantile  establishments.   There  is  a  limited  area  of  cultivable  land  along 
the  Middle  Fork  of  the  Boise  River  in  Ts.  5  and  6  II.,  R.  11  E. ,  which  is  crac- 
tically  covered  by  forest  homestead  claims. 
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Southwestern  Boundary  of  the  Yakima  Indian  Reservation,  Washington, — The 
question  as  to  the  proper  location  of  the  southwestern  portion  of  the  Yakima 
Indian  Reservation  "boundary  has  again  "been  "brought  up  as  a  result  of  the  claims 
of  the  Yakima  Indians.   Consideration  is  now  being  given  to  additional  field 
investigations  in  the  vicinity  of  Mount  Adams  in  order  to  develop  all  necessary 
facts  and  information  for  use  in  determining  the  questions  at  issue. 

The  first  survey  of  the  western  "boundary  of  the  reservation  was  executed 
in  1890.   A  survey  made  in  1907  placed  the  boundary  further  west  and  added  some 
300,000  acres  to  the  reservation.   In  1913,  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court.,  in  the  case 
of  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Co.  vs.  U.  S.  (287  U.  S. ,  355),  held  that  the  main 
divide  of  the  Cascade  Mountains  formed  the  western  "boundary  of  the  reservation. 
The  survey  of  this  portion  of  the  "boundary,  as  a  result  of  this  decision,  was 
undertaken  in  the  years  1920-1924.   However,  the  Supreme  Court  decision  did  not 
deal  specifically  with  the  location  of  the  "boundary  south  and  west  of  Mount 
Adams  and  it  is  this  portion  of  the  line  that  is  now  under  consideration. 

THE  AITMJAL  REVIEW. 

The  following  items  concerning  the  work  of  the  General  Land  Office  are 
taken  from  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  to  the  Secretary,  of  the  Interior  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1931: 

The  area  of  the  remaining  vacant,  unappropriated  and  unreserved  public 
lands  in  the  United  States,  exclusive  of  Alaska,  is  177,101,551  acres,  of  which 
127,265,885  acres  are  surveyed,  and  49,835,666  acres  are  unsurveyed. 

Existing  entries,  selections,  locations,  etc.,.  embrace  24,241,042  acres. 

Total  receipts  for  the  year  were  $4,835,761.85,  which  amount  was  det>os- 
ited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  be  distributed  as  follows:  Reclama- 
tion fund,  $2,396,605.13;  to  public-land  States  and  certain  counties  within  such 
States,  $1,610,852.37;  general  fund,  $613,831.03;  and  to  the  various  Indian 
tribes,,.  $214,423.32. 

Total  expenditures  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  and.  its  field  activities,.  $2,158,159.81. 

An  average  force  of  67  active  field  investigators,  exclusive  ef  7 
division  chiefs,  was  maintained  during  the  year,  and  19,998  cases  were  investi- 
gated and  reported  on.. 

The  copper  plates,  for  the  1931  edition  of  the  map  of  the  United  States 
were  revised  and  data  thereon  brought  to  date.   State  maps  of  Wisconsin  and 
Wyoming  were  in  process  of  printing,  and  progress  was  made  in  the  recompilation 
of  the  map  of  Idaho,  as  well  as  preliminary  work  on  maps  of  Arizona  and  Oregon. 

Original  entries  were  allowed  for  public  and  Indian  lands  to  the  amount 
of  5,218,627  acres,  and  patents  were  issued  covering  1,938,864  acres.

Public  lands  to  the  extent  of  5,964,797.32  acres  were  placed  in  a  state 
of  reservation,  either  by  Executive  or  departmental  order,  and  4,920,363.64 
acres  theretofore  reserved  were  restored  to  entry  or  other  disposition. 

The  work  of  adjusting  soven  railroad  grants  was  completed,  requiring  a 
careful  tract  book,  survey  plat,  and  grant  plat  examination  of  each. smallest 
subdivision  on  approximately  26,000,000  acres  of  granted  and  indemnity  lands. 

Sales  of  timber  from  the  revested, Oregon  and  California  Railroad  grant 
lands  amounted  $256,559:55,; making  total  sales  to  date  of  $5,909,149.64;  for 
Coos  Bay  lands  $20,710,  making  total  sales  to  date.  $1,592,614.84. 

There  were  examined  and  audited  claims  of  certain  counties  in  Oregon  for 
amounts  in  lieu  of  taxes  on  revested  Oregon  and  California  Railroad  lands  under 
the  act  of  July  13,  1926  (44  Stat.,  915) ,' amounting,  to  $583,423.24. 

Under  section  14  of  the  mineral  leasing  act  of  February  25,  1920, 
authorizing  leases  to  permittees  who  show  a  discovery  of  oil  or  gas  as  a  result 
of  prospecting,  90  leases  were  issued,  and  under  section  17,  authorizing  the 
public  sale  of  leases,  5  leases  were  issued  in' the  Monroe  field,  Louisiana,  the 
Wiley  field,  Wyoming,  and  the  Baker  field,  Montana,  for  which  bonuses  aggre- 
gating $205,471.25  were  paid. 

Receipts  under  the  mineral  leasing  act  were  $3,531,655.05. 

•'  PUBLIC  LAUDS  RESTORED  TO  HOMESTEAD  ENTRY  AND  OTHER  DISPOSITION 
BY  PROCLAMATION,  'EXECUTIVE  OR  DEPARTMENTAL  ORDER. 

Preference  Rights  to  Ex- Service  Men. 

General  Method  of  Opening: 

House  Joint  Resolution  181,  Public  Resolution  No.  85  approved  June '12, 
1930,  amended  public  Resolution  No.  29  of  February  14,  1920  (41  Stat.  434),  as 
amended  January  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  358),  and  as  extended  December  28,  1922  (42 
Stat.  1067),  by  providing  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  February  14, 
1950,  on  the  opening  of  public  or  Indian  lands  to  entry  or  the  restoration  to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  withdrawn  from  entry,  officers,  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines  who  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in 
any  war,  military  occupation  or  military  expedition  and  been  honorably  separated 
or  discharged  therefrom  or  placed  in  the  regalar  army  or  naval  reserve  shall  have 
a  preferred' right  of  entry  under  the  homestead  or  desert-land  laws,  if  qualified 
thereunder,  except  as  against  prior  existing  valid  settlement  rights  and  prefer- 
ence rights  conferred  by  existing  laws  or  equitable  claims  subject  to  allowance 
and  confirmation  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  90  days  before  the  general  opening 
of  such  lands  to  disposal.   Said  resolution  also  extends 'the  same  preference 
rights  to  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  served  with  the  allied  armies 
during  the  World  War  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  upon  their  resumption  of 
citizenship  in  the  United  States  provided  the  service  with  the  allied  armies  shall 
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be  similar  to  the  service  with  the  army  of  the  United  States  for  which  recognition 
is  granted  by  said  resolution  No.  29  as  amended. 

When  any  surveyed  lands  within  the  provisions  of  the  public  resolutions 
are  opened  or  restored  to  disposition  imder  the  authority  of _ the  Department,  such 
lands,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  order  of  restoration,  shall  become  subject 
to  appropriation  under  the  laws  applicable  thereto  in  the  following  manner,  and 
not  otherwise: 

Lands  not  affected  by  the  preference  rights  conferred  by   the  acts  of 
August  18,  1394  (23  Stat.  394),  or  June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.  233),  or  February  14, 
1920  (41  Stat.  407),.  will  be  subject  to  entry  by  soldiers  under  the  homestead  and 
desert-land  laws,  where  both  of  said  laws  are  applicable,  or  under  the  homestead 
law  only,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  a  period  of  91  days,  beginning  with  the  date  of 
the  filing  of  the  township  plat  in  the  case  of  surveys  or  resurveys,  and  with  the 
date  specified  in  the  order  of  restoration  in  all  other  cases,  and  thereafter  to 
disposition  under  all  of  the  public  land  laws,  applicable  thereto,  except  where 
homestead  entrymen  are  granted  a  prior  preference  period  under  the  order.   For  a 
period  of  20  days  and  for  a  like  period  prior  to  the  date  or  dates  such  lands  be- 
come subject  to  entry  by  the  general  public,,  soldiers  in  the  first  instances,  and 
qualified  applicants  in  the  second,  may  execute  and  file  their  applications,  and 
all  such  applications  presented  within  such  20-day  periods,  together  with  those 
offered  at  9  o'clock  .'a.  m.  ,  standard  time,  on  the  dates  such  lands  become  subject 
to  appropriation  under  such  applications,  shall  be  treated  as  filed  simultaneously. 

Unsurveyed  lands  are  not  subject  to  homestead  or  desert-land  entry.  A 
homestead  entry  nay  embrace  160  acres,  or  an  approximation  thereof,  and  where  the 
lands  are  of  the  character  contemplated  by  the  320  or  640  acres  homestead  acts, 
applications  for  the  unappropriated  lands  may  be  filed  by  qualified  persons,  under 
either  of  said  acts,  accompanied  by  proper  petitions,  if  undesignated,  for  the 
designation  of  lands  thereunder,  and  such  ap'olications  will  be  suspended  pending 
determination  as  to  the  character  of  such  lands.

OPENED  TO  ENTRY  THROUGH  SURVEY 


Approximately  800  acres  of  unreserved  and  unappropriated  public  land  in 
Fresno  County  will  be  opened  to  entry  under  the  homestead  and  desert  land  laws  at 
the  United  States  district  land  office,  Sacramento,  California,  on  December  15, 
1931,  through  the  filing  of  the  plat  of  survey  of  T.  12  S. ,  R,  26  E. ,  M.  D.  M. 
The  greater  part  of  the  township  is  within  the  Sierra  and  Sequoia  National  Forests, 
and  part  of  this  land  is  covered  by  three  power  withdrawals. 

Qualified  ex-service  men  for  whose  service  recognition  is  granted  by 
Public  Resolution  No.  85  of  June  12,  1930,  and  those  persons  claiming  a  preference 
right  of  entry  superior  to  that  of  the  ex-service  man,  have  91  days  from  the 
opening  date  in  which  to  assert  their  preference  right  to  the  land.  ,  These  per- 
sons may  present  their  applications  at  any  time  during  the  20-day  period  prior  to 
December  15,  and  applications  so  received  will  be  treated  as  though  simultaneously 
filed  at  9  a.  m.  on  that  date. 

On  March  15,  1932,  any  of  the  land  remaining  unreserved  and  unappropriated 
will  become  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  public  generally  under  any  applicable 
public  land  law.   Applications  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  may  be  presented 
at  any  time  during  the  20-day  period  prior  to  March  15,  and  applications  so 
received  will  be  treated  as  though  simultaneously  filed  at  9  a.  m.  on  that  date. 

Land:   rough  and  mountainous  except  for  the  narrow  bottom  land  in  the 
valley  of  Kings  River.   Soil:   clay  loam,  rocky.   Timber:   white  oak,  live  oak, 
and  buckeye.   Undergrowth:   oakbrush,  chaparral,  mahogany,  and  manzanita.   The 
area  is  excellent  for  grazing  purposes.   There  is  some  evidence  of  past  mining 
activities  in  the  township,  but  apparently  no  mineral  in  commercial  quantities. 
Kings  River  flows  in  a.  westerly  direction  through  the  township.

TULE  LAKE  DIVISION,  PART  1,  KLAMATH  IRRIGATION  PROJECT. 

Public  Order  of  October  16,  1931,  opens  to  homestead  entry  67  farm  units 
of  lands  within  the  Tule  Lake  Division  of  the  Klamath  Irrigation  project  in  Ts. 
47  and  43  N. ,  Rs.  4  and  5  E. ,  M.  D.  M. ,  Calif ornia,  subject  to  the  reclamation 
act  of  June  17,  1902  (32  Stat.  338). 

Until  February  9,  1932,  66  of  these  farm  units  will  be  open  to  entry  at  the 
United  States  land  office,  Sacramento,  California,  ~Qy   ex-service  men  for  whose 
service  recognition  is  granted  by  Public  Resolution  No.  35,  approved  June  12,  1930 
(46  Stat.  530),  and  who  possess  certain  qualifications  requisite  to  be  accepted 
by  the  examining  board  appointed  for  the  project.   On  and  after  February  9,  1932, 
any  of  the  lands  remaining  unentered  will  be  subject  to  entry  under  the  order  by 
any  person  having  the  necessary  qualifications  to  make  a  reclamation  homestead 
entry. 

In  order  that  farm  application  blanks  by  ex-service  men  with  proof  of 
military  service  may  be  considered  as  simultaneously  filed,  they  must  be  filed  with 
the  Project  Superintendent  at  Klamath  Falls,  Oregon,  within  the  10-day  period  from 
November  9  to  November  18,  1931,  inclusive. 

All  the  lands  are  to  be  included  in  an  irrigation  district  and  rights  of  way 
are  reserved  for  county  highways  across  certain  farm  units. 

All  applications  to  make  entry  of  any  of  the  farm  units  which  at  the  time 
of  filing  of  the  applications  are  included  in  an  oil  and  gas  application  for  pros- 
pecting permit,  or  a  permit  granted  under  the  leasing  act  of  February  25,  1920

During  the  month  of  November,  the  division  handling  oil  and  gas  prospecting 
permits  under  Sections  13  to  20  of  the  leasing  act  received  1,215  cases  for  recon- 
sideration; 1  permit  was  reinstated  and  3  new  permits  based  upon  applications 
filed  prior  to  the  order  of  March  13,  1929,  were  granted.   Six  applications  were 
finally  rejected  in  whole  and  1  application  was  finally  rejected  in  part;  10 
cases  were  considered  for  abandonment  of  wells;  16  assignments  were  disposed  of; 
187  extensions  of  time  were  acted  upon,  and  105  ao'oli cations  for  extensions  of 
time  were  forwarded  to  the  departmental  committee;  176  permits  were  held  for  can-' 
cellation,  and  205  permits  were  canceled,  200  of  which  were  in  Alaska.   There  were 
62  miscellaneous  actions  taien;  630  letters  were  written  of  which  72  were  replies 
to  inquiries.- 

Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving  leases, 
75  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;  4  leases  involving  2  cases  were  trans- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  for  authorization;  4  leases  involving  2  causes  were  trans- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  for  execution,  and  2  leases  involving  1  case  \?ere  delivered 
Five  lease  appli  cat  ions  were  rejected  subject  to  appeal  and  3  applications  were 
considered  in  connection  with  drilling  and  producing  relief.   Three  leases  in- 
volving 2  cases  were  mailed  to  the  lessee  for  execution;  7  assignments  were  dis- 
posed of;  19  sales  contracts  involving  10  cases  were  acted  upon,  and  10  miscel- 
laneous actions  were  taken.   One  lease  was  canceled  in  entirety  and  1  lease  was 
held  for  cancellation.   There  were  131  letters  written  of  which  53  were  replies  to 
inquiries.

Daring  the  month  of  December  the  unit  handling  tax  claims  under  the  act  of 
July  13,  1925  (44  Stat.,  915),  providing  for  payments  to  certain  counties  in  Ore-  • 
gon,  involving  Oregon  and  California  Railroad  revested  lands,  certified  three 
claims  for  the  year  1930  amounting  to  $73,725.16.   Thirteen  such  claims  have  now 
been  certified  in  the  sum  of  $465,072.12,  and  five  are  pending,  amounting  to 
$115,255.55. 

SURVEY  N0T5S . 

Colorado  and  New  Mexico  Boundary  Survey. — The  re  survey  of  the  boundary/  line 
between  the  States  of  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  by  Arthur  D.  Kidder,  Associate  Super- 
visor of  Surveys  of  the  General  Land  Office,  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Commissioner 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  (268  U.  S.  103),  was  continued  from  July  to 
October,  1931,  inclusive.   This  was  the  third  season  on  the  resurvey,  and  comcletes 
the  line  to  the  293d  mile  corner,  where  a  previous  retracement  was  began  in  1917. 
In  this  work  Ivir.  Kidder  has  had  the  cooperation  of  the  G-eneral  Land  Office. 

The  1931  season  covered  the  portion  of  the  boundary  extending  from  the  Rio 
Grande  to  the  Continental  Divide,  with  elevations  ranging  from  8,000  to  11,000 
feet  above  sea  level.   In  this  stretch  the  party  recovered  better  than  three- 
fourths  of  all  original  mile  stations,  and  with  that  control  relocated  all  missing 
stations  and  marked  the  true  line  through  the  timber.   Concrete  monuments  were 
constructed  at  all  of  the  mile  stations  and  at  every  highway  and  railroad  inter- 
section, and  on  the  principal  summits,   The  party  also  removed  all  of  the  Carpenter 
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monuments  placed  on  the  true  37th  parallel  in  1902,  as  in  the  opinion  (267  U.  S. 
30)  the  Darling  line  of  1863  having  "been  established  as  the  boundary  could  not 
be  corrected  without  proper  approval. 

The  1951  season  included  23  miles  of  the  western  portion  of  the  .San  Luis 
Valley,  and  all  of  the  Eig  Horn,  Conejos,  and  Navajo  Mountain  ranges,  so  far  as 
crossed  by  the  boundary.   The  San  Luis  Valley  along  the  boundary  is  a  lava  desert 
without  water  or  sufficient  grass  for  horses.   At  the  foot  of  the  Eig  Horn  Moun- 
tains, in  the  valley  of  the  Los  Pinos,  is  located  the  farming  settlement  of  Ortiz, 
started  by  very  early  Spanish  settlers.   From  here  westward  to  Cumbres  Pass,  where 
the  line  enters  the  Tierra  Amarilla  Grant,  the  State  line  is  the  boundary  between 
the  Rio  Grande  National  Forest  in  Colorado  and  the  Carson  National  Forest  in  Hew 
Mexico.   The  larger  part  of  the  whole  mountain  country  is  covered  with  a  dense 
growth  of  aspen,  fir,  pine,  and  spruce  timber. 

The  connection  to  the  Perkins  restoration  of  1917  is -found  to-be  entirely 
satisfactory,  and. all  uncertainty  concerning  the  location  of  the  Darling  survey 
through  the  Grant  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Continental  Divide  has  been  entirely 
disposed  of.   The  record  in  the  suit  reveals  a  known  bad  break  in  alinement  here, 
but  with  uncertain  position  due  to  absence  of  corner  marks  now  definitely  located,  --i 
From  the  Pdo  Grande  to  the  summit  of  the  Navajo  Mountains  the  Darling  line  is 
located  about  one-half  mile  south  of  the  true  parallel,  but  at  the  crossing  of  the 
Continental  Divide  the  distance  between  the  two  lines  is  nearly  three-fourths  of  a 
mile.  ■  •  ,.        -■'.-       '■;:■'; 

The  very  high  per  cent  of  recovered  mile  stations  is  due  principally  to  the 
success  in  finding  the  bearing  trees  and  marked  stone  deposits  left  by  Darling  in  ■ 
1868,  as  the  surface,  stone  markers  of  the  original  survey  were  removed  by  Carpenter 
in  1902  wherever  they  could  be  found. 

The  season's  run  completes  the  proper  marking  of  the  boundary  and  the  removal 
of  the  Carpenter  monuments  all  of  the  way  from  the  northeastern  corner  of  Hew 
Mexico  westward  to  Darling's  203d  mile  .corner,  a  distance  of  205§-  miles.   This 
includes  the  portion  established  in  1900  by  Preston  eastward  from  Darling's  initial 
point,  and  makes  the  connection  with-.the  part-  retraced  in  1917  by  Perkins.   In  all 
this  distance  the  identification  of  the  original  mile  stations  has  exceeded  70 
per  cent;  it  is  an  exceptional-  record  and  reflects-  the  most  pains  talcing  care, 
together  with  an  intimate  familiarity  with  the  methods  pursued  by  Darling. 

The  field  party  uses  fifteen  pack'  horses  for  the  transportation  of  the  camp, 
provisions,  and  supplies  for  the  monuments.   All  of  the  concrete  monuments  are 
made  at  the  points  where  established,  and  require  an  average  of  over  600  pounds  of 
material  per  mile.  It  is  now  estimated  that  the  resurve'y  may  be  completed  in  an. 
additional  six  months  field  work,  extending  through  one  more  full  and  one 
fractional  season..  .■■..,         .-.  ■

Ijoricerning  a  tract  of  land  described  as  "No.  Man'  s  Land"  in  Colorado  in  a  news- 
paper item  which  attracted  some  attention  from  the  public. 

The  area  in  question  lies  west  of  the  Continental  Divide  and  east  of  the 
3ast  boundary  of  the  "panhandle"  purchased  from  Texas  under  the  act  of  September 
),  1850  (9  Stat.  446),  and  is  shown  on  the  wall  map  of  the  United  States  with 
Reference  to  these  boundaries,  but  its  showing  has  no  other  significance  than  this 
bircumstance. 

It  may  be  stated,  however,  that  the  area  was  included  in  the  cession  by 
the  Ute  Indians  under  the  treaty  of  March  2,  1368  (15  Stat.  619),  and  to  that 
Bxtent  any  claim  which  might  have  been  made  by  the  Indians  to  the  area  was 
bet  ingui  shed. 

It  is  not  believed  that  any  serious  doubt  need  be  entertained  as  to  the 
title  to  the  land  having  been  originally  vested  in  the  United  States,  by  virtue  of 
the  acts  of  sovereignty  exercised  with  .reference  thereto,  beginning  at  least  as 
parly  as  September  9,  1850,  the  date  of  the  proposed  purchase  from  Texas,  when,  by 
the  act  of  that  date  (S  Stat.  453),  the  summit  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  was  declared 
to  be  the  east  boundary  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  these  acts  of  sovereignty 
lave  been  maintained  ever  since.

Resurveys  Within  the  Osage  Oil  Field,  Wyoming. — The  Geological  Survey  has 
requested  the  resurvey  of  lands  within  the  Osage  oil  field  in  Weston  County, 
Wyoming,  in  order  to  properly  define  the  boundaries  of  the  public  lands  and  those 
Lands  wherein  the  mineral  rights  have  been  retained  "oj   the  Federal  Government. 
Ihe  oil  and  gas  supervisor  of  the  Geological  Survey  has  reported  that  there  is  a 
aeed  for  definitely  and  plainly  marking  the  public-land  survey  corners  within  the 
Limits  of  this  field,  and  states  that  the  Osage  Oil  Producers  Association  has 
passed  a  resolution  requesting  the  resurvey.   The  lands  involved  in  the  request  for 
resurvey  include  all  of  Ts.  46  IT. ,  Rs.  63  and  64  W.  ,  Sees.  28,  29,  30,  31,  32,  and 
33,  T.  47  N.  ,  R.  63  W. ,  and  Sees.  25  and  36,  T.  47  N.  ,    R.  54  W,  6th  P.  M.   The   . 
Department  approved  the  authorization  of  this  work  under  date  of  December  5,  1931, 
and  field  work  will  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Surveys  in  Harney  National  Forest,  South  Dakota. --The  survey  of  T.  3S.,  R. 
2  E. ,  B.  H.  M. ,  Group  "A",  South  Dakota,  has  recently  been  accepted  by  this  office. 
Ihis  township  lies  entirely  within  the  Harney  National  Forest  and  contains  a  number 
of  homestead  entry  surveys  which  were  segregated  during  this  survey.   The  Sg"  of 
Sees.  34  and  35  has  been  set  aside  as  the  Jewel  Cave  National  Monument. 
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Indian  Surveys,  Arizona. --Executive  Order  5To.  2524,  dated  February  1,  1917, 
defines  the  limits  of  certain  lands  in  Arizona  withdrawn  as  a  reservation  for  the 
Papago  Indians.   These  limits  generally  follow  lines  of  public  survey.   However, 
the  crest  of  the  Ajo  Mountains  was  designated  as.  the  •  v/e stern  boundary 'of  the  reser- 
vation in  Ts.  15,  16,  and  17  S. ,  R.  3  E. ,  and  the  crest  of  the  Eaboquivari  and 
Poso  Verde  Mountains  as  the  eastern  boundary  in  Ts.  18.,  20,  and  21  S.  ,  R.  7  E. ,  and 
Ts.  13  and  19  S-,  R.  8  E. ,  G.  &  S.  R.  M.   The  survey  of  the  crest  of  the  Ajo 
Mountains,  the  final  detail  of  the  surveys  requested  by  the  Office  of  Indian 
Affairs  as  necessary  to  define  the  boundaries  of  this  reservation,  is  one  of  the 
recent  acceptances  by  this  office.   The  summit  of  the  range  was  traversed,  mile 
and  half-mile  iron  post  corners  established,  and  each  angle  point  of  the  line 
monument ed  by  substantial  stone  movnds.

Gentlemen: 

Your  attention  is  called. to  the  act  of  March  27,  1928  (45  Stat.  371), 
which  provides  as  follows: 

"That  when  any  lands  included  within  the  limits  of 
abandoned  or  useless  military  reservations,  including 
Signal  Corps  stations  or  rights  of  way,  and  not  other- 
wise withdrawn  or  used  for.  a  public  purpose;  in  the 
Territory  of  Alaska,  have  been  or  may  be  placed  here- 
after by  order  of  the  President  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  disposition,  the 
Secretary  may  "oroceed  to  cause  the  survey,  appraisal., 
and  disposition  of  such  lands  or  any  portions  thereof  in 
the  manner  provided  by  the  act  of  July  5,  1884  (Twenty- 
third  Statutes  at  Large,  page  105^ ,  or  the  Secretary  may, 
in  his  discretion,  direct  the  restoration  of  such  lands  or 
any  portions  thereof  to  disposition  under  the  public  land 
laws  applicable  to  the  Territory  of  Alaska:   Provided,  That  ■ 
any  person  locating,  entering  or  acquiring  title  to  any 
such  lands  shall,  in  addition  to  the  regular  fees,  commissions, 
and  purchase  price  of  the  land,  "pay  the  appraised  price  of 
any  improvements  placed  thereon  by  the  Government. 
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Sec.  2.   That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby 
authorized  to  prescribe  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations 
for  administering  the  provisions  of  the  act." 

By  Executive  Order  Ho.  4151,  dated  January  22,  1925,  the  following  un-

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Point  Campbell  and  Point  McKenzie  Reservations  are  surveyed  and  will  be 
disposed  of  at  a  later  date. 

Rugged  Island  has  been  entirely  reserved  for  lighthouse  purposes  and 
therefore  vail  not  be  disposed  of  while  so  reserved* 

Port  William  K.  Seward  Reservation  is  withheld  from  disposal  and  reserved 
for  the  Alaska  Road  Commission.    ,  .  . 

Action  on  the  Fort  St.  Michael,  Port  Egbert,  Port  Gibbon  and  Fort 
Li  scum  Reservations  is  suspended  pending  dispostion  of  the  improvements 
thereon.

General  Method  of  Opening:      .  , 


House  Joint  Resolution  181,  Public  Resolution  No.  85  approved  June  12, 
1930,  amended  Public  Resolution  No.  29  of  February  14,  1920  (41  Stat.  434),  as 
amended  January  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  358),  and  as  extended  December  23,  1922  (42 
Stat.  1067),  by  providing  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  February  14, 
1930,  on  the  opening  of  public  or  Indian  lands  to  entry  or  the  restoration  to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  "withdrawn  from  entry,  officers,  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines  who  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in 
any  war,  military  occupation  or  military  expedition  and  been  honorably  separated 
or  discharged  therefrom  or  placed  in  the  regular  army  or  naval  reserve  shall 
have  a  preferred  right  of  entry  under  the  homestead  or  desert-land  laws,  if 
qualified  thereunder,  except  as  against  prior  existing  valid  settlement  rights 
and  preference  rights  conferred  by  existing  laws  or  equitable  claims  subject  to 
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allowance  and  confirmation  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  90  days  before  the 
general  opening  of  such  lands  to  disposal.   Said'  resolution  also'  extends  the 
same  preference  rights  to  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  served  with 
the  allied  armies  during  the  World  War  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  upon 
their  resumption  of  citizenship  in  the  United  States  provided  the  service  with 
the  allied  armies  shall  be  similar  to  the  service  with  the  army  of  the  United 
States  for  which  recognition  is  grafted  by  said  resolution  ho..  29  as  amended. 

When  any  surveyed  lands  within  the  provisions 'of  the  public  resolutions 
are  opened  or  restored  to  disposition  under  the  authority  of  the  Department, 
such  lands,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  order  of  restoration,  shall  become 
subject  to  appropriation  under  the  laws  applicable  thereto  in  the  following 
manner,  and  not  otherwise: 

Lands  not  affected  by  the  preference  rights  conferred  by  the  acts  of 
August  13,  1894  (28  Stat.  394),  or  June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.  233),  or  February  14, 
1920  (41  Stat.  407),  will  be  subject  to  entry  by  soldiers  under  the  homestead 
and  desert-land  laws,  where  both  of  said  laws  are  applicable,  or  under  the 
homestead  law  only,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  a  period  of  91  days,  beginning  with 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  township  plat  in  the  case  of  surveys  or  resurveys, 
and  with  the  date  specified  in  the  order  of  restoration  in  all  other  cases, 
and  thereafter  to  disposition  under  ail  of  the  public  land  laws,  applicable 
thereto,  except  where  homestead  entrymen  are  granted  a  prior  preference  period 
under  the  order.   For  a  period  of  20  days  and  for  a  like  period  prior  to  the 
date  or  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  entry  by  the  general  public,  soldiers 
in  the  first  instances,  and  qualified  applicants  in  the  second,  may  execute  and 
file  their  applications,  and  all  such  applications  presented  within  such  20 
day  periods,  together  with  those  offered  at  9  o'clock  a.  m. ,  standard  time,  on 
the  dates  such  lands  become  subject  to  appropriation  under  such  applications, 
shall  be  treated  as  filed  simultaneously. 

Un surveyed  lands  are  not  subject  to  homestead  or  desert-land  entry.   A 
homestead  entry  may  embrace  160  acres,  or  an  approximation  thereof,  and  where

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OIL  AND  GAS  ACTIVITIES.      '  . 

•During  the  month  of  December,  the  division  handling  oil  and  gas  prospecting 
permits  under  Sections  13  and  20  of  the  leasing  act,  received  861  cases  for  re- 
consideration; 2  new  permits- based  upon  applications  filed  prior  to  the  order  of 
March  13,  1929,  were  granted.   Three  applications  were  finally  rejected  in  whole 
and  2  applications  were  finally  rejected  in  part;  5  cases  were  considered  for 
abandonment  of  wells;  14  assignments  were  disposed  of;  49  extensions  of  time  were 
acted  upon,  and  232  applications  for  extensions  of  time  were  forwarded  to  the 
departmental  committee;  13?  permits  were  held  for  cancellation,  and  118  permits 
were  canceled,  109  of  which  were  in  Alaska.   There  were  85  miscellaneous  actions 
taken;  501  letters  were  written  of  which  68  were  replies  to  inquiries. 

Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving  leases, 
83  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;  3  leases  were  transmitted  to  the 
Secretary  for  authorization;  11  leases  involving  7  cases  were  transmitted  to  the 
Secretary  for  execution,  and  7  leases  involving  5, cases  were  delivered.   Two 
lease  applications  were  rejected  s\ibject  to  appeal,  and  3  applications  were 
considered  in  connection  with  drilling  and  producing  relief.   Eight  leases 
involving  4  cases  were  mailed  to  the  lessee  for  execution;  4  assignments  were 
disposed  of;  9  sales  contracts  were  acted  upon,  and  24  miscellaneous  actions 
were  taken-   Two  leases  were  held  for  cancellation,  and  2  appeals  were  transmitted 
to  the  Secretary  for  consideration.   There  were  118  letters  written  of  which  30 
were  replies  to  inquiries.

SURVEY  NOTES. 


C-ila  Indian  Reservation,  Arizona.— At  the  request  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Affairs  this  office  has  recently  authorized  the  survey  for  allotment 
purposes  of  certain  irregular  tracts  along  the  north  bank  of  the  Casa  Blanca 
Canal  on  the  G-ila  River  Indian  Reservation,  Arizona.   The  area  lies  in  Ts.  4 
S. ,  Rs.  4  and  5  E. ,  G.  &  3.  R,  M. ,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  survey  work- 
will  be  undertaken  at  an  early  date. 

Survey  Work  on  Hand. — Recent  compilations  have  developed  the  fact  that 
of  immediate  interest  there  is  a  very  considerable  amount  of  work  demanding 
attention  by  the  field  surveying  service. 

The  records  of  this  office  show  that  there  are  a  total  of  430  townships 
in  the  active  public-land  States  and  Alaska  authorized  for  survey  and  resurvey 
which  have  not  yet  'oeen   reached  for  execution  in  the  field.  At  an  estimated 
cost  of  $2,500  per  township  for  field  and  office  work,  a  total  of  $1,075,000 
will  be  required  to  complete  these  surveys  and  resurvey s. 

In  the  first  preference  class,  there  are  pending  applications  by 
settlers  in  56  townships,  the  surveys  of  which  have  been  authorized. 
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In  this  class  are  also  to  "be  included  61  townships  for  which  applications 
"by  States  have  been  made  either  under  their  enabling  acts  or  the  act  of  August 
13,  1894  (28  Stat.  394),  which  provides  that  survej^s  shall  be  made  upon  the  ap- 
plications of  the  States  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  their  grants. 

There  are  also  pending  17  applications  in  Alaska  by  settlers  for  the 
free  survey  of  their  claims. 

In  the  matter  of  resurveys,  there  are  pending  applications  covering  30 
townships  applied  for  by  settlers  and  owners,  and  in  addition,  surveys  are  in 
progress  in  28  townships  south  of  the  Cimarron  Base  Line  in  Oklahoma,  closing 
on  the  north  boundary  of  the  Texas  Fanhandle  along  the  parallel  of  36°  30 f 
north  latitude. 

There  are  about  to  be  undertaken  the  surveys  necessary  to  define  the 
claims  adjacent  to  the  true  "boundary  line  along  the  Rio  Grande  between  Texas 
and  ITew  Mexico,  consequent  upon  the  establishment  of  the  line  by  the  United 
States  Commissioner,  operating  under  the  decree  of  the  Siipreme  Court,  involving 
the  title  to  some  60  claimants  under  the  State  of  Texas. 

The  resurveys  along  the  oblique  boundary  line  between  California  and 
ITevada,  involving  some  84  townships,  are  also  about  to  be  undertaken  as  an 
admini  st rat ive  measure . 

In  the  matter  of  cooperative  surveys,  there  are  pending  surveys  and 
resurveys  of  about  150  townshios  undertaken  for  the  Forest  Service  at  its 


Under  this  heading  are  to  be  included  surveys  and  resurveys  authorized 
by  departmental  order,  involving  a  considerable  volume  of  miscellaneous  surveys 
which  can  not  be  measured  on  an  area  basis,  such  as  mineral  segregation  surveys, 
town  sites,  metes  and  "bounds   surveys,  trade  and  manufacturing  sites  in  Alaska, 
mining  surveys  including  underground  work;  also  the  survey  of  township  ex- 
teriors in  southern  Utah  authorized  by  the  Department  as  an  administrative 
measure . 

There  is  also  a  considerable  volume  of  fragmentary  surveys  of  rather 
difficult  character  to  be  executed  in  the  States  of  Alabama,,  Arkansas,  Florida, 
Louisiana,,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  and  Wisconsin,  involving  the  survey  of  islands, 
omitted  lands,  investigations  of  various  kinds;  none  of  which  can  be  figured 
on  an  area  cost. 

Private  Claims,  ITew  Mexico. — Included  in  the  acceptances  of  the  past 
month  are  surveys  of  about  300  private  claims  within  the  Sandia  Pueblo  Grant 
in  New  Mexico  in  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  extinguished  according  to  the 
findings  of  the  Pueblo  Lands  Board  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  June  7,  1924. 
In  a  number  of  these  cases  the  findings  of  the  board  were  reviewed  by  the  United 
States  District  Court  for  ITew  Mexico  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  of 
America  as  Guardian  of  the  Indians  of  the  pueblo  of  Sandia.  in  the  State  of 
Hew  Mexico  vs.  George  Abousleman  et  al. ,  in  equity.   These  claims  represent 
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small  holdings  acquired  by  non-Indians  through  adverse  possession  or  other- 
wise.  Most  of  these  claims  are  within  the  town  of  Bernalillo  where  each 
individual  non-Indian  claim  was  considered  "by  the  hoard  and  defined  by  survey, 


State  Maps . — Following  the  completion  of  the  new  State  map  of  Idaho, 
which  is  now  practically  ready  for  reproduction,  the  Commissioner  has  author- 
ized the  preparation  of  a  new  map  of  the  State  of  Colorado.   The  question 
whether  an  entirely  new  complication  will  he  made  on  the  Lambert  projection  or 
whether  a  revision  of  the  subsisting  map,  with  the  necessary  extensions  of  the 
public-land  survey  system,  will  be  undertaken  has  not  yet  been  finally  de- 
cided, but  in  either  event  the  rectangular  network  will  be  brought  up  to  date, 
and  in  addition  to  political  and  topographic  data  will  be  revised,  so  that 
when  completed  the  new  issue  will  present  a  complete  and  reliable  delineation 
of  the  State,  consistent  in  scale  and  in  other  particulars  with  the  maps  of 
the  surrounding  public-land  States  more  recently  issued. 

In  addition  to  the  completion  of  the  map  of  Idaho,  above  noted,  the 
recompilation  of  the  map  of  Arizona  is  well  advanced,  and  the  revised  edition 
of  the. map  of  Oregon  will  probably  be  ready  for  the  press  before  the  end  of 
the  present  fiscal  year.   Some  delay  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  de- 
livery of  the  new  maps  of  Wyoming  and  Wisconsin  from  the  contractor,  but 
the  office  is  advised  that  these  will  be  available  within  a  few  weeks.

REGULAT  IONS .  GOVERNING  THE  GRAZING  OF  LANDS  IN  THE  MIZPAH-  * 

PUMPKIN  PREEN  GRAZING  DISTRICT,  MONT^bA.. 

.  .    January  4,  1932.

Sir: 

An  act  of  Congress  approved  March  29,  1928  (45  Stat.  380),  provides: 

"'That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized 
to  enter  into  a  cooperative  agreement  or  agreements  with  the 
State  of  Montana  and  private  owners  of  such  lands  in  town- 
ships 4  north  of  ranges  50  and  51  east;  5  north  of  ranges  49, 
50,  and  51  east;  and  6  north  of  ranges  49,  50,  and  51  east, 
Montana,  principal  meridian,  as  lie  between  Mizpah  and  pumpkin 
Creeks,  in  the  State  of  Montana,  whereby  such  lands  and  lands 
within  the  same  area  belonging  to  the  United  States  may  be 
jointly  leased  for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  ten  years  to 
stockmen  owning  lands  within  or  adjacent  to  the  said  area, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  may  prescribe;  and  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement 
and  issue  such  a  lease  to  a  regularly  organized  association  of 
such  stockmen  as  will  fulfill  the  purposes  of  this  act: 
Provided,  That  the  lands  of  the  United  States  within  the  said 
area  shall  be  withdrawn  from  all  forms  cf  homestead  entry 
during  the  period  of  said  lease  but  shall  remain  subject  to 
the  mineral  land  laws  of  the  United  States:   And  -provided  further , 
That  any  lease  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
for  grazing  and  range  development  purposes  only:1'  *  *  * 

An  association  of  the  stockmen  within  the  area  known  as  the  Mizpah- 
Pumpkin  Creek  Grazing  Association  has  been  duly  organized  for  the  grazing  of 
the  above-mentioned  Government  lands  and  lands  leased  or  otherwise  controlled 
by  said  association  within  the  area  specified  by  the  act. 
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For  the  Government-owned  lands  within  the  area  there  will  he  a 
minimum  annual  rental  to  he  paid  by   the  association  to  the  Government 
through  the  Register  of  the  land  office  of  the  district  in  which  the 
lands  are  situated  of  $20  per  640  acres,  the  rental  for  fractional  and  partial 
sections  to  he  pro  rated  on  that  'basis. 

The  association  shall  have  direct  charge  of  the  administration  of  the 
Government  lands  above  mentioned  and  of  the  other  lands  leased  or  otherwise 
controlled  hy  it  within  the  area  specified  "by  the  act  with  authority  to  issue 
grazing  permits  and  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  proper  range  control, 
subject  however,  to  supervisory  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and 
his  representatives,  which  supervisory  authority  extends  to  the  other  lands 
leased  or  otherwise  controlled  hy  the  association  within  the  area  specified 
by  the  act  as  well  as  the  Government  lands. 

Any  controverted  matter  relating  to  the  operation  or  administration  of 
the  district  shall  he  presented  to  the  Chief  of  Field  Division,  General  Land 
Office,  Helena,  Montana,  for  his  decision.  Appeal  from  his  decision  will  lie 
to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior. 

permits  for  grazing  will  he  issued  to  stockmen  owning  lands  within  or 
adjacent  to  the  area  descrihod  in  the  above-mentioned  act  of  Congress,   Tvhen 
there  is  any  surplus  range,  temporary  permits  may  he  issued  for  increased  use 
hy  regular  permittees  and  special  use  permits  may  he  issxied  authorizing  stock 
to  he  driven  across  the  reserve. 

The  violation  of  the  conditions  of  a  permit  will  he  sufficient  cause 
for  the  cancellation  of  same. 

A  notice  of  the  cancellation  of  a  permit  will  also  contain  a  notice 
to  remove  stock  from  the  leased  area  and  failure  to  comply  with  such  notice 
will  subject  the  permittee  to  prosecution  as  a  trespasser. 

portions  of  the  lands  included  in  the  district  may  he  temporarily 
closed  to  grazing  whenever,  "because  of  incorrect  handling  of  the  stock,  over- 
grazing, fire,  or  other  cause,  such  action  is  necessary  to  restore  the  range 
to  its  normal  condition. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  prescrihe  the  maximum  number  of  stock 
which  may  he  grazed  on  the  lands  within  the  district  with  the  right  to  reduce 
the  maximum  number  of  stock  to  he  grazed  whenever  permanent  damage  to  the 
range  is  liable  to  result,  and  to  increase  the  number  whenever  it  is  possible 
to  do  so  without  injury  to  the  range.   The  association  will  be  given  oppor- 
tunity to  submit  its  recommendation  before  action  under  this  paragraph. 

To  preserve  the  public  health,  the  carcasses  of  all  animals  which  die 
of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  must  he  burned,  and  if  death  of  any  animal 
occurs  in  or  near  any  water,  the  carcass  must  be  removed  and  buried  or  burned. 
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Likewise  debris  of  any  kind  must  not  be  ...left  in  any  exposed  or  unsanitary 
condition  or  deposited  in  or  near  any  stream  or  body  of  water  in  a  manner 
which  may  directly  or  indirectly  cause  pollution  of  said  water. 

Any  person  utilizing  the  forage  of  any  of  the  lands  within  the  district 
without  permission  of  the  association  will  be  subject  to  prosecution  under 
both  the  civil  and  criminal  statutes  of  the  State  of  Montana  and/or  under 
Section  10,  Title  13,  United  States  Code  (Criminal  Code,  section  56). 

The  lands  within  the  area  belonging  to  the  United  States  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  prospecting  for  and  extraction  of  minerals  under  the 
applicable  mineral  land  laws. 

In  order  fully  to  carry  out  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  act,  it  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  the  Interior  Department  to  encourage  the 
■development  of  the  native  vegetative  growth  to  the  utmost  practical  limit  ob- 
tainable by  range  management.   To  this  end  there  will  be  made  available  to  the 
association  the  services  of  the  Geological  Survey  in  evaluating  the  forage 
resources  of  the  area. 

All  conditions  contained  in  the  lease  issued  to  the  association  by  the 
Government  but  not  otherwise  mentioned  in  these  regulations  will  be  considered 
as  a  part  hereof. 

The  attached  form  of  lease  is  hereby  approved.   You  will  submit  same  to 
the  Mi zpah— Pumpkin  Creek  Grazing  Association  with  request  that  said  associa- 
tion execute  same  in  quadruplicate  through  its  proper  officer  or  officers  so 
empowered  to  act  for  the  association.   The  officer  or  officers  executing  said 
lease  In  behalf  of  the  association  must  present  evidence  of  his  or  their 
authority  so  to  do.  After  same  has  been  properly  executed  in  behalf  of.  the 
said  association  it  should  be  returned  to  this  office  by  you  to  be  submitted 
for  the  approval  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior.

,  Preference  Rights  to  Ex-Service  Men . 

General  Method  of  Opening: 

House  Joint  Resolution  181,  Public  Resolution  Ho.  85  approved  June  12, 
1930,  amended  Pablic  Resolution  Ho.  29  of  February  14,  1920  (41  Stat.  434),  as 
amended  January  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  358),  and  as  extended  December  28,  1922  (42 
Stat.  1067),  by  providing  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  February  14, 
1930,  on  the  opening  of  public  or  Indian  lands  to  entry  or  the  restoration  to 
entry  of  public  lands  theretofore  withdrawn  from  entry,  officers,  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines  who  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in 
any  war,  military  occupation  or  military  expedition  and  been  honorably  separated

BFCFNT  PROCLAMATIONS  AM)  EXSCUTIVS  ORDERS. 

By  order  of  December  16,  1931,  certain  interforest  transfers  have 
been  made  affecting  the  Lolo,  Cabinet,  Madison,  Missoula,  Helena.,  Deerlodge , 
Gallatin  and  Bitterroot  National  Forests  in  Montana,  and  certain  alienated 
areas  have  been  eliminated  from  the  Deerlodge  National  Forest. 


By  orders  of  December  24,  1931,  certain  interforest  transfers  have 
been  made  affecting  the  Datil  and  G-ila  National  Forests  in  New  Mexico . 


The  regulation  designating  the  St.  Marks  Migratory  Bird  Refuge,  Florida, 
and  lands  and  waters  adjacent  thereto  a  closed  area  under  the  Migratory  Bird 
Treaty  Act  of  July  3,  1918  (40  Stat.  755),  was  approved  by  proclamation  of 
December  24,  1931. 


By  order  of  December  30,  1931,  the  trust  period  covering  allotments  made 
in  favor  of  Indians  on  the  therein  named  reservations,  which  would  have  ex- 
pired in  1932,  has  oeen   extended  ten  years. 


By  proclamation  of  January  11,  1932,  the  therein  described  areas  in 
Colorado  have  been  added  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  National  Park. 
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Executive  order  of  April  15,  1330  (No.  5327),  withdrawing' certain 
lands  in  Utah  for  possible  oil-shale  value,  has  "been  modified  by  order  of 
January  11,  1932,  in  order  to  authorize  the  Secretary  to  approve  a  right 
of  way  application  over  certain  of  the  withdrawn  lands. 

OIL  AND  GAS  ACTIVITIES. 

luring  the  month  of  January,  the  Division  handling  oil  and  gas 
prospecting  permits  under  Sections  13  and  20  of  the  leasing  act,  received 
1006  cases  for  reconsideration;  2  new  permits  based  upon  applications  filed 
prior  to  the  order  of  March  13,  1923,  were  granted.   Seven  applications  were 
finally  rejected  in  whole  and  1  application  was  finally  rejected  in  part;  2 
permits  were  reinstated;  8  cases  were  considered  for  abandonment  of  wells; 
12  assignments  were  disposed  of;  144  extensions  of  time  were  acted  upon,  and 
206  applications  for  extensions  of  time  were  forwarded  to  the  departmental 
committee;  229  permits  were  held  for  cancellation;  157  permits  were  canceled, 
128  of  which  were  in  Alaska,  and  1  permit  was  canceled  in  part.  There  were 
112  miscellaneous  actions  taken;  829  letters  were  written,  of  which  119  were 
replies  to  inquiries;  2  Alaska  applications  were  received. 

Under  the  relief  sections  of  the  act  and  other  sections  involving 
leases,  89  cases  were  received  for  reconsideration;  2  leases  were  transmitted 
to  the  Secretary  for  execution,  and  2  leases,  involving  1  case,  were  de- 
livered; 11  lease  applications  were  rejected  subject  to  appeal,  and  5  applica- 
tions were  considered  in  connection  with  drilling  and  producing  relief.   Two 
leases  were  mailed  to  the  lessee  for  execution;  2  assignments,  involving 
3  cases,  were  disposed  cf;  7  sales  contracts,  involving  9  cases,  were  acted 
upon,  and  24  miscellaneous  actions  were  taken;  1  lease  was  held  for  cancella- 
tion, 1  lease  was  canceled,  and  1  appeal  was  transmitted  to  the  Secretary 
for  consideration.   There  were  81  letters  written  of  which  17  were  replies 
to  inquiries. 

Bids  were  received  on  two  leases  at  the  sale  held  in  the  Great  Falls 
land  office  on  January  12,  1932. 

RECEIPTS  UNDER  MINERAL  LEASING  ACT. 

The  receipts  under  the  mineral  leasing  act  of  February  25,  1920, 
during  the  month  of  December  were  $262,779.99. 
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
